Only nine people escaped 
from the fire which engulfed 
the compound at Mount Car¬ 
mel, outside Waca The rest of 
the 95 cult members inside, 
including Koresh and at least 
17 children, are believed to 
have died. 

The Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation. which sparked the 
mass suicide by attempting to 
flush out the cult members 
with tear gas, insisted yester¬ 
day that the fire had been 
started by the occupants.

thar fears for the safety of the 
children within the compound 
had prompted the decision to 
try flushing out the cult 
The two Britons who sur¬ 
vived the fire were charged at 
Waco district court with being 
material witnesses and were 
returned to jafl. Derek Love¬ 
lock. 37, ana Renos Avraam. 
28. are believed to have re¬ 
treated to their bedrooms to 
escape from the tear gas. 
When the fire broke out, Mr 
Avraam leapt from his win¬ 
dow and Mr Lovelock fled 
through one of file holes in the 
wall created by an FBI assault 
vehicle. 

. Early reports said that one 
body had been found in the 
charred rubble with a bullet 
wound through tile forehead. 
Mr Jamar indicated that the 
more fanatical members of the 
cult might have killed others 
to prevent them from leaving 
the building once the fire had 
begun. 

The FBI said that, as soon 
as the fire had cooled suffi¬ 
ciently to approach the site, 

agents searched a bus that had 

been buried to form a make¬ 
shift bunker on the west side of 

tire compound, where Koresh 
had promised to put the cult's 
17 children for protection. Mr 
Jamar said that no bodies 
were found in the bus. 

The FBI described as “total 
speculation" early reports sug¬ 
gesting that tiie children 
might have been given lethal 
injections before the fire was 
lit It denied a charge made by 
one of the nine survivors as he 
was arraigned yesterday 
morning, claiming that the 
blaze had been started by the 
FBI when it knocked over a 
vial of lighter fluid wfy*n 
knocking holes in the walls of 
the compound.

As the death toll in central 
Bosnia climbed into the hun¬ 
dreds, a British lance corporal 
was accidentally shot and seri¬ 
ously injured by a fellow 
soldier in Vitez. which has 
been the scene of some of the 
bitterest fighting in the past 
five days. A British helicopter 
was also fired on in a separate 
attack, but landed safely. 

General Philippe Morillon. 
head of the United Nations 
Protection Force in Bosnia, set 
out for Vitez yesterday in an 
attempt to negotiate a 
ceasefire between the repub¬ 
lic's Croats and Muslims. 

Captain Lee Smart a 
spokesman for the British 
troops in Vitez. said: “There 
are rocket-launchers firing 
and mortars. A howitzer over 
the back keeps pounding 
away." British soldiers said the 
centre of the town had been 
devastated by what was be¬ 
lieved to have been a lorry- 
bomb near a mosque at the 
weekend. “The destruction in 
the centre is incredible." Capt 
Smart saidL'There are still a 
lot of bodies lying about” 
British soldiers in armoured 
fighting vehicles and ar¬ 
moured ambulances have 
been taking dead and wound¬ 
ed to hospital. But Capt Smart 
said it was still too dangerous 
to go into some villages. 

Naro planes confirmed the 
first violation of the UN no-fly 
zone.

A TEACHERS* union was 
accused yesterday of using an 
industrial dispute to challenge 
the policy of an elected govern¬ 
ment. as the controversy over 
school tests reached the Court

The Conservative-controlled 
borough of Wandsworth, in 
south London, is renewing its 
attempt to have a boycott of 
the tests declared illegal. Earli¬ 
er this month, a High Court 
judge refused to grant an in¬ 
junction against the National 
Association of Schoolmasters- 
/Union of Women Teachers. 

The union has instructed 
more than 100.000 members 
at schools in England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland to 
abandon this summer's tests 
and assessments, following a 
ballot Two other unions are 
balloting on similar action. 

Wandsworth argues that 
teachers operating die boycott 
are not covered by the statu¬ 
tory immunity protecting gen¬ 
uine trade disputes under the 
1992 Trade Union and Lab¬ 
our Relations Act 

Patrick Elias QC, for the 
authority, told Lords Justices 
Neill. Steyn and Rose that the 
dispute was inextricably 
linked with the content of the 
national curriculum assess¬ 
ment arrangements, and so 
was not simply about teachers' 
terms and conditions causing 
excessive workload. He ac¬ 
cused the union of “challeng¬ 
ing the policy of the elected 
government and. by the use of 
industrial sanctions, seeking 
to resolve in the industrial 
sphere what should be re¬ 
solved in the statutory sphere". 

In the High Court. Mr 
Justice Mantel! had ruled that 
the teachers, in taking action 
against tests and assessments 
they regarded as imposing an 
excessive workload, were en¬ 
gaged in a legal trade dispute 
because it related to terms and 
conditions of employment. 
The hearing is expected to last 
two or three days. 

Mr Elias said that teachers 
were bound to carry out duties 
assigned to them under their 
employment contracts. The 
union was inducing teachers 
to break their contracts by 
instructing them to operate a 
boycott which in Wandsworth 
would affect about 380 pupils 
at three secondary schools. 

□ Ministers moved to avoid 
another damaging education¬ 
al dispute yesterday by promis¬ 
ing to amend the Education 
Bill to demonstrate that they 
were not seeking new powers 
over universities. Vice-chancel¬ 
lors had objected to the bill’s 
introductory clause and as the 
bill entered die House of 
Lords. Baroness Blatch, the 
education minister, an¬ 
nounced that an amendment 
would stipulate that any new 
powers would not extend to 
higher education.

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Electricians’ union votes 
for return to TUC fold

THE AEEU engineering and 
electricial union has voted by 
an overwhelming majority to 
rejoin the TUC in a ballot 
which marks the first trade 
union referendum on TUC 
membership. 

Britain’s biggest split in 
trade union ranks was 
prompted when the EETPU 
dectridans' union was ex¬ 
pelled from the TUC in 1988. 
The expulsion was principally 
over singie^inion agreements 
signed by the electricians with 
foreign companies operating 
in Britain, but came against 
the background of hostility to 
the union for its involvement 
in the Wapping dispute with 
News International, publish¬ 
ers of The Times. 

Although the electricians’ 
single-union, no-strike deals 
were highly controversial at 
the time, since the EETPU's 
expulsion from the TUC many 
other unions — including 
some which were among the 
electricians' sharpest critics — 
have signed similar 
agreements.Since the TUC

split, the dectridans have 
merged with the engineers to 
form the new union, which, 
following the ballot vote de¬ 
clared yesterday at the union’s 
conference in Llandudno, will 
now apply to the TUC for 
affiliation.

191.7 per cent of those voting) 
voted in favour of TUC affili¬ 
ation and 25,619 (8.3 per 
cent) against in a 37 per cent 
turnout — one of the largest 
yes votes recorded in a trade 
union ballot 

The affiliation will almost 
certainly be opposed by some 
left-wingers who may try to 
block it at the TUCs annual 
conference in September. 
Many unions believe their 
members have been poached 
by the dectridans and are 
pressing for them to be 
returned.

British film producers demand 
levy on US-owned cinemas 


Wool stores become 
Henry Moore centre

AMERICAN-OWNED ene¬ 
mas should be forced to share 
their profits with toe ailing 
British film industzy. leading 
figures in British film will tell 
Peter Brooke, toe heritage 
secretary. 

Mr Brooke is to hold nine 
meetings with film producers, 
distributors and directors as 
part of a review of government 
policy on toe film industry, 
which is expected to lead to a 
white paper later this year. 

The minister will be told 
that American film distribu¬ 
tors and cinema owners, who 


currently send aQ profits back 
to the US, should give a 
percentage to toe film-makers. 

Wilf Stevenson, director of 
the British Film Institute 
(BFI), said that toe industry 
would not approach Mr 
Brooke with a begging bowl, 
but a package of tax incentives 
and concessions would help to 
rebuild film production. 

Others in the industry re¬ 
main sceptical about the gov¬ 
ernment’s commitment to 
British film. Paul Bradley, 
executive producer of Mer¬ 
chant Ivory’s Howards End. 


feared that the meetings with 
Mr Brooke could turn into “a 
toothless PR exerrise". 

Film-makers were disap¬ 
pointed at last year's budget 
which produced some tax 
concessions but cost the gov¬ 
ernment only E5 million in 
1992. Last year, 25 films were 
made here and financed by 
mainly British sources. Virtu¬ 
ally all domestic films are now 
low-budget collaborations, of¬ 
ten with television companies. 
Despite the cheaper pound. 
American film-makers are still 
' reluctant to come to Britain. 


THE first sculpture study 
centre of its kind in Europe, 
the Henry Moore Institute, 
opens to the public tomorrow 
(Paul Wilkinson .writes).

Car importers deny 
£9 7m tax fraud

THREE policemen investigat¬ 
ing the IRA pub bombings in 
Guildford fabricated confes¬ 
sion evidence against one of 
the accused to secure his 
conviction, toe Old Bailey was 
told yesterday. 

Handwritten notes claimed 
to have been made at the time 
of Patrick Armstrong admit¬ 
ting his part in the planting of 
a bomb that killed five people 
at the Horse and Groom yah 
in 1974 were fabricated much 
later, the court was told. 

Julian Bevan QC, for toe 
prosecution, said that toe three 
officers conspired together 
after interviewing Mr Arm¬ 
strong to write notes that 
would link him to two bombs 
in Guildford. The “contempo¬ 
raneous” notes were drawn up 
after the three Surrey officers 
prepared typed notes of the 
confessions. There later 
proved to be marked dissimil¬ 
arities between the two, Mr 
Bevan said. 

At the trial of the Guildford 
Four in 1975. the pros ecutio n 
case against Mr Armstrong 
rested solely on confession 
evidence. He was jailed for 
life, with Gerard Conlon, Paul 
HiH and Carole Richardson, 
for their part in the Guildford 
bombings and another in 
Woolwich, southeast London, 
Fourteen years later, the con¬ 
victions were quashed by the 
Court of Appeal. 

The former policemen Ver¬ 
non Attweti. 52. John 
Donaldson, 57, and Thomas 
Style, 59. deny that between 
December 1974 and October 
1975. they conspired to per¬ 
vert the course of justice fry 
manufacturing notes purport¬ 
ing to be contemporary inter¬ 
views with Mr Armstrong. 

Mr Bevan told toe juty: 


“The sad truth is that these so- 
called contemporaneous notes 
were not contemporaneous at 
all but bad been compiled 
after the interview. It is the 
Crown case that these three 
defendants lied about the ori¬ 
gin of these notes in order to 
bolster their own case.” He 
said that at Armstrong’s trial 
the three bad denim that 
Armstrong had been hit or 
that answers were toe result of 


Mr Bevan said that it was 
not until 1989 when toe 
Guildford Four case was re¬ 
ferred to toe Court of Appeal 
that the fabricated evidence 
was uncovered among 29,000 
pieces of paper in records. 

Officers from Avon and 
Somerset police were called in 
by the home secretary to 
investigate Surrey's handling 
of the case and a woman 
detective inspector analysed 
the file kept on Mr Arm¬ 
strong. Mr Bevan said: “She 
compared the roug h-typed 
notes with toe handwritten, 
allegedly contemporaneous 
notes and it is quite plain that, 
having compared toe two one 
again st toe atbCT, senior police 
officers were alerted to the 
possibility that the rough- 
typed notes had been created 
before the allegedly contempo¬ 
raneous notes.” 

Mr Bevan listed examples 
where extra words, and in one 
case a whole passage, ap¬ 
peared in the typed notes 
which were not inducted in the 
handwritten notes. One ex¬ 
ample of typed notes had 
police putting the nam e of an 
IRA suspect to Mr Armstrong 
but in the handwritten notes 
Mr Armstrong had volun¬ 
teered toe name. 

The trial continues today. 


AN ASSISTANT managing 
director of Nissan UK hoped 
to swindle the Inland Revenue 
out of nearly £100 million in 
an international fraud of 
“massive proportions”, the 
Central Criminal Court was 
told yesterday. 

Pdter Rook QC, for toe 
prosecution, said that Michael 
Hunt. 59. based at the compa¬ 
ny’s headquarters in Wor¬ 
thing, East Sussex, was 
involved in siphoning £219 
million from the company’s 
profits over 17 years. Mr Hunt 
and other “sophisticated 
fraudsters”, including Swiss 
bankets and Octav Botnar, the 
company's former chairman, 
’’laundered” the money 
through bank accounts in 
Geneva, he said. To cover 
their tracks they used “a 
morass of false documenta¬ 
tion" and sham shipping 
agents in Holland and 
Norway. 

Mr Hunt from Hove, East 
Sussex, denies two counts of 
conspiracy to cheat toe inland 
Revenue out of corporation tax 
and two charges of conspiracy 
to make use of false account¬ 
ing documents. 

Nissan UK, a privately 
owned British company that 
imports and distributes cars, is 
a separate operation from toe 
Japanese car manufacturer 
Nissan Motor Company. It 
won a franchise to import cars 
from Nissan in 1971. By 
1983, its marketing tech¬ 
niques had made the vehicles 
Britain’s best-selling import 

On toe first day of the trial 
expected to last six months, toe 
court was told that Mr Hunt 
inflated freight charges: mak¬ 
ing the company’s profits 
appear much lower. In this 
way. the alleged conspirators 


cheated the Inland Revenue 
out of £97 million. 

It is alleged that false in¬ 
voices. agreements and corres¬ 
pondence were produced and 
raise figures entered into the 
accounting records from in¬ 
flated transport charges on 
cars from Japan. Members of 
toe jury have computer screens 
on their tables from which to 
refer to documents and photo¬ 
graphs. transmitted to them 
from other computers in the 
court The jury is sitting at 
Chichester Rents, a part of the 
Central Criminal Court where 
long trials are held. 

Mr Rook said that he would 
be calling witnesses from Brit¬ 
ain, Japan, Holland, Ger¬ 
many. Norway, Austria. 
Bermuda and Panama. He 
told the jury. “You will see 
straight away the internation¬ 
al flavour of this fraud. One of 
reasons for the international 
flavour is that the conspirators 
attempted to hide toexr 
tracks." The court was told 
that two Swiss bankers were 
named in the charges as being 
part of the plot and that the 
trail would lead to two Swiss 
bank accounts. It had not 
been possible to issue a war¬ 
rant for toe arrest of Mr 
Botnar, as he was believed to 
be in Switzerland. 

Mr Rook said that among 
the documents uncovered by 
investigators were bogus ship¬ 
ping agency agreements. “For 
toe fraud to operate, it was 
necessary to have in place a 
sham shipping agent which 
would hold out as its duly toe 
performance of certain func¬ 
tions: for Nissan UK so that . 
inflated payments could be 
justified." He said the freight 
invoices were inflated by as 
much as 60 per cent. 1

A LESBIAN couple won a toree-year 
struggle to become foster parente wfoen 
a decSion to bar them b«auseof there 
sexuality was overturned yesterday. 

The couple, one a businesswoman 
and toe other a former nurse and the 

mother of two children, were the first to 

be rejected as foster parents soldy 
because they were lesbians. Social 
services staff at Hampshire County 
Council had supported the wornis 
application, which was made m 1990. 
after a series of interviews and checks. 
However, at meetings earlier this 


year, councillors refused to give toe 
women, both in their thirties, final 
approval A leaked memo from the 
council’s social services committee 
said: “It is pot in the interest of children 
bemg kmked after the county council 
to be placed in toe care of a lesbian 
couple." But cntmdflors supported the 
women’s appeal yesterday and over¬ 
turned the earlier ban. 

The women, who asked not to be 
identified answered an advertisement 
to become foster parents in 1990. The 
national demand for foster places has 
Increased as children’s homes have 
dosed and foster agencies have encour¬ 


aged single people and homosexual 
couples to apply. The women had 
vowed to go to toe High Court unless 
toe council changed its mind. 

“We are overjoyed and are happy 
that at last we can help children who 
are in need.” one said. “We could never 
believe that we were turned down 
because of our sexuality. We have been 
treated very badly, but what is impor¬ 
tant is that we now put that behind us. 
and get on with helping children-” 

The National Foster Care Associ¬ 
ation said there was little research on 
drikfren brought np by lesbian couples 
and no evidence that it harmed them.

TEACHERS are being 
warned not to shout repeated- 
ly at misbehaving children for 
of falling foul of the law. 

New guidelines issued by 
the Association, of Teachers 
and Lecturers say the constant 
rebuking of pupils who dis¬ 
rupt lessons leaves teachers 
vulnerable to charges of emo- 
bonalabuse under the Child¬ 
ren Act 

TJe advice, expected to form 

the basis of guidance endorsed ' 

by all six teaching unions, 
follows mounting concern ax 
the increase in false and 
malicious accusations of child 
abuse brought by pupils under 
tbe new law. The act. intro¬ 
duced 20 months ago. was 
primarily designed to protect 
individual children in “at risk" 
families and pupils in residen¬ 
tial and special schools. 

_ But the number of allega¬ 
tions from pupils in ordinary 
schools has risen sharply with¬ 
out any increase in teacher 
convictions. Complaints have 
arisen from such common¬ 
place incidents as a teacher 
sending a child out of a dass 
or physically separating fight-

ing pupils. Teaching unions 
are worried because once an 
accusation is made it must be 
investigated by the school, 
with teachers often suspended 
pending official enquiries by 
police and social services.

"Teachers should, however, be 
aware that constant shouting

Cult-watchers fight 
among themselves 
as recruiters thrive

THE past 25 years have seen 
tremendous growth in the 
number of new religious 
movements and cults active in 
Britain. There are now about 
1,400, according Ja Inform, 
the government-hacked moni¬ 
toring agency which is itself at 
the centre of a dispute. 

The groups range from the 
massive Church of Scientology 
to Chris and Emma, a pair of 
New Age Devon gurus be¬ 
lieved by their followers to be 
Enlightened Masters. 

The difficulty is in distin¬ 
guishing the oppressive and 
ultimately destructive cults 
from the benign, or merefy 
dotty. Cult watchers in Britain 
estimate that about 500 
groups fit the description of a 
cull 

American cults seeking con¬ 
verts in Britain are tegular 
visitors. Ursula Mackenzie, 
spokeswoman for Families, 
Action, information, Rescue, 
a support group for families 
who have members involved 
in cults, said it was very 
common for American cult 
members to trawl parts of 
Britain looking for converts. 
One of the most recent visits 
was from Eternal Flame, an 
Arizona-based sea which pro¬ 
claims that its members will 
live for ever. 

Mrs Mackenzie said: 
“Three of their leaders have 
been here twice in the last 
couple of years. We received 
calls from people concerned 
about relatives selling up 
homes to go and five in 
Arizona." 

After more than two de¬ 
cades of scandals surrounding 
the proselytising by such cults 
there are signs of change. 
Many of the major groups are 
softening their image, chang¬ 
ing their names and moving 
ever further into business. 

Whether this is a genuine 
shift in attitudes or a tactical 
move is the subject of fierce 
debate among people who

monitor their progress and is. 
at the heart of a big dispute 
among the cult watchers in 
Britain. There has been a 
running battle for some years 
between the all-party cults 
group of MFs and Inform. 

Inform, or Information 
Network Focus on Religious 
Movements, is a registered 
■charity which has received 
nearly £250,000 from the 
government and is backed by 
a wide group of churchmen 
and academics. Its chairman, 
Professor Eileen Barker of the 
London School of Economics, 
has admitted taking research 
trips paid for by the Unifica¬ 
tion Church but has always 
maintained that this was be¬ 
fore she became chairwoman 
and that they were essential 
for research. Alan Meale. Lab¬ 
our MP for Mansfield and 
joint secretary for the cults

group, said yesterday that he 
would be calling for her dis¬ 
missal in the Commons. He 
said: “I think she should be 
sacked. She consistently calls 
them new religious move¬ 
ments rather than cults and 
has taken a great number of 
trips which have been paid for 
by the Moonies. I think this is 
wrong for someone in her 
position.” 

Professor Barker said: “I’m 
not neutral, in the sense that if 
I find that the cults have been 
doing something criminal I 
go straight to the police. Mr 
Meale has got me completely 
wrong. It sounds as if I had a 
wonderful time, living in the 
lap of luxury. Actually, it was 
very hard work. That was my 
..way of having to find out what 
•was going on. It would have 
been irresponsible not to have 
gone." 

David Wilshire, the Conser¬ 
vative MP for Spelthome, is 
joint secretary with Mr Meale 
of the all-party group. He said: 
"You can't legislate against 
cults because you can’t define 
them. How do you differenti¬ 
ate between the Church of 
England and a cult? I don’t 
know. But you can supervise 
them by working within the 
existing law. If you offer a 
religious belief you are offer¬ 
ing a service. When the 
Roman Catholic Church 


sends leaflets through your 
door they are absolutely spot 
on mid you know what you are 
getting. But when many of 
these cults distribute literature, 
it is grossly misleading.” 

The following are some of 
the hundreds of cults in 
Britain: 

□ The Church of Scientology. 
Founded in 1050 by Lafayette 

Ronald Hubbard based on his 
book. Dianetics, the modem 
science of mental health. The 

group came to Britain in 195 2 
and bought a -4 2-acre estate in 
Sussex which became the 
. world headquarters until 
1968 when the government 
banned foreign Scientologists. 
The ban was lifted in 1980 
and it is believed UK member¬ 
ship is now about 100.000. 
Dianetics is a form of psycho¬ 
therapy that is hostile to main¬ 
stream psychiatry, drugs and 
ECT therapies. More than 
120 courses are available, 
costing between £200 and 
£4.000. 

□ Unification Chnrch 
(Moonies). Founded by Sun 
Myung Moon, a Korean, in 
1954. First UK and US cen¬ 
tres were established in the 
1960s and reached a peak in 
1978-9. Doctrine is contained 
in the “divine principle", a 
reinterpretation of the Bible 
with added elements of east¬ 
ern philosophy and numerol¬ 
ogy. Behaviour is strictly 
regulated: no smoking, drink¬ 
ing. alcohol or pre-marital sex. 
Mass marriage ceremonies 
unite former “brothers and 
sisters",the largest to date 
being the marriage of 6.516 
couples in Seoul in 1988. 

□ Central London Church of 
Christ An offshoot of the 
original Churches of Christ 
but now disowned fay them. 
Led by Kip McKean in the US 
and Fred Scott in Britain, the 
outwardly fundamentalist 
Christian sea tries to recruit 
mostly at universities, leading 
to sweral campus bans in 
Britain. Some members live 
normally but most are encour¬ 
aged to live in accommodation 
rented by the disciplinarian 
culL Contact with families is 
encouraged onfy when the 
family approves of the church. 

□ Star-Borne Unlimited. A 
New Age group from America 
that has just arrived in Britain. 
Based on astrology and led by 
a woman called Solaxa Antara | 
Ama-Raa, the group aims to i 
develop “multi-dimensional : 
awareness that enables follow- : 
ers to folly embody their starry i 
oveiselT. Twoday workshops , 
cost £80 and have been held m : 
London and Glastonbury. 

□ Chris & Emma. A New Age 
couple from Totnes, Devon, 
who refer to themselves as 
"enlightened masters" and 
claim about 25 followers.

SURVIVORS of the Waco 
siege will need counselling 
rafter than intensive depro¬ 
gramming. British «*xpe 
believe. The 1970s fashion for 
kidnapping cult members and 
subjecting them to long ses¬ 
sions of argument to break 
their faith” has fallen into 
disrepute, not least because it 
is illegal and expensive. 

The trend today is towards 
exit counselling, a fonn ot 
therapy similar to that given to 
ex-hostages. Dr Laurence 
Brown, a psychologist who is 
director of the Alister Hardy 
Research Centre at Oxford, 
said: “It is necessary for these 
people, who have been 
through a real crisis, to be 
dealt with sympathetically, 
rafter than in a hostile 

fashion. . „ 

“Hostility implies that they 
made a mistake initially in 
joining the cult, and that's not 
a vcrynelpfui attitude to take." 

Dr Elizabeth Tylden, a psy¬ 
chiatrist who has been coun¬ 
selling people leaving cult 
religions for the past 20 years, 
says members will have gone 
through the ultimate 
bereavement. 

“You are talking about 
people who have put their 
friendship networks, jobs, fi¬ 
nancial security and ail their 
interests in one basket — and 
lost the lot" she says. Former 
cult members who had under¬ 
gone similar experiences could 
give invaluable help, but re¬ 
covery was almost always a 
long-term process — and one 
which some people might 
never manage. 

Ursula Mackenzie, from the 
organisation Family Action 
Research and Rescue, opposes 
deprogramming because; she 
says, “it seems to offer the 
same black-and-white choice 
as the cult". In her experience, 
people converted in this way 
often begin to work against 
the cult with as much fervour 
as they once supported it 

“irs better to work slowly, to 
befriend the person, to get to 
know them, and to draw them 
ouT she says. Deprogram¬ 
ming. which almost always 
involved force, was absolutely 
the last resort 

Steven Hassan. a former 
Moonie and author of a book. 
Combating Cult Mind Con¬ 
trol, says ft at even if conven¬ 
tional deprogramming is - 
successful, tiie cult member's 
anger and resentment can 
take years to dissipate.

Relatives say FBI is partly to blame 
for siege’s bloody outcome

THE FBI should have known 
that the followers of David 
Koresb were likely to die in a 
mass murder or suicide if an 
assault was launched on the 
Waco compound, relatives of 
British victims and members 
of the Seventh Day Adventist 
Church in Britain said 
yesterday. 

Two sisters of one of the two 
British survivors, Derek Love¬ 
lock. from Manchester, flew to 
America yesterday to see him 
in hospital as angeT grew 
among relatives, many of 
whom blamed the FBI for the 
violent outcome. 

Samuel Henry, whose wife 
and five children died in the 
inferno, attacked the FBI for 
their handling of the 51-day 
stand-off. "I don’t think they 
did care about the folk in tfie 
compound any more. They 
got a bit bored, tired of the 
situation and wanted to end it 
in spite of the outcome." He 
said he was shocked that the 
authorities did not have any 
fire engines standing by. “The 
cult leader David Koresh had 
talked about fire and it was 
amazing the fire service took 
so long to get to the scene." 

Mr Henry. a Seventh Day 
Adventist from Manchester, 
said that all along he had 
feared Koresh would instigate 
mass suicide. “That is exactly 
what he chose to do and the 
FBI should have taken that 
possibility more seriously too. 1 
know the FBI did what they 
thought was for the best fait it 
turned our to be for the worst. 
Koresh said he would die in 
1993 but he didn't say he’d 
take all these people with 
him." 

He met Koresh during a 
visit to Waco in 1989. "As 
soon as I saw him I knew he 
was mi evil man. I could tell 
right away he was another Jim 
Jones, the religious leader who 
persuaded 900 of his followen 
to commit suicide." 

fitzroy Fagan. 63. of 
Carlton. Nottingham, who 
lost his wife and daughter, 
said the FBI was partly re¬ 
sponsible. “I am very bitter 
about iL The FBI made a 
cock-up from the beginning 
and then they went back in to 
do h again. It was obvious 


what was going to happen and 
yet there were no fire engines 
on rite." 

Mr Fagan’s son Livingston, 
32. who recruited the Notting¬ 
ham members to the cult, 
walked out of the Waoo com¬ 
pound unharmed several 
weeks ago after a disagree¬ 
ment with Koresh. He had 
gone to Texas last year with 
his wife Yvette, 30. and moth¬ 
er Adina. 61. both of whom 


are thought to have died. His 
children Renee, 6. and 
Nehara. 4. were released sev¬ 
eral weeks ago and are be¬ 
lieved to have returned to 
Britain. 

Nellie Morrison, 65. of 
Fallowfield. Manchester, 
whose daughter Rosemary 
and grandchild Melissa. 6, 
died, said: “I knew it would 
end in tragedy. I am only glad 
that the wicked man Koresh 
died too. 1 can’t understand 


why the FBI burst in the way 
they did. I was screaming in 
front of the television when 
pictures of the camp were 
shown." 

Ifhegenia Avraam, mother 
of Renos Avraam, 29, one of 
the two British survivors, said 
she was hoping to talk to him 
by telephone. Mrs Avraam, of 
north London, added: “My 
family did not sleep last night 
thinking about Renos. We 
saw all the trouble there and 
all the flames and we all 
started dying out for Renos." 

Winnie Lovelock, of 
Manchester, whose son Derek 
also survived the fire, said: “I 
am so thankful that Derek has 
escaped. I had a heart opera¬ 
tion six weeks ago and am not 
well enough to fly cut there to 
see him myself but Lorraine 
and Yvonne [his sisters] are 
going out and hopefully they 
will & able to see Derek later 
today. AH I know is that Derek 
has had a miraculous escape. L 
can’t wait for him to come 
home and for us all to be 
together again.”

Norman Shaw, an rider of 
the Seventh Day Adventists in 
Nottinghamshire, which lost 
at least six of its members to 
the Branch Davidian sect, said 
he was not surprised at the 
fire. “The FBI said they were 
not expecting anything like 
that but I'm afraid I was. 
They didn’t understand the 
motives for going out to this 
place. They were talking in 
terms of Armageddon. They 
thought they were the only 
ones being true to God." 

Steve Palmer, a pastor with 
the Seventh Day Adventists in 
Nottingham who met Koresh 
in 1989 in Berkshire when the 
cult leader was visiting Brit¬ 
ain, said: “Even then I could 
tell that the man was demonic. 

1 could tell by the look In his 
eyes and by his mannerisms. 
He was a mind manipulator 
who took advantage of vulner¬ 
able people who were seeking 
for some sort of truth." 

Many of the Britons who 
died at Waco had connections 
with the Seventh Day Advent¬ 
ist Church. At the church's i 
British headquarters in Wat¬ 
ford. Paul Tompkins said local 
pastors would be offering 
counselling to relatives of 
whose who died at Waco, 
although the church had no 
connection with the Branch 
Davidians. He said: "Our 
people have been with them 
since the start of the siege. We 
can only care for them, for 
anyone who has relatives 
caught up in this terrible 
tragedy. I cant comment on 
the FBI's actions as we don’t 
know exactly what happened." 

He added: “If people want 
to follow these people there’s 
nothing you can do. The 
chun* put out warnings con¬ 
cerning this group, informing 
the membership and their 
pastors that these people were 
recruiting from our church." 

Paul Horslen, the brother- 
in-law of Winston Blake, a 
Nottingham factory worker 
who was shot when the siege 
began, rejected suggestions 
that it had ended in mass 
suiade. He said: “It was mass 
murder by Koresh. Those 
people were held there against 
their wUJs by his manipul- 


briefing of families to work as 
a team, with ex-members of 
the cult, to try to shake the 
certainty with which most cult 
members ding to their beliefs. 

Cults are a psychological 
trap, he says, so it is first 
necessary to convince the 
member that he is in a trap. 
“Second, I show him that he jj 
didn’t originally choose to * 
enter a trap. Third. I point out 
that other people in other 
groups are in similar traps. 

“Fourth, I tell him that it is 
possible to get out of the trap. 
While these four points might 
seem very obvious to people 
outside a cult they are not at 
all immediately apparent to 
anyone under mind control." 

Dr James Thompson, a 
psychologist from the Middle¬ 
sex Hospital, agrees that 
deprogramming is inappro¬ 
priate. “Anyone can believe 
whatever the/ want, and we 
must respect that righL Some 
may seek psychological help, 
but others wflJ not," he says. 
Past events suggest that the. 
faith of people inside the# 


compound during the siege 
might even be strengthened 
by the experience. “ My predic¬ 
tion is that they may want to 
become evangelical about the 
cult and will be seeking re¬ 
cruits for it 

“One way of dealing with an 
apparently senseless event is 
by giving it a special explana¬ 
tion that involves belief, and 
seeking converts to that belief. 
The biggest example of that is 
- Christianity." 

□ The success of the 198S 
reauitmeni drive by Waco’s v 
self-styled messiah shocked 
the pastors of the Seven* Day 
Adventists, who have pre¬ 
ferred to explain away 
Koresh's success in attracting 
their members by pointing to 
his “Rasputin-like" qualities 
(Jamie Dettmer writes). Dr 
Hugh Dunton. a lecturer ar 
the church's college in Berk¬ 
shire, said that Koresh bom¬ 
barded (he students he talked 
to with 17 hours of speeches, 
“mentally zapped" them and 
prepared them to “take what 
he said at face value”. 

The Seventh Day Adventists 
are just one of many funda¬ 
mentalist groups which offer 
certainty to those who wish to 
escape the doubts and com¬ 
promise inherent in main¬ 
stream Christianity. 

Hollywood 
sells tale 
of slaughter 
to Britain

THE story of the Waoo siege is 
already being turned into a 
television film, starring the 
American actor Timothy Daly 
as David Koresh. 

With the calculating fore¬ 
sight that now characterises 
the American film industry, 
the producers Kenneth Kauf¬ 
man and Tom Patched started 
the screenplay several weeks 
ago and have already begun 
production of Ambush in 
Waco, a 95-minute film with a 
budget of $3.4 million (£2.2 
million). 

Billed as "a fascinating tale 
of power and manipulation". • 
the film will be shown on thejjP 
NBC television network in 
America on May 24 and it has 
already been sold to the UK. 
although its distributor. World 
International Network (WIN). 


will nor say which British 
company has bought iL An¬ 
drew Richter, head of develop¬ 
ment and acquisitions at 
WIN. said the film was part of 
a series of television films 
made under the title In the 
Line of Duty, which concen¬ 
trates on police who had been 
killed. He said: "Ambush in 
Waco is the story of two groups 
of people, the federal officials d 
who first initiated contact with ■ 
the cult and David Koresh 
and his followers.” 

The film went on sale at the 
MIP television programme 
market in Cannes. France, 
this week and h attracted 
interesi from television sta¬ 
tions around the world. 

Daly, who starred in the 
film Vrtngs. portrays Koresh 
as obsessed by sex and power. 
The script tells the story of his 
life, from a religious upbring¬ 
ing in Texas, through a failed 
career as a guitarist in Califor¬ 
nia. to his return to Texas as a 
messianic leader. The tragic 
ending to the siege has yet to 
be written for the film.

Dawn telephone call started countdown to apocalypse

FOR the cult members holed 
up in their fortified com¬ 
pound. Monday must have 
started as just another day in 
the seven-week confrontation. 
It had gone on so long that for 
both besieged and besiegers 
the stand-on had developed its 
own peculiar rhythm. 

The authorities had not 
blasted the compound with 
music and searchlights, as 
they had on previous nights, 
but the culrisfc probably had 
no inkling of the FBJ‘s inten¬ 
tions. When the telephone call 
came at 5.50am. by die spar¬ 
tan regime of the cult, most 
members would already have 
been awake praying, reading 
the Bible or listening to a 
sermon by their messiah.

David Koresh- Some might 
have been up all night watch¬ 
ing the agents, from the com¬ 
pound tower for any signs of 
an assault They might have 
noticed the armoured vehicles 
in the fields. 

Steve Schneider. Koresh's 
second-in-command and a 
key figure during the negodar 
tions. picked up the telephone: 
the message from the FBI was 
curt, according to a local 
television station, and told die 
cult members to surrender 
immediately or gas would be 
introduced to the compound. 

Furious, Schneider slam¬ 
med the receiver down and 
hurled the telephone out of the 
window, breaking die wire. 
Later, die cult members indi¬ 


cated that they wanted to re¬ 
establish a telephone link, and 
permission was given to them 
to attempt to reconnect the 
line, but without success. By 
then the assault on the com¬ 
pound was underway. 

At about 6am, members of 
the watching media were 
warned to take cover as tanks 
approached the building. 
Minutes later, an armoured 
vehicle with a gas-propelling 
boom smashed through the 
front of the building, leaving a 
gash some 10 feet square, and 
CS gas began spreading. 

Presumably wearing gas 
masks, the cult members sent 
. volleys of gunfire crashing into 
the vehide. apparently without 
injuring the agents inside. 


Two hours later the vehicle 
returned, punching a second 
hole into the first floor of the 
while another tank 
the rear. In afi. the 
compound was struck 10 or 
11 times by the tanks. More 
gas was introduced with every 
assault 

At 10.30am. Bob Ricks, an 
FBI agent gave a news confer¬ 
ence at which he announced 
that the assault on the com¬ 
pound would continue afl day, 
until tire adults’ gas masks 
were no longer effective or the 
group surrendered. Perhaps 
Koresh. who was known to 
listen to the live radio broad¬ 
cast of the FBI’s daily press 
conference, heard that an¬ 
nouncement and chose mar¬ 
tyrdom and mass murder. 

The FBI has said it believes 
many, perhaps most, of the 


cull members took refuge 
from the gas in a concrete- 
lined room on the south side of 
the building. According to 
survivore, Koresh had prom¬ 
ised that the children would be 
put in a protected spot — a bus 
settled in concrete on the west 
side of the complex. Koresh 
failed to fulfil this promise. 
The children were apparently 
herded to an upstairs room 
where they later died. The 
promise to pro tea them was. 
the FBI said afterwards. 
Koresh's “final lie.” 

Shortly after midday the 
tanks returned, battering 
another large hole in the side 
of the compound. Five min¬ 
utes later two. possibly three, 
people were seen lighting fires 
in various pans of the com¬ 
pound using lantern fuel, 
according to survivors. Within 


minutes, flames began to lick 
up the compound walls and 
smoke poured from windows. 

The FBI says that just before 
the fire took hold, gunfire was 
heard from within the build¬ 
ing. possibly indicating sup¬ 
pression of a last-minute revolt 
by some of Koresh's followers. 
One body found In the ashes 
reportedly has a bullet hole 
through the head. 

Just nine of die occupants 
amoved, some unwfflmgly. 
One man dim bed onto the 
roof but indicated to aiding 
helicopters that he did nor 
want to be rescued; another 
waited on a burning section of 
root even when the tanks 
approached to offer him an 
escape. He finally fefl from the 
roof, burning; the flames were 
put out by agents.

Dee Dee Myers, the White 
House spokeswoman, said 
that Mr Clinton stood behind 
Miss Reno “100 per cent”. 

Mr Clinton was “briefed 
about the decision, he okayed 
it, and he accepts foil responsi¬ 
bility for it”, said Ms Myers, 
adding that the White House 
had ordered a fuQ investiga¬ 
tion on the disaster. The 
president had telephoned 
Miss Reno on Monday night 
and told her “You should 
sleep well. You did a good job 
today." 

President Clinton completes. 
100 days in office a week 
tomorrow, and America’s 
commentators and columnists 
win deliver their customary 
verdicts on the new president's 
performance. He badly needs 
positive reviews to enhance his 
dout in Congress,, but the 
Waco fiasco wiB most' proba¬ 
bly ensure the opposite. 

The president cannot be 
held personally responsible for 
the cult’s mass suicide. And 
with the exception of the New 
York Times which con¬ 
demned the FBI's tear-gas 
attack as “ill-conceived and 
unwarranted", the US media 
and congressmen were re¬ 
markably restrained in their 
criticism of the agency’s tac¬ 
tics. But the tragedy is never¬ 
theless likely to damage Mr 
Clinton in two ways, first, it 
associates his young adminis¬ 
tration with failure and poor 
judgement Second, the man 
once labelled “Slide Willie" is 
in danger of being seen as 
frying to pass the buck 
As The Wall Street Journal 
retailed yesterday. President 
Reagan's victory over the air 
traffic controllers’ union at the 
outset of his presidency gave 
his administration a priceless 
aura of invincibility. By con¬ 
trast, Mr Clinton’s first 100 
days will likely be remem¬ 
bered primarily for the row 
over gays in the military, 
anguished indecision over 
Bosnia and now t he W aco 
debade. Recovering from that 
son of image is hard.

attempts to distance Mr Clin¬ 
ton from what had happened 
were widely commented on 
yesterday despite later at¬ 
tempts to reverse that 
impression. 

While Miss Reno was out 
taking the flak on Monday, 
Mr Clinton stayed mostly 
behind dosed doors. “Talk to 
the attorney-general or the 
FBI. 1 knew it was going to be 
done, but the derision was 
entirely theirs,” the president 
told reporters as the drama’s 
finale was stfll unfolding. 
George Stephanopoolos, the 
White House spokesman, lat¬ 
er commented: “Certainly he 
is responsible, but ins Hie 
attorney-general and foe FBI 
that have' operational control 



over this.” On Monday night 
Mr Clinton issued a statement 
saying: “I told the attomey- 
general to do what she was 
right, and I stand by that 
decision.” 

The fate of William Ses¬ 
sions, the FBI director, is less 
certain. A Republican appoin¬ 
tee under investigation for 
ethical violations, Mr Sessions 
was already in trouble. It is 
conceivable that Mr Clinton 
will deride that he cannot risk 
making Mr Sessions appear a 
scapegoat by firing him, but 
the more probable scenario is 
that Monday sealed his Cate. 

Various congressional com¬ 
mittees haw announced en¬ 
quiries into the Waco siege 
expected to focus primarily on 
why the administration derid¬ 
ed to take such drastic action 
when it knew ft was dealing 
with fanatics. 

“If we just ran out of 
patience. I think that was just 
a mistake.” said Henry Hyde, 
a Republican member of the 
House judiciary committee. 
“One has to question whether 
the deaths of federal agents 
during the initial raid and 
those who may have died 
today xould have been avoid¬ 
ed,” said Orrin Hatch, a 
Republican member of die 
Senate judiciary committee. 


In numerous media appear¬ 
ances Miss Reno said the 
derision to mount the attack 
on the Brandi Davidians* 
compound was taken because 
die FBI hostage rescue team 
was exhausted and there were 
no replacements, because of 
reports that the children inside 
tbe compound were bring 
abused, because of the deterio¬ 
rating sanitary conditions and 
because all rise appeared to 
have foiled. 

“Obviously if I thought the 
chances were great of a mass 
suicide I would never have 
approved the plan." she said. 
“Everything that we were told, 
every indication of the reac¬ 
tions to the pressure up to that 
point, was that that would not 
occur." 

However. Dick De Guerin, 
lawyer for David Koresh, 
blamed the FBI for the deaths 
of his droit and more than 80 
foQowss. “I thought we had 
an agreement that we were 
going to waft this out and that 
they woe going to come out 
peacefully," he said. 

“I don’t understand why we 
couldn't have waited and let 
this thing play itself out peace¬ 
fully instead of provoking the* 
actions of yesterday. It was a 
bad derision. ” 

Most Americans were in a 
state of shock yesterday^ Some 
family members of culrists 
who died in the fire accused 
the FBI of deliberately starting 
the inferno, - and Koresh’s 
mother, Bonnie Haldeman. 
insisted: “There woe law- 
abiding. God-fearing people 
in there. They didn’t hurt 
anybody. It’s ridiculous.” 

Patricia Ryan, the daughter 
of the US congressman who 
was killed in Jonestown, Guy¬ 
ana. just before the mass 
suicide there in 1978, said die 
bad experienced “an incredi¬ 
ble sense of d6j& vu” as she 
watched the cult compound 
burn to the ground on live 
television. And for die resi¬ 
dents of Waco, the long, 
drawn-out trauma of the siege 
has beat replaced with deep 
Christian sadness.

first puffe of smoke, most of 
the compound was in flames. 
Explosions, presumed to be of 
ammunition, sent bails of 
flame into the black sky. 

Throughout the grim self- 
destruction, the Davidians ap¬ 
peared to maintain, for the 
most part, the extraordinary 
discipline bom of fanaticism 
and the hero worship they 
have shown throughout the 
encounter. There was no pan¬ 
ic, it seems, as the group met 
its horrible end. 

The last moments of the 
doomed cult will always be a 
matter of speculation, bui they 
are only too easy to imagine 
huddled together, praying 
and listening to Koresh pro- 
daiming, in his high, ranting 
voice, that the long-promised 
armageddon and eternal life 
were at hand.

IN NEW YORK 

WITH an estimated 2.500 
cults across America, it is 
probably only a matter of time 
before there is a repeat of the 
apocalypse at Waco. 

Experts say that as many as 
900 cults believe in Armaged¬ 
don or the Day of Judgment 
and they fear an upsurge of 
violence as the mfllenium 
approaches. Already, there 
has been a wave of individual 
attacks by fanatics obsessed 
with the end of the world. 

Last year, a man fascinated 
with the Book of Revelation 
hijacked a bus in Arizona and 
led police on a high-speed 
chase back to his home in 
California before being shot 
dead. A few months later, a 
California survivalist who be¬ 
lieved in a Satanic conspiracy 
was arrested for mastermind¬ 
ing bank robberies to finance 
the bunker he was building in 
anticipation of Armageddon.

Why the buck stops with Janet Reno

IN 15 years as Miami's chief 
prosecutor, Janet Reno dealt 
with race riots, drag cartels, 
tidal waves of immigrants, 
political corruption and 
police brutality, but nothing 
that compared with tbe 51- 
day siege of the Brandi 
Davkfian’s Waco compound 
that ended in horror on 
Monday. 

The tragic consequences of 
the FBI’s tear-gas attack, 
winch Miss Reno ordered 
after hardy five weeks in 
office ensured tbe worst pos¬ 
sible start to her time as 
America's first female attor¬ 
ney-general, and in succes¬ 
sive appearances before the 
press and on television on

Monday night this physicalfy- 
im posing lady of 6 ft 2 in 
looked shaken and grim. It 
was. she said, “one of the 
toughest and certainly one of 
the most painful and sad¬ 
dest” days of her career.

She was raised in a spartan 
house on the edge of Florida’s 
Everglades by a father who 
was a crime reporter for the 
Miami Herald and a hard- 
drinking, coarse-tongued 
mother who wrestled alliga¬ 
tors and kept snakes as pets.

Ministers back away 
from a showdown

THE government removed 
the prospect of an early defeat 
on the Maastricht bill last 
night by accepting a fresh 
amendment on the social 
chapter. The decision to avoid 
a showdown on amendment 
74 means that even after the 
treaty legislation becomes law 
the government will have to 
stage a debate and vote on the 
social chapter. 

Even though defeat at that 
stage would prevent Britain 
from ratifying the treaty, se¬ 
nior ministers last night dis¬ 
missed the possibility, saying 
that there was a majority in the 
Commons against the social 
chapter that would eventually 
show itself. George Robertson. 
Labour’s foreign affairs 
spokesman, accused the gov¬ 
ernment of surrender. 

The move came as the 
Commons prepared for to¬ 
days rare vote of censure 
against the deputy Speaker. 
Michael Morris, and for the 
following debate on a proposal 
for a referendum on Maas¬ 
tricht M r Morris is under fire 
for his refusal to allow a vote 
on the original social chapter 
amendment 27. He is certain 
to be supported by a big 
majority, but the debate about 
his conduct of proceedings will 
delay the referendum 
discussion. 


There was strong support 
for Mr Morris yesterday and 
appeals to Tony Benn, who 
tabled the motion, to with¬ 
draw it Tom King, the former 
cabinet minister, said the mo¬ 
tion was highly unfair to Mr 
Morris. He had been put in an 
impossible position and had 
conducted his task with great 
good humour and tolerance. 

Tony Newton, the Com¬ 
mons Leader, called on all 
MPs to show support for the 
authority of the chair. 

Dennis Skinner, the Labour 
MP for Bolsvoer, said Mr 
Morris had “made a rod for 
his own bade". 

It was uncertain last night 
when the vote on the referen¬ 
dum would take place. If the 
liberal Democrats support 
any attempt to keep the House 
sitting beyond 10pm tonight 
the crucial division could come 
in the early morning. It is 
more likely that the vote will be 
carried forward to tomorrow.

Earlier, Mis Taylor had 
ducked the issue of whether 
she supported the boycott 
while making it dear that she

Mrs Taylor said that while 
she supported the principle of 
testing to identity and remedy 
the weaknesses of individual 
pupils, she could not endorse 
the over-bureaucratic, com¬ 
pter and ill-prepared regime 
that MrPatten was foisting on 
schools.

County profile: Bedfordshire 


Unhappy alliances leave deep scars

BEDFORDSHIRE is the sort 
of home county that must 
return to the Tory fold if the 
May 6 elections are to be 
considered a success in Cen¬ 
tral Office. The county's five 
Westminster MPs and two 
Euro MPs are all true blue 
and it adjoins the John Ma¬ 
jor's Huntingdon heartland. 

Conservative councillors 
hare been unable to com¬ 
mand an overall majority at 
county hall for more than a 
decade, aO owing Liberal 
Democrat assisted Labour 
councils to tun Bedfordshire 
throughout most of the 1980s. 

The tables were turned a 
year and a half ago when splits 
in the parties' ranks allowed 
the Conservatives to dominate 
the council with, amazingly, 
the help of a hard left Labour 
breakaway group. Grateful 
Tory councUJore were pre¬ 
pared to accept a helping 
hand from whatever quarter it 
came, and the alliance has left 
the opposition dividing amoe¬ 
ba-like in the wilderness. 
Bitter differences of opinion 
within both parries over 
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whether they should form a 
formal pact was the main 
reason behind the splintering 
of the autumn of 1991. 

Of the 73 seats on the 
council 35 are held by the 
Conservatives. 25 by Labour, 
three by the breakaway Lab¬ 
our group, seven by the official 
liberal Democrats and three 
by independent Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats. Since the splits, the 
Conservatives, led by Phillip 
Hendry, have been able to win 
the chairs of the major council 
committees and push through 
their budget proposals. 

The scars are so deep that 
official and rebel Liberal 
Democrat councillors are still 
scarcely’ on speaking terms 
even though they vote together 
on almost every issue. 

On the Labour side the 
vitriol is if anything stronger. 


with rebel Labour councillors 
resorting to tape recordings of 
Labour group meetings to 
provide public evidence of 
alleged clandestine deals. 

On substantial policy issues 
the gaps narrow dramatically. 
All three official groups 
pitched their proposed bud¬ 
gets at exactly the same level, 
£349.3 million, the size of the 
standard spending assess¬ 
ment set for Bedfordshire by 
the Department of the Envi¬ 
ronment Differences in the 
budget packages do exist 
Labour lays more emphasis on 
tackling unemployment now 
almost 15. per cent in some 
parts of Luton, and social 
services at the expense, accord¬ 
ing to the Tories of education 
and law and order. 

Another difference is Lab¬ 
our opposition to Conservative 
proposals for a 25 per cent 
increase in school meal 
charges and a £6 flat charge 
on home help. Labour is also 
sceptical of some of the prom¬ 
ises in the Tory manifesto 
which, according to councillor 
John Tizard, “could well evap¬ 
orate in the way snow evapo¬ 
rates in June". 


Fear of juvenile crime has 
been fanned by emotive stories 
in the local press. The Tories 
deny that the problem is any 
worse than elsewhere in the 
country, while scoring political 
points off Labour for not 
supporting the funding of an 
extra 11 police constables. The 
most important law and order 
issue is the future of the 
Bedfordshire police force, 
which is seen as being at risk 
of amalgamation with neigh¬ 
bouring constabularies. 

All three main parties claim 
they have reasons to be hope¬ 
ful for May 6. Labour says that 
outright control is “within our 
grasp'’. For the liberal Demo¬ 
crats. an improvement from 
their official tally of seven to 
the low teens of seats is 
targeted, while for the Conser¬ 
vative group anything other 
than outright control would be 
a disappointment With the 
exception of a four-year period 
of Tory control in the late 
1970s. the Bedfordshire coun¬ 
cil has been hung for a 
generation. The odds must be 
that May 6 will bring no 
change to that basic political 
fact of life.

have got over “the excitement 
of having flags raised over 
some ruins, what is it all 
about? If they are calculators 
as opposed to fanatics, it 
should be dear that if what 
they want is a sort of a settled, 
stable Serbia, then they are 
setting about it the wrong 
way”. But does a nationalist's 


mind work on profit and loss 
accounts? 

He acknowledges that there 
were exaggerated expecta¬ 
tions at the start of the crisis. 
The Americans “thought we 
would be able to sort it out 
The EC has never been a 
military organisation, and 
isn't now. Some of those who 


have blasted it most loudly for 
its feebleness over Yugoslavia 
would have been the first to 
criticise it for going wen 
beyond anything in the 
Maastricht treaty if it started 
parading up and down as a 
military organisation. 

“What it did do was what it 
is capable of doing, which is 


to prevent individual coun¬ 
tries starring to back individ¬ 
ual hones in Yugoslavia, it 
would have been disastrous if 
we had not prevented iL What 
we have also created, by 
working through the EC, was 
the framework for a political 
settlement which will one day 
come, it won't come tomor¬ 
row but one day it will come. 

“It's never been a question 
of the EC going to war- It 
hasn't acquired a common 
foreign and security policy of 
a kind which is likely to be 
effective in dealing with prob¬ 
lems outside its borders. But 
it's done the negative tiling of 
preventing everybody going 
off and doing things in rivalry 
and competition with each 
other." 

For Mr Hurd, the main 
lesson is appreciating the 
importance of “effectively 
working together, of being 
ready to move earlier” This 
does not mean moving to¬ 
wards majority voting within 
the EC on foreign policy. He 
believes trying to outvote 
Greece on the Macedonia 
question would have pro¬ 
duced “chaos and hostility in 
Greece without great benefit 
to Macedonia”. What he en¬ 
visages is a more effective 
common foreign and security 
polity. The key. however, is 
being prepared to act sooner. 
“You nave to be able to do 
things and intervene and 
maybe impose sanctions and 
use all the peaceful means at 
an earlier stage when they 
might be effective. This in¬ 
volves brushing aside what 
used to be the absolutely basic 
argument that these are inter¬ 
nal matters, nothing to do 
with us. if we want to avoid 
choice about military action, 
then we have to be more active 
earlier, that is the way the 
world is going.” But perhaps 
that is too late for Bosnia. 


British corporal shot 
by mistake in Bosnia 
barracks accident

A LANCE corporal ' at the 
British mititary base at Vitez in 
central Bosnia was shot and 
seriously wounded yesterday 
in an a ccident A British 
helicopter was also shot at but 
landed safely. 

As the fighting in the Vitez 
area continued, Malcolm 
Rifldnd, the defence secretary, 
told the Commons that the 
government did not intend to 
strengthen its military contin¬ 
gent in Bosnia. “The size and 
composition of the British 
contribution to the United 
Nations deployments to the 
former Yugoslavia is kept 
under constant review." he 
said. 

However, Mr Rifldnd said 
he was satisfied that the 
2.300-member contingent 
now serving in Bosnia, with 
about 200 in Zagreb. Croatia, 
was “of the right size and 
properly equipped for the im¬ 
portant humanitarian tasks 
assigned to it". He said the 
future of the field ambulance 
unit in Zagreb was under 
discussion because it was not 
being fully utilised. 

The lance corporal who was 
injured was shot by mistake by 
a fellow soldier who was 
cleaning his 9mm Browning 
pistol. A 9mm bullet entered 
his shoulder and came out 
through his neck. 

The soldier, from the Royal 
Regiment of Wales was given 
emergency treatment by the 
mobile surgical team based at 
the Vitez camp and Down fry 
French Puma helicopter to 
Split in Croatia, where he was 
put on a plane for a hospital in 
Britain. A military spokesman 


in Splitsaid Iakmj 
seriously ill but '" 
conscious. 

The helicopter, one of four 
Royal Navy Sea Kings based 
in the former Yugoslavia, was 
hit by a bullet as fighting 
flared between Croats and 
Muslims in Vitez. The Sea 
King crew was unaware of the 
shot until it checked the heli¬ 
copter after landing at tire 
British logistics barracks in 
Split 

Lieutenant Commander 
George Wallace. 37. com¬ 
manding officer of 845 
Squadron, discovered that the 
bullet had passed through foe 
tall section within an inch of 
the tail rotor drive shaft. “If it 
had connected the conse¬ 
quences could have been very 
serious indeed.” a military 
spokesman said. 

The Sea King is one of two 
Royal Navy helicopters which 
have been ferrying the sick' 
and the wounded out of the 
besieged east Bosnian town of 
Srebrenica. At one point yes¬ 
terday the helicopter had to 
land some injured Canadian 
troops at Visoko and was 
forced to fly below a firefight 
between Croats and Muslims 
across a valley. The Sea King' 
alsn called at the UN head¬ 
quarters at Kiseljak. where 
sporadic fighting with mortars 
and small arms has erupted. 

Bands of fighters were 
roaming through the area 
around Vitez, setting houses 
on fire and expell ing civilians. 
British officers reported. Gen¬ 
eral Philippe Moriflon, the 
UN commander in Bosnia, 
arrived in Vitez yesterday to uy 


.to forge a ceasefire between 
the two sides.' " 

Mudinvcontrolled Bosnian 
radio claimed that Croat 
forces had massacred Muslim 
intellectuals and children in 
Vitez. Civilians who had fled 
from the village of Ahmid, 
interviewed on Bosnian tele¬ 
vision, said they had seen 
Croat soldiers shooting at 
those fleeing. 

Bosnian radio also claimed 
that three rockets hit a school 
building in Jablanica shelter¬ 
ing about 2,000 refugees. 
Another report said Croats 
had set fire to the village of 
Garice near Vitez. British 
troops in Warrior armoured 
vehicles and armoured ambu¬ 
lances patrolled the streets in 
an attempt to calm the situa¬ 
tion and tend the injured. 

Several villages were shelled 
and civilians and foreigner 
detained. The foreigners kid¬ 
napped included the drivers of 
stranded relief convoys, ac¬ 
cording to Sarajevo radio. 

Barry Frewer, the UN Pro¬ 
tection Force spokesman, 
described the fighting as vi¬ 
cious. A Bosnian army spokes¬ 
man reported that Croat 
gunners had shelled the south¬ 
ern dty of Mostar with 
120mm guns. But Croatian 
forces denied the charge. 

Mostar, which has a Mus¬ 
lim majority population, was 
heavily damaged try Bosnian 
Serb shelling earlier in the 
war.

BEAD Bekric, the Minded boy 
evacutaed from Bosnia on the 
initiative of Bianca Jagger 
and the US charity Ameri-

doctor said there was no real 
hope of saving the boy’s sight 

Dr Frank Koole. an eye 
surgeon at the Vrij University 
Hospital Amsterdam, said 
the boy's left eye had been 
tom out by a Serb mortar 
shell and that very little 
remained of the right eye. The 
wounds had also been infect¬ 
ed, which would delay any 
operation. The 14-year-old 
patient had not suffered any 
neurological damage and was 
in reasonably good health 
considering he had not been 
treated since suffering the 
injuries 11 days ago in 
Srebrenica. 

Dr Koole said his hospital 
had been asked only to re¬ 
dress the'wounds and provide 
accommodation for the boy 
and his family while they were 
in Amsterdam. 


Belgrade Serbs shrug off vote by 
UN to impose tighter sanctions

WHILE Russia grows ever 
more anxious about the West’s 
hardsiing attitude towards 
the rump Yugoslavia, Serbs in 
Belgrade regard United Na¬ 
tions sanctions with such dis¬ 
dain the curbs are known as 
SwisS cheese — because they 
are riddled with so many 
holes. 

Moscow has voiced fresh 
unease at toe UN vote for 
tighter sanctions and pro¬ 
posed a security council meet¬ 
ing in the war zone. The 
foreign minister, Andrei 
Kozyrev, suggested talks be¬ 
tween security council foreign 
ministers in the Bosnian capi¬ 
tal, Sarajevo, or the besieged 
town of Srebrenica. Russia has 
already demonstrated its lack 
of enthusiasm for tighter sanc¬ 
tions by abstaining from Sat¬ 
urday's vote, together with 
China. 

The proposal for the security 
council battle zone meeting 
came as President Yeltsin's 
Balkan envoy. Vitali Churkin, 
criticised the vote for tougher 
sanctions as “hasty”, adding: 
“Everybody's hand has been 
weakened by the vote in the 
security coundL” The sanc¬ 
tions will take effect on April 
26, after toe Russian referen¬ 
dum on President Yeltsin’s 
economic reforms, unless Bos¬ 
nia's Serbs sign the Vance- 
Owen peace plan. 

The sanctions are the most 
severe ever imposed by toe 
United Nations. The embargo 
passed last May banned toe 
import or export of any goods 
and commodities except food 
and medicine; cut air links: 
suspended sporting and cul¬ 
tural ties: and froze Yugosla¬ 
via's foreign assets. 

About 90 per cent of the 
goods supposed to be shipped 
across Serbia to Macedonia 


ended up in Serbia in viola¬ 
tion of the embargo. Ail the 
signs are that the oil embargo 
and trade sanctions imposed 
on Serbia and Montenegro 
almost a year ago have had 
limited effects, especially on 
Serbs with hard currency to 
spend. 

The latest resolution im¬ 
poses a virtual ban on toe 
trans-shipment of goods 
across Yugoslavia or Serb-held 
parts of Bosnia and Croatia. 
The onty exceptions will be 
shipments approved on a case- 
ttycase basis by toe United 
Nations sanctions committee, 
a provision intended to help 
Macedonia which is already 
blockaded from one side by 
Greece. 

While long queues for petrol 
plague motorists in Macedo¬ 
nia, there is no waiting time 


for their counterparts in Bel¬ 
grade. In Serbia, the blade' 
market has flourished and the 
sanctions have made many 
deutschmark fortunes. Men 
known as Danube pirates are 
reported to wait undercover of 
darkness on both banks the 
river for passing foreign ships 
and barges. They row boats 
filled with empty barrels to the 
vessels, latch on to the side and 
strike deals in midstream. 
Since patrols along the Dan¬ 
ube were tightened in the new 
year, petrol pumps have ap¬ 
peared along its banks. 

Before toe controls were 
tightened, passing sanction- 
breaking ships would stop to 
deliver the goods. Now foreign 
crews are reluctant to hall so 
goods are reportedly trans¬ 
ferred while the ships are 
moving. Serbs use toe word 


inat to describe a national 
characteristic loosely translat¬ 
ed as an eagerness to meet 
challenges, and in Belgrade 
that spirit has been mobilised 
to meet the existing sanctions 
and shrug off toe threat of new 
ones. 

Serbs have, however, been 
shaken fry toe possibility of air 
strikes, and many worry that 
Belgrade will be bombed. The 
regime of the Serbian presi¬ 
dent, Slobodan Milosevic, has 
meanwhile been able to blame 
the country’s dismal economic 
performance on sanctions. 
Most people seem to have 
forgotten that living standards 
were falling well before sanc¬ 
tions were introduced, espe¬ 
cially after Mr Milosevic 
imposed a boycott of goods 
from Slovenia and Croatia 
goods in 1989.

In the case of Bosnia it 
would not even be necessary to 
resort to this sometimes dis¬ 
puted justification of humani¬ 
tarian intervention. From day 
one of the Serb bombard¬ 
ment, the Bosnian govern¬ 
ment has pleaded for 
international aimed action to 
stop the. slaughter of civilians 
“ conduct which toe Interna¬ 
tional Court of Justice has 


called upon Belgrade to pre¬ 
vent Legally, this request, 
uttered by a government 
which is still treated by the UN 
as the only legitimate repre¬ 
sentative of Bosnia, may well 
suffice as a justification for 
intervention. 

Even those who doubt 
whether the embattled govern¬ 
ment in Sarajevo retains legal 
authority to invite foreign 
forces into Bosnia have to 
admit that an explicit man¬ 
date for forcible action has 
existed since last autumn 
when the security council, 
acting under toe enforcement 
provisions of the UN Charter, 
called upon states to take all 
“necessary measures" to facili¬ 
tate the delivery of humanitar¬ 
ian supplies. 

The wording “necessary 
measures” has assumed a 
well-known significance in 
UN parlance. Concerning for¬ 
mer Yugoslavia, it has been 
used to permit mflitaiy en¬ 
forcement of economic sanc¬ 


tions fry naval forces and of the 
no-fly zone by Nato combat 
aircraft. It was taken to pro¬ 
vide sufficient authorisation 
for the use of force against toe 
Iraqi occupiers in Kuwait 

Military action to establish 
true safe-havens in areas 
where Bosnians are faced with 
indiscriminate attack is there¬ 
fore already justified. This 
applies to action taken tty toe 
UN force, or to operations 
undertaken by stares operat¬ 
ing outside toe organisational 
structures of the blue helmets. 

UN troops may use force to 
gain freedom of movement 
throughout Bosnia. Nato has 
a mandate to patrol the skies 
and engage any military 
flights in toe region. Under 
the I raq rationale this includes 
a mandate to ensure safety for 
air patrols.

IN MOSCOW 

ALEKSANDR Rucskoi. 
i the Russian vice-president, 
announced yesterday that 
i he would stand for the 
leadership if President 
Yeltsin were forced horn 
office after the referendum 
on Sunday. "I am not 
going to surrender, f have 
enough strength. I will 
without doubt put forward 
my candidacy." he said 
during a phone-in. 

Asked what would hap¬ 
pen if Mr Yeltsin failed to 
win the confidence vote. 
Mr Rulskoi said that 
under the constitution, he 
would take over for three 
months until new elections 
could be organised. He did 
not say whether he accept¬ 
ed Mr Yeltsin’s view that 
he needs only 50 per cent 
of the turnout to win, or 
sides with the conservative 
parliament, which insists 
that the Russian leader 
needs to be confirmed by 
50 cent of the entire 
electorate. 

Opinion polls indicate 
that Mr Yeltsin's support is 
growing in the final days of 
the campaign. A poll con¬ 
ducted for the Menenye 
organisation and Saaichi 
and Saatchi predicts that 
65 per cent of intending 
voters win back the presi¬ 
dent About 60 per cent of 
respondents said they 
would be voting. 

Ruslan KhasbuJatov. the 
parliamentary Speaker 
and Mr Yeltsin's long¬ 
standing foe. admitted yes¬ 
terday thar the presidenr 
might win on Sunday even 
on parliament's terms of 
an absolute majority of the 
electorate! The opposition 
now seems to fear that Mr

No German forces readied 
this far east to erase the traces 
of the tsarist past, so the old 
quarter is untouched, while 
the rest of Ufa — the old 
trading capital of Bash 1 
kirskaya and strategic guard¬ 
ian of the Urais — has grown 
into a bustling city of more 
than a million people with a

There is a hint of the 
Mongol in the hroad faces 
and a reminder of the Muslim 


heritage in the names, al¬ 
though Soviet conformism 
brought the same Lenin stat¬ 
ues. - revolutionary street 
names, whining and over¬ 
loaded trolley buses, and block 
after monotonous block of 
shoddy high-rise flats. 

For most people, however, 
the referendum does matter. 
For in Bashkiiskaya. the au¬ 
tonomous republic largely 
populated by Bashkirs and 
Tatars, a fifth question has 
been added: "Do you want 
economic independence for 
Bashkiiskaya? Would that be 
in our interest?** 

The argument brings out 
passionate rhetoric “AD this 
was settled in last year’s feder¬ 
ation treaty. We can’t go back 
on that,” insisted Karim 
Yaushev, leader of the one 
million Tatars — 29 per cent 
of the population — at a 
seminar organised by the local 
newspaper. “Anyway, what 
would happen? Economic in¬ 
dependent* would fuel the 
demands of separatists. The 
country would be-a chaos of 
little states and groups.” 

Altaf Gayfulin, spokesman 
for the Bashkir National par¬ 
ty. disagreed. “I’ve been in the 
villages. They know we can 
live better than Russia. They 
wifi vote for economic 
independence.” 

Bashkiiskaya can afford to 
go its own way. Rich in ofl and 
gas. it sees a ounce to stock its 
shops, rebuild its rickety tram¬ 
lines. help the ambitious ballet 
school, and import more 
Western dothes. drinks and 
cigarettes for the street kiosks. 

But Mr Yeltsin has forceful 
opponents. “He and his drele, 
the American advisers, have 
led this country into a dead 
end. England has had capital¬ 
ism for 500 years. Yeltsin is 
dying to do it all in five,” said 
Mavlud Hakunov, a local 
economist Mr Yaushev re¬

Germans return to 
global role with 
troops for Somalia 


GERMAN ground troops are 
to be deployed outside Europe 
for the first time since the 
second world war. The Bonn 
coalition government agreed 
yesterday to send 1.500 troops 
to boost the embattled aid 
effort in Somalia. 

Germany's progress to¬ 
wards a military mission out¬ 
side the Nato area bas come to 
resemble a faltering, night¬ 
mare trek through a mine¬ 
field: most of the mines are 
admittedly of a 1945 vintage 
but they are still explosive. The 
decision on Somalia has been 
carefully prepared to gain 
maximum political consensus. 

Boutros Boutros Ghali. the 
United Nations secretary-gen¬ 
eral, gave the government a 
helping hand by stating that 
the German contingent would 
be stationed only in a "safe 
environment", probably in 
southern Somalia, and would 
concentrate on building roads 
and water pipelines. That has 
allowed the German govern¬ 
ment to present its involve¬ 
ment as little more than 
missionary work. A lightly 
armed infantry unit wifl pro¬ 
tect the troops.' 

The coalition is still smart¬ 
ing from the difficult decision 
to assign some German air¬ 
crew to the no-fly zone over 
Bosnia. This was regarded by 
Bonn’s Western allies as a 
minimum commitment to 
Nato policy in the Balkans. 
The Awacs radar planes are

based in Germany and are 
mainly crewed by Germans. 
The Christian Democrats who 
dominate the coalition agreed, 
while their junior partners, the 
Free Democrats, insisted that 
the constitution would first 
have to be amended. The 
constitutional court ruled in 
favour of the Christian Demo¬ 
crats. sparing the coalition 
from having to drum up a two- 
thirds majority in parliament 
to change the constitution. 

Together, the Awacs move 
and the Somali decision — 
which is expected to be con¬ 
firmed by die cabinet today— 
represent a significant step 
towards a global militajy m- 
vdvement by Germany. The 
constitutional court ruling on 
Awacs may have saved the 
coalition but it left open the 
broader question of how 
Germany should project its 
power abroad. 

Neither the government nor 
the opposition Social Demo¬ 
crats have really solved this 
riddle. Last autumn Social 
Democratic experts were talk¬ 
ing about an overseas role for 
the German army as a limited 
support force for development 
aid projects. But the agonising 
over the Somalia deployment 
shows that even this modest 
mission has iitde backing 
within the parry. 

It seems that Bonn will inch 
rather than leap into a global 
role of some sort German air 
force units were moved to 


Turkey, a Nato member, dur¬ 
ing the Gulf war. German 
planes began parachuting 
supplies to Bosnia last month. 

The Awacs mission could be 
regarded as the kind of com¬ 
bat operation forbidden by the 
constitution, if the no-fly zone 
evolves into an aerial attack on 
Serb planes or gun emplace¬ 
ments. Opinion polls show 
that Germans are on the 
whole prepared for such a 
shift The political class is not 
Nor are the German armed 
forces themselves. Even neigh¬ 
bouring countries, such as 
Poland, not directly affected 
by German actions in Somalia 
or Bosnia, are uneasy. 

It is perhaps the Bund- 
eswehr that is the most anx¬ 
ious. The German army is 
trained to defend the nation 
against attack from the East 
and to operate within Europe 
under Nato command: it is a 
conscript force that has been 
trained to ask questions. Now 
a potentially damaging divi¬ 
sion is opening up between the 
conscripts and those soldiers 
earmarked as members of a 
crisis deployment, or UN 
peacekeeping, force. 

The philosophy of the mod¬ 
em German army was based 
on the idea thar soldiers 
should be “citizens in uni¬ 
form”. Now they are having to 
think of themselves as univer¬ 
sal soldiers, much like the 
American army. That repre¬ 
sents a big upheaval.

CELEBRATIONS started yes¬ 
terday in port towns around

Holocaust museum brings chill reminder of ‘ethnic cleansing’ 


From Martin Fletcher in Washington 
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Roosevelt: "nothing veiy 
wrong" with Germany 


AS SERB forces pursue “eth¬ 
nic deansing” in Bosnia. 
American and European 
leaders gather in Washington 
tomorrow to dedicate the Ho¬ 
locaust Memorial Museum, a 
permanent and arresting in¬ 
dictment of international ac¬ 
quiescence in such atrocities. 

President Clinton, who has 
shied away from direct action 
to save Bosnia's Muslims, wflj 
be there. Representing Britain 
wiD be Malcolm Rifidnd. the 
defence secretary, himself 
Jewish, who has argued from 
the outset against Western 
military intervention. Tomor¬ 
row these politicians will be 
compelled to contemplate the 
morality of their govern¬ 
ments’ caution. 


Constructed a stone’s throw' 
from the Washington Memo¬ 
rial the $168 million (£109 
million) museum is the 
world’s largest Holocaust 
centre, eclipsing Israel’s Yad 
Vashem, and its emotional 
impact is so undeniable that 
Bonn offered — in vain — to 
finance a separate display on 
postwar democratic 
Germany. 

Researchers hare un¬ 
earthed in secret Soviet and 
East European archives film 
of the victims of Nazi medical 
experiments, of mobile killing 
squads at work, and of con¬ 
centration camp suicides, 
some so shocking that they 
can ‘be viewed only over 
"privacy" walls too high for 


children. 

Visitors are given the identi¬ 
ties of Jewish victims as they 
witness how German anti- 
Semitism built inexorably to 
the “final solution”. They are 
jotted constantly by a hideous¬ 
ly defaced German syna¬ 
gogue, a freightcar used to 
cany Jews to concentration 
camps, piles of rusting scis¬ 
sors. spectacles and tooth¬ 
brushes taken from those 
entering the camps, the 
Zyklon B canisters used in the 
gas chambers, a giant photo¬ 
graph of human hair shorn 
from 40,000 victims, a room 
covered with 4,000 blackened 
shoes of these who died at the 
Majdanekcamp. 

The architecture is almost 
as disturbing — a roofline 
reminiscent of concentration 


camp watch towers, glass 
bridges that recall the wooden 
ones that connected one part 
of Jewish ghettos to another 
and steel girders in brick walls 
like those the Nazis used to 
strengthen the ovens in which 
they burned their victims. 

The parallels with Bosnia 
are inescapable. There is a 
letter from John McOcy. 
assistant secretary of war, to 
Jewish organisations who had 
demanded the bombing of 
railway lines leading to the 
camps. Such action “might 
provoke even more vindictive ■ 
action by the Germans," he 
wrote. 

There is the three-storey 
Tower of Faces — happy pre¬ 
war photographs of die 3.500 
inhabitants of the Jewish 
shteti of Eiszyszki, Poland, all 


but 29 of whom the Nazis 
butchered. There are docu¬ 
ments referring to the object 
five of Judenrein. a Germany 
"cleansed" of Jews. 

America's protracted indif¬ 
ference to the plight of Eu¬ 
rope's Jews is chronicled in 
detailed accounts of how 
Washington chose to compete 
in the 1936 Berlin Olympics 
and even "benched” two Jew¬ 
ish athletes (President Roose¬ 
velt afterwards suggested 
there was “nothing very 
wrong” with Germany); of the 
32-nation conference Mr 
Roosevelt organised in 1938 
that effectively turned its back 
on Jewish refugees: and of 
how in 1939 the SS St Louis 
was refused permission to 
dock with the result that most 
of the 900 Jews on board 


perished in the Holocaust 
The museum is attracting 
huge publicity and its officials 
openly hope it will have a big 
impact on American attitudes 
towards Bosnia. 

□ Jerusalem: The son of Hit¬ 
lers top aide Martin 
Bormann, on his first visit to 
Israel, expressed grief ar the 
sight of the memorial here to 
the six million Jews killed by 
the Nazis.

Rio pays court 
to men who 
would be king 

Brazilians vote today on whether to 
bring back the monarchy , but many 
are unclear about the royal option ,

JONES Graunke proudly 
holds up a royal crest and 
spends most of his day 
stopping passers-by in Rio 
de Janeiro’s busy ooramer- 
riaj centre, urging diem to 
“vote for a long*.

Republicans abolished 
the monarchy in 1889 and 
forced Dom Pedro n into 
exile in France but his 
family was allowed to re¬ 
turn 70 years later. Today 
Dom Pedro II’s great- 
grandson, Dom Pedro 
Gastao de Orleans e Bra- 
ganea. SO, is the closest in 
line. 

This aspiring king, who 
speaks Portuguese with a 
French accent, rides 
around his home town on a 
horse and is popular with 
some because his six child¬ 
ren run all the local busi¬ 
nesses in Petropdlis and 
employ the majority of 
people. But his cousin and 
rival Dom Luis, 54, says 
Dom Pedro Gastao’s claim 
was annulled when his 
father married a Czech 
countess With no royal 
blood and signed away his 
rights. 

Dom Luis is also unfit to 
be king, according to Dora 
Pedro’s supporters. He be¬ 
longs to the extreme right- 
wing organisation Family, 
Tradition and Propriety, 
which forbids contact with 
women or children.

but has captured support in 
Rio de Janeiro because he 
is a keen surfer and sports¬ 
man. But Senhor or 
“Prince” Joao is campaign¬ 
ing more like an ambitious 
politician than a Hue- 
blood, and is also married 
to a commoner, and is 
rejected by many monarch¬ 
ists.

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Simon Wessely ponders the dilemmas facing doctors if a statesman’s illness threatens to paralyse government 



Were these old men too sick to rule? Brezhnev’s long decline. Reagan's operations and Pompidou’s battle with cancer may all have changed the course of history 


When a leader cracks up 


I have this nightmare. 1 am the 
consultant psychiatrist on call 
for my hospital when I am 
asked to go to the admissions 
ward. A woman has been admitted, 
but is creating a disturbance and 
refusing to take her medication. I go 
to the ward, and realise I am fhecmty 
person who has recognised that the 
new patient is Margaret Thatcher. 
Far from persuading her to take the 
medication, i end up taking it myself 
to shut out the noise. 

Having to deal with a patient even 
more opinionated, dogmatic and . 
imperious than even the average 
hospital consultant, is every doctor's 
nightmare. It is a rare event, thank¬ 
fully. except for one curious group of 
doctors, those who look, after the 
health, physical and mental, of the 
world’s leaders. 

In their new book When fitness 
Strikes the Leader Jerrold Post and 
Robert Robins show that the medical 
advisers to heads of state have a 
difficult task It is no longer true that 
the royal physician who lets his 
illustrious patient die will suffer the 
same fate, but professional ruin and 
notoriety will follow any physician 
who by his mistakes allows his most 
important dient to die. and so 
changes the course of history. 

Sir Morrell Mackenzie was the 
most famous ear, nose and throat 
surgeon of Victorian England, and 
would have been commemorated as 
such but for one mistake. He was 
called to Berlin to examine the crown 
prince, the future Frederick III of 
Prussia. A pleasant, liberal Anglo¬ 
phile, the prince had begun to lose his 
voice. Cancer was suspected, but 
Mackenzie was adamant there was 
no malignancy. By the time he had 
changed his mind Frederick was 


terminally flL He was succeeded by 
his son. William II. the infamous 
kaiser Bill, who did more than any 
other man to bring about die first 
world war.. 

M acKenzie’s 'catastrophic mistake 
and subsequent ruin are absent from 
these entertaining pages, but the 
book has plenty of other fascinating 
anecdotes of the dash between power 
and medicine. It is the authors’ thesis 
that in this conflict medicine usually 
comes off worst There are indeed 
many examples of grim collusions 
between medicine and political pur¬ 
pose, such as the undignified end of 
General Franco, kept between life 
and death to ensure an orderly 
succession. 

Post and Robins also describe die 
plight of the Kremlin doctors* who 
had to convince the world that first 
Brezhnev, then Andropov and lastly 
Chernenko, were hale and hearty, 
although every press picture told a 
different story. The optimism that 
greeted the arrival of Mr Goibachev 
was not anticipation of perestroika, 
but international relief that at last 
there was a Soviet leader whose every 
breath did not seem likely to be his 
last 

The authors constantly draw atten¬ 
tion to the role of the physician in 
keeping knowledge of their illustrious 
patient's infirmity from the public 
The doctor is often carrying out their 
patient’s wishes but the authors argue 
that such cover-ups have had catas¬ 
trophic consequences for history. 
True, the French public only knew 
that Georges Pompidou had hod 
cancer when he failed to turn up fora 
state occasion because he was already 
dead — but did it matter? It was an 
open secret that Menachim Begin 
was severely depressed from the 


moment of his wife's death, but 
Israeli policy seemed little affected. 
Certainty Franklin Roosevelt was 
desperately ill at Yalta—but even the 
authors cannot claim that Poland 
was lost to democracy in 
consequence. 

Indeed, the impaired mental func¬ 
tioning of certain world leaders is 
hardly a well-kept secret The authors 
discuss in detail Ronald Reagan’s 
incapacity after the failed assassina-

tion attempt and daim the president 
was more cerebrally impaired titan 
the White House news management 
suggested. A second section deals 
with tire temporary transfer of presi¬ 
dential power from Reagan to Bush 
when Reagan had an operation to 
remove a colonic polyp. Afterwards, 
when senior White House aides had 
to determine when Reagan had 
regained his Intellectual faculties; 
they asked the president to read aloud 
a two-tine letter. To everyone’s sur¬ 
prise he managed it And this was 
accepted as proof of the old man’s 
lucidity. 


-"It is not surprising that Alness 
occasionally strikes the world leaders.

ore robust than thexest of us. And 
' as Post and Robins show, the great 
1: apd good of society never ever suffer 
bom mental illness — instead they 
are “exhausted", which is always the 
result of “pressure of work" or 
“devotion to duty". • 

Alan Bennett’s play The Madness 
of George- m was.ran unforgettable 
account o f the c onfusion and paraly¬ 
sis that gripped the king's doctors in 
attempting to face up to the unmen¬ 
tionable — the madness of king. One 
found tire prospect so terrifying that 
even in his diary he was forced to 
resort to evasion: instead of his usual 
English he could only confide “Rex 
noster insaniT. 

It is just about acceptable to 
announce that a leader has a heart 
problem, but a neurological problem 
is rarely mentioned, and a psychiatric 
one. never. Usually this does not 
matter. The system coped weD 
enough with a presidential stroke 
(Eisenhower), a paranoid defense 
secretary (Fonestal), a psychotic for¬ 
eign secretary (Castlereagh), and a 
depressed, and latterly demented 
prune minister with a fondness for 
the bottle (ChurduD). Just occasion al¬ 
ly the combination of a sick leader 
and a colluding doctor has made a 
materia] impact on history. 

Post and Robins consider die case 
of Woodrow Wilson, whose incapaci¬ 
tating stroke was kept by his doctor 
from both the American people and 
government but devote insufficient 
space to the consequences A sick 


Wilson was unable to persuade 
Congress to accept the Versailles 
Treaty and the League of Nations. A 
fir Wilson would have retained the 
political instincts and abilities to 
modify the treaty to maVe it accept¬ 
able, rather than attempt to drive it 
through. There was almost certainty 
a majority in the country for tire 
League. The result was tire beginning 
of American isolation, with malign 
consequences for the cause of Euro¬ 
pean history. 

B oth the authors have appar¬ 
ently advised successive 
presidents on “the political 
psychology of world lead¬ 
ers”. What do they do? After all 
except for the truism that if someone 
has done something before, he may 
well do it again, ptychology and 
psychiatry are notoriously bad at 
predicting future behaviour. One can 
imagine Neville Chamberlain’s polit¬ 
ical psychologist telling him “WeD. 
Herr Hitler has broken his promises 
before—my psychological analysis is 
that he will break them again." 

Chamberlain’s failure to act was 
not because he lacked the services of a 
political psychologist, but because he 
decided not to acton what he already 
knew. As Norman Dixon has shown 
in this masterly Psychology of Mili¬ 
tary Incompetence, bad decisions are 
rarely the result of not receiving vital 
information, but of foiling to act on 
tiie information one already has. The 
job of a psychiatrist or psychologist is 
like that of the historian — not to 
predict the future, but to understand 
the past

A wooden actor 
for Hollywood

N oddy is off to Holly¬ 
wood to be a btg- 
screen star. Are we 
proud? Is die bdl jinghng 
bravely on our national hat? 
Or are we a bit embarrassed. 
From his birth in 1949. Nod¬ 
dy has never been a favourite 
of the intelligentsia, librarians 
throughout the 1950s tried to 
ban him for sheer banality 
and poverty of vocabulary — 
the latter “drained of difficul¬ 
ty”. as one wrote, “until it 
achieved a kind of aesthetic 
anaemia”. Down the decades 
assorted vocal parents, driven 
mad with frustration at having 
to read the damn things to un- 
disceming tots, have tried to 
wriggle out of Noddy duty by 
inventing powerful inteUedual 
arguments against him. 

In 1958 an article in En¬ 
counter deplored him for rep¬ 
resenting welfare state depen¬ 
dency, because he never man¬ 
ages to get himself out of 
trouble without running to Big 
Ears. Other moralists pointed 
darkly to the famous passage 
in Hurmh for Little Noddy! 
(1950) in which he and the 
braided Brownie squeezed 
into a “tiny, soft bed. put their 
arms round one another to 
stop themselves from rolling 
out. and fell fast asleep”. 

Nearer our own time, the 
politically correct bandwagon 
roned over Noddy in turn, 
flattening out the robbing, 
mugging golliwogs into “ati- 
turalty transparent” goblins. 

Now there is talk of intro¬ 
ducing “trans-gen erational 

bonding” and other useful 
social values; although I notice 
that Tessie Bear is still distress¬ 
ingly prone to say “Ooh Nod¬ 
dy. you are deverT 
None of it bas worked. The 
BBC series and the books 
based on it are 
still as infuriating¬ 
ly weak and bland 
as Bfyton herself: 
weaker, if any¬ 
thing, for then- 
outbreaks of polit¬ 
ical -correctness. 

This has its own 
pitfalls: they re¬ 
placed the dubi¬ 
ous • golliwog 
figures with 
braky-nosed gob¬ 
lins for the TV 
series, but the first 
three people to 
whom I showed 
the pictures said, 
each independently. “Good¬ 
ness, are they meant to be 
Jewish?". I rather unkindly 
told this to Mark Hall of the 
animation studios, and you 
could hear him go pale, even 
over the telephone. 

But never mind all that 
Toytown is in for yet another 
visual incarnation: in Cannes 
this week the BBC was hard at 
work selling its newly acquired 
screen rights in the little 
wooden bore to “a leading 
Hollywood producer”. 

Much as we may harrumph 
about Hollywood treatments 
of classic children's characters 
such as Peter Pan or Mowgii, 
it is impossible to feet anything 
but relief at die thought of the 
movie-makers mucking 
around with Noddy. Because 
the whole point of Noddy, the 
thing that enrages critics and 
reassures dim parents, is that 


there is actually nothing there 
at all. No meaning, no artistic 
impetus, no character. 

He was. remember, the first 
of the utterly manufactured, 
illustrator-led commercial chil¬ 
dren’s characters. 

He was not bom like, say, 
Thomas tiie Tank Engine, 
from a rail way-mad clergy¬ 
man’s genuine passion. He is 
not a riveting grotesque, like 
tiie creatures of older fairy¬ 
tales: he lacks the wayward 
magnetism of Roald Dahl's 
Enormous Crocodile, or Jill 
Murph/ S grumpy father bear 
tn Five Minutes’ Peace. 

Noddy was a test-tube cre¬ 
ation, cobbled up by ti^ 
publishers Sampson Low. 
They picked up a Dutch artist.

Harmsen van der Beek. with a 
lively line in brownies and 
bluebells, and harnessed him 
to aseasoned hack called Enid 
Btyton. already with an eye to, 
the spin-off merchandising 
package. Noddy and his 
friends were downmarket 
cynical and empty. 

But what Noddy has is 
instant familiarity. Parents 
who grew up with him, howev¬ 
er bored they were at the time, 
are lazy and sentimental 
enough to buy him for their 
children even though there is 
for better fun available. Little 
children are kindly critics: it is 
observable that few of them 
return to Noddy in nostalgia 
later on. 

In a tough market Noddy is 
bankable. Hollywood may be 
the answer. A teenage mutant 
Ninja Noddy could only be an 
improvement. 0 
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Life’s a book, and then you write it 


T he fairground mirror 
relationship between 
art and life is as old as 
prehistoric cave-paintings. 
Philip Larkin’s verses would 
never have contained such 
caustic comments had he not 
been such a curdled old char¬ 
acter himsdL Nor would 
Dylan Thomas have rolled off 
such screeds of alliterative 
onomatopoeia had he not 
been blethering into a bottle 
most nights. 

It is inevitable, therefore, 
that when Jflty Cooper, arch¬ 
poetess of suburban sex 
romps, bashes out another 
thumping 600-page 
"bestseller” (the routine pre- 
publication prophecy) of town 
and country adultery, her own 
marriage should come under 
the microscope. 

Just under three years ago 
Ms Cooper discovered that 
Leo, her husband of three 
decades' standing and by her 
own gushing admission the 
modef for many of her roman¬ 
tic heroes, had apparently 
been taking lessons from her 
plots and enjoying a “bit on 
the side”. Not just occasional¬ 
ly. but in a relationship that 
had lasted for the better part of 
six yeais and ended, inevita¬ 
bly, in kiss-and-tell newspaper 
exposes. The unanswered 


question, therefore, is how 
much the painful betrayals in 
Ms Cooper's new novel. The 
Man who made Husbands 
Jealous, are based on her own 
experience. 

The question has certainly 
been posed, by one after 
another of the gushing female 

interviewers sent ljy the mid¬ 
market newspapers to probe 
delicately into Ms Cooper’s 
affairs in the hope of winning 
her readers for themselves. It is 
a symbiotic relationship; Ms 
Cooper and her marketing 
women know that the cross¬ 
over between readership of the 
Sunday Express)Mail on Sun¬ 
day and the package holiday, 
airport paperback market is 
vast. And nothing spices fic¬ 
tion better than a hint of 
genuine human pain being 
borne bravely by the author, 
particularly when her latest 
book talks of a betrayed wife 
feeling “as rejected as ragwort 
in a field of cows”. 

Ms Cooper's replies have 
echoed those of her great 
litenuy forebears insisting 
that her work is wholly fiction, 
while admitting thar events in 
her personal life inevitably 
influence her writing. That an 
echo of her own experience of 
adultery might also hdp sales 
is something she is obviously

prepared to grin and bear, at 
least at a time when she is 
launching not only a new book 
but a television series based on 
her sex-and-showjumpmg 
novel Riders, and a celebrity 
photo session shoot by Tatler 
in Morocco. 

Here the symbiosis with the 
middlebrow middle-class is 
complete. Ms Cooper’s books 
have much in common with 
the old Daily Express which 
used to run articles on haw to 
care for mink coats, knowing 
that its female readers did not 
have them but liked to think 
they read the same newspaper 
as women who did. The secret 
of success of My Cooper's 



books is that most of her 
readers think she belongs to 
the upper class; her secret is 
that she knows she does not 
Jflty Cooper's charm is that 
die can can be disarmingly 
frank, even about the Toiler 
glamour groomers’ attempts 
to transform her rhubarb 
crumble complexion into 
peaches and cream. But like 
television soap opera stars 
whose popularity—and there¬ 
fore the ratine of their show— 
is increased dramatically by a 
touch of human trauma strate¬ 
gically leaked to the tabloids, 
the suspicion that the latest 
silly romp actually conceals an 
insight into Jflty*s soul is 


simply more fuel for the mix of 
voyeurism and escapism that 
sells such novels in the first 
place. 

Ms Cooper is dismissive 
about suggestions that her 
lusty tales — set in the Lmproty- 
ably-named cou n ty of 
Rutshire (gedditf) — are based 
on any sort of reality for a 
woman of 56. But there are 
parallels that go beyond the 
fact of her husband’s “away 
games”. She admits her 13th- 
century Cotswold home is the 
model for the house of her 
charming cad Rupert 
CambeU-Black. Her tennis 
court is toe real-life setting for 
the improbable scene where 
Rupert and his lover Sarah 
played nude tennis, an idea I 
have always considered as 
preposterous and impractical 
as that other middle-market 
fantasy, sex in a sauna. The 
make-believe women of 
Rutshire pine for handsome 
strangers while their husbands 
are dallying with their secre¬ 
taries in town. Jilty and Leo 
are now reconciled, but he still 
spends three days a week 
working in London while she 
lives in Gloucestershire Jilty 
may deny that she has ever run 
off stark naked into the night, 
but she admits that she knows 
someone who did. 


Yet she is in good company- 
’Die scrutiny of writers’ private 
lives for the souls of their 
fictional characters is an old 
and international tradition- 
Back in 1840 the Russian poet 
Lermontov — himself a bit of 
an aristocratic poseur who 
claimed descent variously 
from the Spanish dukes of 
Lerma and the Scottish lairds 
of Learmont—was accused by 
his critics of modelling his 
cynical hero Pechorin on him-^ 
self. He denied this, blaming r 
the public for naivety “The 
public is young and simple- 
souled and does not under¬ 
stand a fable unless it has a 
moral ending. It does not 
understand jokes or fed fro - 
nies it is simply badly educat¬ 
ed.” The book was "called A 
Hero of Our Time. 

Ms Cooper, in contrast, 
would like her public to draw 
the moral lesson that however 
much of a hoot it may seem at 
the time, adultery causes pain- 
For many of her women 
readers, she is also a hero of 
our time. 1 just hope that if the 
parallels between art and life 
continue to run dose, she will 
have more luck than Lermon¬ 
tov. His hero was shot dead in 
a duel; and so was he. ft

thing other than the subject of 
their beauty routine. 

In deference to their worldly 
attributes, interviewers make the 
mistake of imagining that such 
giris must be asked for their views 
on the state of the nation, or their 
belief in God. What a mistake. It is 
hard to take seriously those whose 
interests are a marriage of 
aromatherapy and international 
politics. I don't believe you 
can seriously be interested in 
both. 

Even their views on beauty are 
suspeo. Half of the coterie are in 
the hands of cosmetic giants. 
Cindy Crawford, for one, is signed 
up with Revlon. The other half are 
so beautiful that their tips are less 

than useless for the rest of us. What 
does it matter if Claudia says her 
top dp is to drink masses of water? 


Even if we did drink buckets, few 
of us would ever look like Claudia, 
an even more beautiful version of 
Grace KeDy. 

Nor can we listen much to their 
views on dothes. Even sackcloth 
would look good on these girls, 
and they don’t wear sackc loth 
anyway. Unsurprisingly, in view of 
the models’ high profiles, design¬ 
ers are not immune to the advertis¬ 
ing benefits of such girls wearing 
their outfits. Even if they are not 
given the dothes. it is not as 
though super-models have to wor¬ 
ry about their Access bills. 

Far more useful, to my mind, 
would be a new type of model 
What a fashion spread really needs 
to tell the readers is what the 
clothes might look like on you, not 
what they will look like on Naomi 
or Tatjana or Christy. 


Models would reflea the every 
day problems of those who buy 
dothes: one could be pear-shaped, 
one long-waisted. another with 
short legs, a third with a 
small bust a fourth who was top 
heavy. 

They would be in good shape, 
mind, and attractive, so that 
readers oould stiD dream, bur their 
dreams would be married to 
reality. Models would help readers 
to address the issues ihat most 
women have to grapple with: how 
to make a short person look tall 
and elegant. (Wear one colour?): 
how to make your legs look longer; 
(wear scooped out shoes?); all 
with models who iflustrate these 
points. 

These would be true super- 
models. not just the results of dever 
marketing, which has elevated a 
half-dozen girls to super-model 
status. As pretry as such girls 
undoubtedly are. they redly are no 
differ:.:: fawn the vast run of other 
models. 


S aturday night at the 
Vox in Brixton. The 
dance floor is heaving 
with giris in skimpy 
flounced satin, transparent net 
dresses and velvet bras fes¬ 
tooned with beads. Make-up 
dribbling down their faces, 
gold jewellery jangling, their 
hips gyrate to the sound of 
ragga, their Jycra-dad buttocks 
sway to the heat The men lean 
against pill are. a few in multi¬ 
coloured “dick”-- baggy suits,, 
most in slashed jeans and 
dungerees. mesh vests, train¬ 
ers or ballet pumps. 

Just as you thought you had 
got to grips with grunge, got 
your hair suitably greasy, and 
bought your jungle of love 
beads and your crocheted hat, 
along comes the next fashion 
movement vying for attention 
— ragga. 

Both styles spring from the 
music scene rather than the 
catwalk. While the pnmge 
couldnt-care-iess look was ex¬ 
ported by Seattle’s nihilistic 
bands, ragga comes from the 
dance halls of Jamaica. Both 
are hard-edged, rebellious, 
and sport bare midlife. Both 
look ludicrous on the over-25s. • 
There the similarity ends. 
Where grunge is all about wan 
Kate Mosses in tattered, tie- 
dye ben-bottoms, shrunken 
jumpers and with dirty finger¬ 
nails. ragga is about cleavages, 
red nails and glamour. Ragga 
giris spend hours layering lace 
over lycra. They sculpt elabo¬ 
rate hairpieces and extensions 
and wear little underwear. 
Grunge girls don't even have 
time for a bath and they wear 
Y-fronts. 

Where grange evokes a 
despairing while and middle 
class angst ragga is black, 
positive and aspi rational. “it 
shows you feel good about 
your body and your femininity 
and it’s fun getting dressed 
up.” says Hayiey Jay, a 17- 
year-old trainee hairdresser. 

Short for raggamuffin. the 
reggae-based music started in 
Jamaica and arrived in Britain 
via New York nearly two years 
ago. Consisting of rapid rhyth¬ 
mic Jamaican patois lyrics to 
the snap of the drum machine, 
it only started to become 
mainstream when three ragga 
artists. Shaggy. Shabba Ranks 
and Snow, recently occupied 
the top three singles chart 
platings. Then last week a fan 
was shot in the back at a ragga 
concert at Le Palais in Ham¬ 


mersmith and a man sprayed 
semi-automatic gunfire 
around a ragga dancehall in 
Bristol, causing the media to 
wake up to the trend. 

It is not having to squeeze 
into lycra again that is causing 
alarm, but the violence of 
ragga and “gun" lyrics. At 
concerts the singers, called 
“DJs”, compete with each 
other on separate sound sys¬ 
tems for the allegiance of toe 
audience. Fans occasionally 
salute their hero DJs with a 
volley of shots (usually blank)

critic for The Voice newspaper, 
says, "People shouldn’t dwell 
on toe negative side of ragga. 
It’s a fun music which should 
be taken with a pinch of salt 
and is enjoying worldwide 
success. Everyone is looking 
for the next big ragga DJ. 
Sometimes the lyrics do get out 
of hand and do not make good 
social commentary but they 
are like dirty jokes: they 
shouldn't be take n out of 
context." 

As for toe male chauvinistic 
lyrics he says; “Maybe from 
the outside they seem misogy¬ 
nist but it’s mostly lighthearted 
and it’s the women not the 
men who seem to get off on 
them. Shabba is me ladies' 
favourite." 

Most ragga dancehafe have 
more women than men. While 
men tend to spend more on 
cars and gold chains, the 
women spend money on 
dothes. “There’s an energy 
about ragga that’s exuberant 
When you fed that hag; throb¬ 
bing, it takes over your heart I 
don’t take drugs hit that’s the 
high I get” says Mr Mensah. 
Ganja (marijuana) is all most 
ragga dancers take. 


which goes down even less 
well in Britain than it does in 
Jamaica and New York Die 
12th Annual Reggae Awards 
due to be held in May at Le 
Palais have now been can¬ 
celled. 

Another aspect causing con¬ 
cern is “slack” lyrics, which are 
sexually explicit and demean¬ 
ing to women. The sight of 
teenage giris getting off or. 
rhythms as sexist as they are 
sexual alarms feminists as wdl 
as many reggae traditionalists 
DJs tike Shabba Ranks have 
also caused deep offence to 
Outrage, the homosexual ac¬ 
tivist group, who are appalled 
by his assertions that homo¬ 
sexuals “deserve crucifixion”. 

But often songs are closer to 
morality tales from the streets 
and ghettoes, such as His Body 
Comes Down, which encour¬ 
ages prostitutes who sell their 
bodies for sodomy to reach for 
a better way of life. 

Many reggae and ragga 
fans disassociate themselves 
from, toe more violent lyrics. 
Most are bewildered as to why 
live shots were fired and do not 
feel the music should be held 
responsible.

O n Sunday night at 
Night Moves in 
central London, a 
soul reggae and 
' ragga dub, there is only 
cursory frisking at the door. 
The dancers are slightly alder 
and more demure: men in 
sharpi black trousers, silk shirts 
and ties. Women in a fantastic 
array of glitzy backless dresses, 
jackets clinched at the waist 
with large spangly belts, white 
fishnets and. false eyelashes. 

Candice Peters comes to the 
dub to relax most Sunday 
nights. “I like being compli¬ 
mented on my body bur young 
teenagers sometimes go too far 
and get crude. The rest of us 
just enjoy the beat which is 
great” Her boyfriend Bfll 
Griffiths prefere the softer 
soul “A girl should look, curvy 
but not obscenely explicit 
when she moves and some 
teenagers go too far. I don’t 
like these DJs* chauvinist fan- 
tasies. But ifs great that toe 
good stuff is going main¬ 
stream. For years reggae has 
been overlooked and 
unde rprom oted. ” he says.

On the other side of town, in 
Brixton, Back To The Planet 
and Eat Static are playing at 
The Fridge. The scene could 
not be more different Rat¬ 
haired teenagers slouch 
around on a beery floor in 
serious vegging dothes. Katie 
Shawcross. a 17-year-old stu¬ 
dent says. “I loved Oh Caroli¬ 
na by Shaggy but ragga’s not 
really my scene It’s too dance 
orientated and I wouldn’t be 


seen dead in all that Lycra. 1 
think it will go the same way as 
British rap. which just fizzled 
out" 

It is difficult to say whether 
ragga’s bandwagon will roll 
through the summer. Sheldon 
Thomas for one is dubious 
about whether he wants it to 
become as 1 pervasive as 
grunge. He is a spokesman for 
Brother, which campaigns 
against violence in the black 


community, and his BBC 2 
documentary Black On Black 
Violence recently picked up an 
award. Although he is pleased 
that ragga has picked up 
support among white teen¬ 
agers. he is concerned that 
blacks will lose out if it is 
commercialised. “A Jot of 
ragga DJs will get signed up 
one minute ana dropped the 
next when toe fad has gone. 
Blacks have spawned loads of 


fashions but we never seem to 
get any money from it 
“If ragga goes mainstream 
it wifi leave the violence be¬ 
hind, because it will be mixing 
with another culture. So white 
middle-class parents don't 
have to worry, it will be a song 
in a dub or a costume for Kyiie 
Minogue. No one wfll bother 
to go back and address the 
reasons behind black violence 
and the origins of ragga.”

Confirmation 
names have a 
special power 


A nn Widdecombe. toe 
social security minister, 
win today be received 
into the Roman Catholic 
church as a spiritual haven 
free from the immediate threat 
of women priests. She has 
announced that she is to take 
Hugh as her confirmation 
name. 

Her choice of a masculine 
name is not a public demon¬ 
stration of her rejection of 
female priests. On confirma¬ 
tion, the candidate takes the 
name of a saint irrespective of 
gender as particular patron, 
and there is a tendency, for 
women at least, to take a name 
of the opposite sex. There are 
more male saints on the 
calendar and they tend, as in 
the secular world, to have been 
richer, more powerful and 
famous, and sometimes even 
holier than the females. 

There are no fewer than 20 
Hughs catalogued as canon¬ 
ised or at least beatified in the 
roll-call of the blessed, ranging 
chronologically from Hugh of 
Rouen, a bishop scholar who 
resigned his plural offices to 
me as a plain choir monk 
about the year 730, to Hugh 
Green of Peterhouse and Dou- 
ai. who was hanged for his 
faith in 1642. 

Hugh’s roots are Teutonic, 
from toe Old German hugu 
meaning “hearr and “mind". 
It was introduced into Britain 
in its French forms by the 
Norman invaders, and was 
particularly popular in the 
Middle Ages. This was due 
largely to St Hugh. Bishop of 
Lincoln (about 1135-1200). a 
fine patron for a politician 
concerned with soda! services. 
He refused to come over from 
France to found the firsr 
English Charterhouse until 
Henry n had given alternative 
accommodation and compen¬ 
sation — “to toe last penny” 
Hugh insisted — to those 
turned out of their homes to 
make room for his monastery. 

He vigorously supported toe 
common people against the 
king’s foresters and began toe 
rebuilding of Lincoln "Cathe¬ 
dral to its present form, as the 
finest cathedral in Christen¬ 
dom. And he hurried back 
from difficult Cabinet meet¬ 
ings to his prayers and his 
pets. Hugh's tame swan was 
famous, and became his em¬ 
blem in art

He still lives with his 
wife Naina in his old three- 
room apartment on Tverskaya 
St — a modest address com¬ 
pared with his flamboyant 
arch-foe, parliamentary chair¬ 
man Ruslan Khasbulatov, 
who has moved into Brezh¬ 
nevs old apartment on the 
grandiose Kutuzovsky Pros- 
pekt- 

Mr and Mrs Yeltsin’s per¬ 
sonal perks pale into insignifi¬ 
cance beside toe splendour 
enjoyed by the previous man¬ 
agement Where Raisa Gorb¬ 
achev rose effortlessly to toe 
status of Russia's most haled 
woman by wielding her-Krem- 
lin American Express card 
with gusto on ewry foreign 
trip, Naina Yeltsin does not 
even bother to look at the 


shops on toe rare occasions 
when she accompanies her 
husband abroad. She dresses 
in frumpy home-grown de¬ 
signs and rarely wears 
jeweflay. On her visit to 
London last autumn, she 
could be seen tugging ner¬ 
vously at her emerald earrings, 
lent fry the Kremlin for toe 
occasion, to check that she had 
not lost them. 

The Russian leader dearly 
relishes removing his enemies’ 
privileges far more than he 
enjoys exercising his own — 
toe humiliation of Mr Rutskoi 
brings him no personal gain, 
it was just for fun. His office 
showed that it had a spiteful 
sense of humour as weQ as a 
hearty appetite for revenge 
when it accompanied toe ex¬ 
propriation of toe vice-presi¬ 
dent who has sympathies with 
the nationalist camp with toe 
comment “We thought that 
replacing his German-made 
car with a Russian one would 
help Rutskoi's standing with 
the patriots." 

The trouble is that h just 
might increase his sympathy 
rating with a lot of others as 
well so that the next time the

D o you know what Omnia omnibus 
ubique means?

T he death of the South African 
black leader Chris Hani is a 
tragedy but not a disaster. He 
was that rarest of politicians, a 
man who could translate demagoguery 
into Realpolilik.

“Political violence” in South 
Africa is, according to the Race Rela¬ 
tions Institute. at its lowest level since 
1989. even after Haiti's death. Huge 
efforts have been made by blade leaders 
to end intercommunal killings. (You 
would not believe it to watch television: 
any corpse will do to illustrate a cliche 
about “the descent into chaos".) 

So what is happening? South Africa 
refuses point blank to conform to the 
apocalyptic model which analysts have 
tried to impose on it since the Soweto 
riots of 1976. That model is a lurid 
picture of white fascist repression, 
bloody blade rebellion, white retribu¬ 
tion, stem outside intervention, the 
collapse of order and the advent of black 
rule. The hands on this dock are always 
set at five minutes to midnight Time is 
always running out Everything from 
the birth rate to the price of gold spells 
doom. Karl Marx may have been wrong 
everywhere else, but here on the tip of 
Africa he can make his last stand. 

This is rubbish. I have been visiting 
South Africa for 15 years, and tire model 
has served neither as analysis nor as 
prediction. It still underpins news re¬ 
ports, congressional enquiries, sanctions 
and debates. The one blessing of the 
model is that for two decades it has kept 
South Africa politically and economical¬ 
ly isolated. Americans, Europeans, the 
United Nations, everybody has twiddled 
thumbs and waited for “Afrikanerdom 
to collapse". It has not done so. This has 
protected both black and white leader¬ 
ship from the curse of divided societies, 
meaningful intervention by foreigners. 

Meanwhile, sanctions disciplined the 
South African economy and probably 
strengthened it The country was not in¬ 
flated and rotted by IMF and World 
Bank loans. Behind a protectionist wall, 
imports were cut and exports promoted. 
South Africa had to manage its budget 
and restrict capital outflow. Moaning 
about the economy is second only to 
rugby' as a national sport but the result 
of the sanctions is the most powerful 
commercial machine in the southern 
hemisphere. 


South Africa’s parties are not expecting 
the apocalyptic future that so many speak 
about: they are busy sharing out power 


My preferred model to help'explain 
South Africa is different and messy. 
There is no tidy post-colonial handing 
over of the seals of office, no lowering of 
the flag, no sounding of the last post 
There is simply a continuation of the 
Great Barter, the negotiated change in 
the composition of South Africa’s ruling 
6 lite. The ANC's moderate leadership, 
tenuously built around Nelson Mandela 
and the party boss. Cyril Ramaphosa, is 
as frightened as President de Klerk of 
full and early elections. Under propor¬ 
tional representation, the ANC is unlike¬ 
ly to gain an overall majority of seats. 
Its immaturity and factionalism would 
be on public display. _

Itis a 
barter for group survival. The deal is tak¬ 
ing two forms: coopting leaders of the 
ANC into’’ actual government, and 
setting up a separate, rolling debate on 
constitutional change. This debate has 
democracy on the horizon, but with a 
gulf of fog in between. 

Co-option is well under way. To the 
visitor. South African politicians are 
extraordinarily pally. They meet at 
conferences, at seminars, at negotia¬ 
tions. on holiday even. And thty talk 
power. There are no intermediaries, no 
elder statesmen, no interfering great 
power diplomats. It is as if years of 
isolation have left both sides with 
nobody else for conversation: when Mr 
Mandela left Robben Island for a main¬ 
land prison, the former state president, 
P.W. Botha, was said to have genuinely 
enjoyed their occasional chats. 

President de Klerk and Mr Mandela 
are likewise dose. They made separate 
television appeals for calm foDowing 
Haiti's killing. They now stand together, 
joint leaders of their country, despite

Mr Mandela acknowledges that full 
black rule is unlikely until the turn of 
the century. He knows that the econ¬ 
omy and South Africa’s fractious poli¬ 
tics need stability and a strong band at 
the top if there is to be any progress 
towards a new constitution. Stability 
must be built upon a new deybefo white- 
black coalition. 

That coalition was most evident at last 
year’s March referendum on Mr de 
Klerk’s negotiations"the last white 
dedion". It embraced English and 
Afrikaans-speakers, businessmen, 
sportsmen, the ANC leaders, even the 
Communist party. All faced (town the 
far right and beat it Every few months 
an incident grabs the headlines and 
seems to threaten the coalition's survivaL 
The exponents of apocalypse predicted 
that last year’s Potchefstroom byelection 
and the Boipatong and Bisho massacres 
would mean the end of negotiation and 
the onset of "mass action" leading to 
rebellion. They said the same of this 
week’s funeral of Chris Hani. Violence 
may be increasing in the townships. 


With the end of migration control, these 
are growing towards Latin American 
dimensions. Bur to dignify this mostly 
criminal viotenoe as “political", merely 
to sustain a defunct analysis, is dishon¬ 
est. South Africa's shanty towns cannot 
expect to be different from those of Brazfl 
or Argentina. They are violent places 
and their violence can sometimes takes a 
political form. Bur governments seldom 
fall as a result 

Those who wish to worry about South 
Africa should worry less about the extre¬ 
mists. hog tire headlines and sow 
mayhem though they do. The centre will 
hold because it has too much to lose, and 
the firepower and ruthlessness to keep it 
South Africa is too rich a prize to be 
sacrificed to the guns of the right or the 
pangas of the left. 

I n any new constitution emerging 
from the negotiating process, l 
believe the dangers will lie else¬ 
where. The new white-black coali¬ 
tion is already centralist, some would say 
socialist All talk of devolving power to 
regions founders on the twin leader¬ 
ships' fear of losing power and patron¬ 
age to the periphery. The wild cant Zulu 
chief Mangosuthu ButhelezL is de¬ 
manding de facto independence for 
NataL This is being refused. The 
constitutional think-tanks that bubble 
round the negotiations are heady with 
such words as “confederalism” and 
“cansodationafism”, with Swiss and 
German and American templates of 
devolution. They murmur about Mock¬ 
ing thirds and fancy franchises. They 
seek geographical codes for differentia¬ 
tion by colour and tribe. 

To the panjandrums of the coalition, 
of black and white nationalism, this is 
all waffle: they want one South Africa, 
one central power, one party, one state. 
Yet if recent world history teaches any' 
lesson, it is that divided societies do not 
live happily under unitaty constitutions. 
From India to Yugoslavia, from Ireland 
to Spain, from Canada to Northern Ire¬ 
land. sane constitutional reform begins 
with devolution. Power must be shared 
not just within the elite but with groups 
that are best represented by partially 
self-governing regions. This is not a 
choice. If devolution is ignored, regions 
will wield the secessionist veto. Pretoria 
will never hold Natal to a unitary 
constitution, if President de Kierk and 
Mr Mandela cannot see that then no 
consensus wfll hold for long. Devolution 
must be negotiated or conflict and 
partition will follow. Does anyone need 
telling that today?

SJ with a rapidly selling purtto He 
demanded the Turks be cleared out of 
the countries they ravaged, paraadariy 
if thev were Christian. This won him 
enormous popularity and b 1880 he 
was prime minister again. Lady That¬ 
cher's rousing call for action in the 
former Yugoslavia has made many 
wish, here and abroad, for her return. 

Gladstone spoke for a great power. 
Though he could not make Turkish 
subjects in Europe wholly free, he helped 
ameliorate their lot. Gladstone’s pres¬ 
sure on Turkey failed to create stability 
in the Balkans, and the first world war 
started in Sarajew 20 years after his last 
term as prime minister. Lady Thatcher 
speaks from a country where, when she 
was prime minister, the shredding of 
our forces was planned, begun in 1990 
and continues apace. The RAF and the 
Royal Navy are in rapid decline, and the 
army, with a fighting strength of 
144,000 when Lady Thatcher initiated 
the cuts, wiU soon be down to 104,000. 
So her rails for quick and lasting action 
to quash the Serbs cannot be met by us. 

Lady Thatcher was the greatest peace¬ 
time prime minister since the 1832 
Reform Act Because of her achieve¬ 
ments, Britain will get out of the 
recession fastest of the EC countries, but 
I fear she has tittle understanding of the 
complextoTes of the former Yugoslavia. 

There are about 8.300.000 Serbs. 
4.500,000 Croats, nearly 2.500,000 
Muslims. 1,800,000 Slovenes, 
2,210,000 Albanians, 1.350,000 so- 
called Yugoslavs — plus others. The 
Serbs, like most Russians, are Slavs and 
Orthodox. Croatia is Roman Catholic, 
and has frontiers with Catholic Hun¬ 
gary where people are terrified of being 
dragged into the conflict Serbia is 
stuffed with the latest Russian land and 
air fighting equipment much of it sup¬ 
erior to any in America or the EG After 
Croatia declared independence, gener¬ 
ally recognised internationally, the 
Serbs advanced into it Lady Thatcher, 
and I too, thought Croatia should have 
the arms needed for defence, in various 
ways. Croatia got some aims. 

Alas, there are few large definable 
areas where one race is not mixed with 
the others. Hence the “ethnic deans¬ 
ing”, wherever one sde can inflict it on 
others. Because the Serbs are the 
strongest we hear mostly of their cruelty. 
But Croats and Muslims are also guilty 
of war crimes. Serbia refuses to sign the 
Vance-Owen plan for Bosnia-Heraego- 
vina. It becomes dearer daily that Serbia 
and Croatia intend to carve the place up 
between them. 

A harsh peace was imposed by the 
Ttirks as they moved westward in 
the 15th and 16th centuries. 
They first took Bosnia (part of Hungary), 
then Serbia and the greater part of 
Hungary proper. They stayed in Hun¬ 
gary for 150 years, but MO years in 
Serbia and Bosnia. That is why there are 
so many Muslims, mainly descended 
from those forcibly converted by the 
Turks, yet still fervent for Islam. 

We weep as we see the despair amid 
daughter on television. We delude our¬ 
selves if we think the outside world can 
provide a permanent solution, other 
than by stationing an international force 
of half a million for at least 30 years, 
which it won’t Popular sentiment mom¬ 
entarily favours intervention, until other 
mass tragedies on television shift the 
focus. It is the duty of President Clinton 
and John Major to resist being sucked in 
to a situation worse than Vietnam, from 
which there will be no gain or exit. 
Humanitarian help, yes, but not one 
British serviceman should be put into 
battle. It may be a disgrace to Europe, 
but those in the former Yugoslavia are 
responsible for it and only they can end 
it Foreigners urging sanctions against 
and aid for, different participants wfll 
only prolong the agony.

WITH anti-Serb sentiment 
growing by the hour, it may be 
surprising to find a blossom¬ 
ing seed of support for one of 
the lesser known institutions 
in the Serbian capital. British 
radio and television personal¬ 
ities have launched a crusade 
to save the Belgrade radio 
station, B92. It is threatened 
by imminent closure because 
of the UN sanctions against 
Serbia. 

Jonathan Dimbleby, Mich¬ 
ael Grade and Nick Ross are 
among many who have 
signed up with the Friends of 
B92, an organisation lobby¬ 
ing the Department of Trade 
and Industry. The group 
wants the small but popular 
station somehow to be spared 
the stringencies of sanctions. 

B92 is run by volunteers 
whose stated mission is "to 
oppose wax with creativity and 
humour". Us staff were found 
recently on the street comers of 
Belgrade handing out “It’s 
spring and I’m in Serbia” 
badges to cheer its population. 
But such gestures are now 
impossible.' Sanctions mean 
costs have quadrupled; basic 


items of equipment, including 
cassette-tapes, are becoming 
almost impossible to obtain, 
and impartial commentary on 
the conflict is jeopardised, say 
the broadcasters. 

Nick Ross, whose Cail Nick 
Ross programme tackled the 
Bosnian crisis yesterday morn¬ 
ing on Radio 4, said support 
for B92 was vital. “So much of 
the violence is ftielled by ab¬ 
surd beliefs and rumours that 
it is vital to have a dispassion¬ 
ate and independent voice on 
the conflict. Sanctions were 
designed to minimise the war. 
but m this case they appear to 
be doing the apposite." he 
said. Dimbleby. the dispas¬ 
sionate voice of the battle- 
scarred BBC, agreed. I’m 
behind them, partly because 
I’m a broadcaster," he ex¬ 
plained. But don't hold your 
breath. He has no plans to 
hand out button badges yet.

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IRON IN THE ASHES 

Lessons from Texas to Washington to us all 
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ago, a fanatical group such as the Branch 
Davidians might have celebrated permiss- 
iven«s and free love, riding the wave of 
imminent social change. Yet the joyless 
family that arose around David Koresh 
sought just the opposite in his evil, exploit¬ 
ative regime: authority, certainty, com¬ 
munity. Denied method elsewhere in their 
lives, his followers found method in his 
^ madness. 

To seek solace in lunacy makes sense only 
when nothing else does. And this is what 
Americans fear that their most treasured 
institutions are bankrupt that their freedom 
has turned to riot, and that the moral 
revolution of the 1 960s has finally tom out 
society's deepest roots. Under the heading 
“No Guardrails”, the Wall Street Journal 
argued in a leading article last month that 
the gunning down of an abortion doctor in 
Florida perfectly captured the extent of the 
degeneracy. Across the political spectrum, 
the newspaper argued, there has been a 
profound shift “away from community and 
family rules of conduct and toward more 
autonomy, more personal Independence. As 
to limits, you set your own.” 

^ So great was the public response to this 
thesis that the Journal reprinted the piece in 
a full-page advertisement in the New York 
Times. The precise H aim that the birthplace 
of the new amorality was the 1968 
Democrat National Convention, when 
established politicians mingled with anti- 
Vietnam dissidents, was fiercely challenged 
— and with force. Yet in many other respects 
the Journal's jeremiad shuck a deep chord. 
The ringing should be heard on both sidles 
of the Atlantic. Although the 1960s heralded 
much' that was positive, the massive increase 
in soda] freedom that began in that decade 
has not been an unallo^d gain. Faith in 
freedom is the root of democracy, but 
freedoms arbitrarily bestowed have been the 
prison bare of hopelessness. • • 

With Bill Clinton in the White Ho&se, the 
American mood may be beginning^ grasp 
that truth more folly. Party politics is quieter. 
Among liberals and conservatives alike the 
unsayable can for a while be more easily . 
said: that for example, it is the underclass, 
rather than the liberal intelligentsia, that has 
paid the price for permissive legislation and 
the tearing down of moral boundaries; that 
in America, children in single-parent fam¬ 
ilies are six times as likely to be poor and two 
to three times as likely to have psychological 
problems; that a disproportionate number of 
them drop out of high school, become drug 
addicts or break the law. 

This grim litany of statistics prompted The 
Atlantic Monthly this month to prodaim 
™ provocatively that “Dan Quayie was right”. 
Last year, the Republican convention’s 
emphasis upon family values was judged to 
be the tactical error for which George Bush 
(not to mention Mr Quayie) paid die 
ultimate electoral price. Less than six 
months after the Republicans’ defeat in the 
polls, the moral battle that the New Right 
launched has returned and is no longer 
being fought on party political Iines. 
Millions of Americans now crave a defi¬ 
nition of “family” in which they can better 
believe. 


all the more deeply about the impact of the 
1960s upon the 1990s. As the successful 
product himself of a angle-parent family, he 
has his own reasons to take a lea d in the 
debate that is fast moving up from behind 
the headlines. 

We in Britain should not be left behind. 
Yesterday the bereaved relatives of those 
many slain in the Waco fire mourned their 
loss and must have wondered what un¬ 
satisfied yearnings persuaded their loved 
ones to stand by a madman. This strange 
Texan tragedy must become our tragedy too. 
No less than in America, the ashes of Waco 
should encourage re-evaluation of the in¬ 
stitutions and conventions that are supposed 
to bind our society together but have ceased 
to do so. Here, too, the permissive legislation 
of the 1960s has conspired with the fierce 
individualism of the 1980s to erode the 
notion of civilised restraint When Baroness 
Thatcher said there was no such thing as soc¬ 
iety, she meant that individuals should seek 
support in their families and neighbour¬ 
hoods. Sadly, dial message has been lost the 
underclass has grown and the institution of 
the family has become more ramshackle. 

Subcultures and religious sects will some¬ 
times grow in societies that are excessively 
repressive. But they have all too dearly 
prospered in this atmosphere of uncertainty 
and moral restlessness whose symbols are 
the teenage joyrider and the New Age 
traveller. Weak and listless government has 
fuelled contempt for the law. The teachers’ 
boycott of national curriculum tests is just the 
latest example. The Church is as war-weary 
as it was in November when the General 
Synod approved the ordination of women 
priests. Youthful lawlessness drives the 
government into one panic measure after 
another. As die pillars appear to totter, 
political thinkers are dusting down their 
copies of Hobbes to see howa new Leviathan 
might be constr u cted. 

That is not the answer. The guardrails will 
be rebuilt not by bureaucrats but by Burke’s 
little platoons — families, parents, employ¬ 
ers. churches and local groups. Oddly 
perhaps, the best hope of reconstruction lies 
with die very generation that tore the rails 
down in die first place. As the forceful “baby 
boomers" bom between 1946 and 1961 
come of age, they wifi demand a society in 
which they can grow old, in which their 
children will be well educated, and in which 
the streets are safe. That demographic 
pressure will play a powerful part in the 
politics of the next decades. 

For British politicians who aspire to be 
statesmen rather than placemen there is 
much to do. After 14 years of dithering and 
conflict they must build an education 
system which actively propagates the core 
values, language and literature that bind 
together a truly multi-cultural society. They 
must urge the churches—however minor— 
to assume moral responsibility and to affirm 
respect for law. Above all. they must actively 
defend the concept of family, encourage 
those who shoulder their familial responsib¬ 
ilities and penalise those who do not For 
Western leaders, the application of these fire- 
hardened truths could scarcely be more . 
difficult or more pressing.

The new Globe must be a stage for theatre not bardolatiy 


This week-end, after an interval of three- 
and-a-half centuries, the players are staging 
Shakespeare again at the Globe. Their play 
is The Merry Wives of Windsor in German, 
by an all-male company, in modem dress.

The little festival on the site this week is to 
prodaim that the end is in sight — the 
wooden O is rising again above its 
foundations on the South Bank — and to 
drum up more publicity and cash, exercises 
with which Shakespeare too was familiar. 

It is not even inappropriate that they are 
playing the Protean playwright in German 
this week Because of their fine t ran slations, 
Germans since Goethe have regarded 
Shakespeare as an honorary German, in die 
same way that it is smart to prefer the 
English versions of Proust to the original. 
And Shakespeare’s verse does go better into 
German than French, where Thrift Hora¬ 
tio, thrift" comes out with banality as “De 
l’tamomie, Horace, de I’&onomie". 

ft is important that the new Globe 
becomes a centre for productions of ever- 
living Shakespeare, not a museum or a 
Falstaffland theme-park Shakespeare him¬ 
self would have welcomed many of the 
wonders of modem stage technology. Pro¬ 
vided the eminent theatrical directors of die 
Globe remember that the play[s the thing, 
this resurrected cockpit will be big enough to 
hold the vasty fields of France, and the rest of 
the globe foal Shakespeare put on stage. The 
new Globe can be an ornament for all 
seasons, even though those unfortunates in 
the pit will still be rained upon. London 
needs more live Shakespeare in all styes and 
stagings, not more bardolatiy or pious 
antiquarianism, however authentic.

The reality of intervention in Bosnia Faith and tension within the Church 


From Mr David Fryce-Jones 

Sir, In plain language, Simon Jen¬ 
kins is saying (articles, April 14 and 
17) that foreigners know no better 
than to murder each other, and 
therefore can only be left to get on 
with it. This used to be known as the 
'’Little Englander" attitude. 

To establish that it is also real- 
polirik, Mr Jenkins cane in aid the 
events of Beirut in 1982. when 
Western troops landed but were 
evacuated a year later. 

Peace arrived, he writes, when 
“Lebanon’s factions final fy exhausted 
themselves". Far from it. peace was 
imposed by a massive and purposeful 
armed intervention from Syria. The 
resulting pax syriana exposed the 
weak will and token gestures of the 
West 

Arguments for human and moral 
surrender can usually be dressed up as 
realpolitik, and Mr Jenkins does so 
with passionate casuistry. Thai is for 
him and his conscience. Whether he 
correctly assesses realpolitik is quite 
another question. 

I Had the Serbs been met with 
equivalent force a year ago. the 
Bosnian calamity would have been 
prevented. Serbs have similar ethnic 
or territorial aspirations in Kosovo 
and Macedonia, which they may try 
to realise next. 

All over the former Soviet Union, 
would-be imitators of Milosevic are 
calculating whether they can rely on 
blind ones and turned backs to carry 
out aggression in pursuit of power. Is 
it realpolitik to suppose that murder 
is just their local business? 

Are not the events of this century 
already sufficient evidence that Little 
Englanders, like die rest of us. in the 
end have to do — at far greater risk 
and cost — what could and should 
have been done earlier?

Sir. The current discussion by church¬ 
men and non-churchmen over the 
fate of those Church of England 
dergy and their congregations who 
are unable to accept the ordination of 
women to the priesthood may give the 
impression that ir is onty certain of 
those within the Anglo-Catholic wing 
of the Church who have a dflemma. 
There are at the same time many 
evangelical Anglicans who are not 
able to reconcile the accessibility of the 
priesthood to women in the Church 
with the teaching of Scripture. 

For us the Roman option is dearly 
unthinkable and there is no serious 
denominational alternative. Our di¬ 
lemma is that we believe fully that the 
Church of England, though less than 
perfect, is by virtue of its adherence to 
the Catholic creeds, the 39 Articles 
and the Book of Common Prayer, the 
nearest one is likely to achieve on 
earth to a balanced biblical church 
order. This we do not wish to 
abandon. 

Some of us also feel that the present 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
comes from among us, shows us scant 
sympathy. We too have the possibility 
of dedaring “no go" status to our 
parishes as far as women priests are 
concerned, but that cannot be what 
any serious Christian in our Church 
really wants to see. 

For myself as a lay reader, the issue 
will become fully pertinent only when 
the first woman bishop is consecrated, 
as must inevitably follow. The same 
political pressures that have accompa¬ 
nied the present issue must make that 
litety to be sooner rather than later.

Sll a P?^ abiUt y- com bined with 
his formidable capacity for analytical 
thought, made him a hero for a 
generation of experimental psychcAo- 
gas. For the layman in a modem 
industrial society, his most interest* 
mg conclusions will be found in 
topics such as the effects of noise on 
people at work: the effect of loss of 
employment on health; and the 
ability of the human nervous system 
to rope with complex instrument 
displays such as those found on 
aircraft flight decks. 

Broad bent was a major figure in 
applied experimental psychology for 
over forty years. During this period 
he promoted an approach to psychol¬ 
ogy that integrated attempts to solve 
practical problems with rigorous 
experimentation and sophisticated 
theorising. His achievements speak 
for themselves in his books and 
papers, which have had a major 
impact on many different areas erf 
psychology. He also supervised other 
psychologists, many of whom have 
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become influential figures world¬ 
wide. 

Donald Erie Broadbent was edu¬ 
cated at Winchester and Pembroke 
College. Cambridge. In between 
school and university he spent time in 
the RAF and when he joined the 
Medical Research Council’s Applied 
Psychology Unit in 1949 he began 
research on topics which were press¬ 
ing practical problems at the time. 


Research on the effects of noise on 
performance efficiency was his first 
job and he retained an interest in this 
area for forty years. This research was 
not only of immense practical rele¬ 
vance, but also had a great influence 
on die way his views on attention and 
cognitive function developed. 

His research on noise was not 
confined solely to the laboratory but 
involved studies in the workplace and 


impressed psychologists as well as 
researches from other disciplines. 
Without his contribution, noise re¬ 
search would today largely be con¬ 
cerned with the effects of noise on 
hearing and communication, while 
other, non-auditory effects on perfor¬ 
mance and safety, might well have 
been ignored. 

Broadbent is best known for his 
work on selective attention and his 
first book. Perception and Communi¬ 
cation (1958). has been one of the 
most influential books in psychology 
for more than thirty years. In 1958. 
he was appointed director of the 
Applied Psychology Unit at Cam¬ 
bridge. and held the post until 1974. 
During this time the Cambridge unit 
became one of the most influential 
groups in the world. 

This was achieved by a combina¬ 
tion of excellent science and 
Broadbent’s ability to promote app¬ 
lied psychology, both through his 
personal example and by his service 
on a number of national committees. 
These included the Medical Re¬ 
search Council, the Social Science 
Research Council, foe Science and 
Engineering Research Council, the 
British Psychological Society and the 
Ergonomics Research Society. In 
1968 his achievements earned him 
election to fellowship of the Royal 
Society. 

In 1974 Broadbent moved to the 
Department of Experimental Psy¬ 
chology at Oxford. There, as a 
member of foe Medical Research 
Council's external staff, he could 
devote more of his time directly to 
research. He worked with a small 
team on some of his established 
interests, such as the effects of noise. 
He also developed new areas of 
interest; notable among these was his 


longterm aim of examining the 
relationship between ihe nature of 
jobs, cognitive strategies and psycho¬ 
logical and physical wefl-being. 
Again, this research involved labora¬ 
tory studies, objective measurements 
of mental functioning, and field 
studies, using questionnaires such as 
the cognitive failures questionnaire, 
which was designed to measure 
failures of memory, attention and 
motor functioning. 

This was an" extremely happy 
period for him; he was able to 
collaborate more closely with his wife, 
Margaret, and was free to examine 
spedfic issues in great depth. In 
addition, his encyclopaedic know¬ 
ledge of experimental psychology 
was matched by his enthusiasm for 
new developments in areas such as 
cognitive science. Collectively, the 
corpus of his experimental studies 
and theoretical papers made a 
massive contribution to foe develop¬ 
ment of psychology. 

In the inaugural Broadbent lecture 
for the British Psychological Society 
in 1991 he died Mao’s dictum of 
"continuous revolution" as a model 
for science. It was characteristic of 
him to view the future as a time of 
change, rather than as an opportuni¬ 
ty for complacency. Also, rather than 
ponder past glories, he looked to the , 
time ahead, transmitting to his 1 
audience the enthusiasm and plea- 1 
sure of his work. Generations hence¬ 
forth will feel his impact. 

He married first, in 1949, Marga¬ 
ret Elizabeth Wright, by whom he 
had two daughters. This marriage 
was dissolved in 1972 and he 
married Margaret Gregory in the 
same year. She and one of the 
daughters of his first marriage sur¬ 
vive him. 


RABBI JOSEPH SOLOVEITCHIK 


Rabbi Joseph 
Soloveftchik died in 
Brookline. Boston, 
Massachusetts, on April 8 
aged 90. He was born in 
Pruzhan Poland, on 
February 27,1903. 

THE American Rabbi Joseph 
Soloveitchik was acknowl¬ 
edged as one of the leading 
exponents of Jewish law in 
modem times, yet was essen¬ 
tially a lonely figure in the 
Jewish firmament despite the 
thousands of people who 
crowded his famous annual 
lectures at Yeshiva University, 
New York. The four-hour 
lectures, on foe anniversary of 
his father’s death, were just 
part of his remarkable tenure 
as Professor of Talmudic and 
Jewish Philosophy at the uni¬ 
versity’s theological seminary 
and graduate school. 

He was visited in New York 
and Boston by Israeli prime 
ministers David Ben-Gurion 
and Levi EshkoL His advice 
was sought by Israeli Chief 
Rabbi Shlomo Goren on con¬ 
tentious issues which rocked 
Israeli society, notably the case 
of the Langer twins in 1972. 
The son and daughter of a 
Holocaust survivor’s remar¬ 
riage were in danger of being 
declared ineligible for Jewish 
marriage because the miracu¬ 
lous survival of their mother’s 
first husband, who had been 
thought killed, rendered her 
second marriage, without di¬ 


vorce. adulterous. 

Although foe case was de¬ 
rided in favour of the "nor¬ 
mal" Jewish status of the 
Langers. who were champi¬ 
oned by Moshe Dayan, there 
were complaints from influen¬ 
tial Orthodox sections that 
Goren had been coerced into' 
undermining foe whole struc¬ 
ture of rabbinic law. 
Soloveitchik issued a ringing 
endorsement of Goren's com¬ 
passionate derision. 

His involvement in this and 
other aspects of Israeli politics 
was ironic in view of his belief 
that religion and party politics 
did not mix. After refusing to 
be pressed into service as 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi in 
1960 because he feared to be a 
servant of the state, he advised 
the National Religious Party 
in the 1970s on its attitude to 
the “Who is a Jew?" crisis 
(which then referred to women 
converted under American 
Reform Judaism and not the 
influx of Russian Jews) and on 
the strength of Israel's claim to 
foe West Bank (he thought its 
retention not worth putting 
lives at risk). 

The scion of two great east 
European rabbinical families, 
he had been under consider¬ 
ation as Chief Rabbi of Tel 
Aviv as early as 1935—on his 
only visit to what was then 
Palestine — and was suggest¬ 
ed as Chief Rabbi of the 
United Hebrew Congrega¬ 
tions of foe British Common¬ 


wealth in succession, to Dr 
Israel Brodie in 1964 but 
refused to allow his name to go 
forward. 

He was given his Jewish 
education by his scholar 
father. Rabbi Moshe 
Soloveitchik. His grandfather, 
Rabbi Hayim Soloveitchik. of 
Brisk (Brest-Litovsk) was 
known as foe Brisker rabbi 
His maternal grandfather 
headed the Vofoznyn yeshiva 
(Jewish academy). His mother 
encouraged his secular educar 
tion and be studied philoso¬ 
phy at Beilin University, 
gaining his doctorate in 1930. 
He was deeply influenced by 
foe teaching of neo-Kantian¬ 
ism under Heinrich Maier 
and combined Talmudic and 
philosophical terms and 
principles. 

He married Tonya Lewit. 
herself a PhD of Jena, in 

1930. They moved with their 
newborn son to the US in 

1931, settling in a suburb of 
Boston, where he remained as 
Orthodox rabbi and commut¬ 
ed for work to New York. 

Soloveitchik’s father bad 
also emigrated and was ap¬ 
pointed professor of Talmudic 
and Jewish Philosophy at'foe 
Rabbi Isaac Ekfoanan Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, affiliated to 
Yeshiva University. When he 
died in 1941, he was succeed¬ 
ed by his son. who is estimated 
to have ordained over 2.0Q0 
rabbis in four decades of 
service. 


He was acknowledged as a 
towering authority in Jewish 
law, in the Lithuanian tradi¬ 
tion, with huge depths of 
knowledge and scope erf schol¬ 
arship. He introduced psy¬ 
chology and philosophy to the 
seminary's cumculum. In ad¬ 
dition to Talmudic studies. He 
was consulted nationally 00 
mental health and social is¬ 
sues and represented Jewish 
interests on foe humane 
slaughter of animals. 

Although active in interfaitb 
issues at a practical level, he 
was deeply suspicious of ecu¬ 
menism, seeing it as a play to 
convert Jews. He thought it 
"utterly absurd? to seek theo¬ 
logical unity between religions 
which were distinct entities 
and objected to Pope Paul VPs 
1 964 statement on foe Jews, 
which he studied in its Latin 
draft. All he asked from foe 
Church was a dear statement 
of the Jews’ inalienable rights 
as human beings. ‘ 

Although his' packed lec¬ 
tures were taped for transcrip¬ 
tion by his students, he himself 
wrote and published little. His 
major autobiographical essay. 
The Lonely Man of Faith 
(1965) described his internal 
struggle with ideas for perfec¬ 
tion and partnership with 
God But be questioned 
whether he could say anything 
to a functional utilitarian 
society. 

Essentially a modest man. 
he aimed to impart knowledge 




rather than inspire imitation, 
and readily admitted the force 
and benefit of Western cul¬ 
ture. His synthesis of Jewish 
scholarship and Orthodox 
practice with an openness to 
genera] society made him a 
natural leader of what is now 


known as Jewish modem 
orthodoxy. 

After foe death of his wife in 
1967, Yeshiva University re¬ 
named its high school for girls 
in her honour. He leaves a 
son, who Is a rabbi, and two 
daughters married to rabbis. 


WALLACE 

STEGNER 


Wallace Stegner, 
American novelist, 
university teacher, editor 
and short story writer, 
died in Santa Fe. New 
Mexico, on April 13 aged 
84. He was born in Lake 
Mills, Iowa, on February 
18,1909. 

FOR all that Wallace Stegner 
loved foe American West, 
making it almost the sole focus 
of a literary career that 
spanned fifty years and pro¬ 
duced more than two dozen 
novels, historical works, and 
collections of stories and es¬ 
says, he had few illusions 
about foe mythology of his 
subject 

"The West does not need to 
explore its myths much fur- 
then it has already relied on 
them too long," he told a 
reporter in 1981. “The West is 
politically reactionary and ex¬ 
ploitative: admit it The West 
as a whole is guilty of 
inexplicable crimes against 
foe land: admit that too. The 
West is rootless, culturally half- 
baked. So be it” Nonetheless, 
he still saw the West as "the 
New World’s last chance to be 
something better: the only 
American society still mallea¬ 
ble enough to be formed.” 

The frontier heritage of 
unbounded optimism had 
vanished by the time Stegner 
arrived on the literary scene in 
the 1930s. But he found thai it 
had left behind what he 
described as "a respect for foe 
heroic virtues: fortitude, reso¬ 
lution. magnanimity." It was 
these qualities, along with a 
healthy scepticism, that in¬ 
formed all his work, separat¬ 
ing it from the despair and 
alienation found in many of 
his contemporaries. His char¬ 
acters, though a far cry from 
the stereotypical bar-room 
beauties and lean heroic cow¬ 
boys. seemed propelled by the 
author’s conviction "that man. 
even modem man, has some 
dignity if he will assume ft." 

The son of Scandinavian 
immigrants, Stegner spent the 
first 12 years of his life moving 
around the north-western 
states and Saskatchewan, 
where he got to know the 
curious blend of drifters, cow¬ 
boys and cockneys, who settled 
on the Canadian frontier. (He 
later celebrated this pioneer 
community, already begin¬ 
ning to be swamped by 
smalltown respectability, in 
Wolf Willow.) The family fi¬ 
nally came to rest in Salt Lake 
City, where Stegner graduated 
from the University of Utah in 
1930, obtaining a PhD in 
1935. 

In 1934 Stegner began a 
dual career as university teach¬ 
er and professional writer that 
was to last for most of his life. 
His first published works were 
short stories and novellas, one 
of which. Remembering 
Laughter, won him foe 
$2,500 Little. Brown Prize in 
1937. It was not until 1943 
that he tried a full-length 
novel a sprawling family 
chronicle of life on foe north¬ 
west frontier and foe Ameri- 






can Dream gone wrong, enti¬ 
tled 77ie Big Rock Candy 
Mountain. 

The book won critical ac¬ 
claim and Stegner plunged 
into a long series of works"on 
foe pioneer experience in 
America, displaying a strong 
concern for the fragility of foe 
environment and for foe treat¬ 
ment of foe men and women 
who went WesL He wrote of 
racial and religious intoler¬ 
ance towards immigrants 
and, in a temporary departure 
from his Western fixation, 
produced The Preacher and 
the Slave, a notable biograph¬ 
ical novel on the life of Joe 
Hill, the American trade 
union leader executed by fir¬ 
ing squad in 1916. 

In 1964, long before foe 
subject became fashionable. 
Stegner was comparing foe 
way Americans were learning 
about the environment to foe 
apocryphal story of foe boy 
who twisted the mule’s tail: 
"he isn’t as pretty as he once 
was. but he knows more.” In 
an essay in the Saturday 
Review he wrote: “There is 
nothing in foe history of the 
West that indicates any great 
concern for foe environment, 
or for foe renewability and 
sustainability of the economy, 
nor for the labour force used m 
that exploitation. Those are all 
serious mistakes." 

Stegner’s old-fashioned re¬ 
alist prose exuded optimism 
and human decency and for 
decades this led him to be 
regarded as little more than a 
very readable amateur histori¬ 
an and a competent novelist. 
Although it took some time for 
his particular style to really 
come back into vogue, he 
collected his share of prizes 
along foe way. 

For his short stories., which 
he continued to write through¬ 
out his career, he won 
O. Henry Awards in 1942. 
1950 and 1954. He was 
awarded the 1972 Pulitzer 
Prize for fiction for his novel 
Angle of Repose, and foe 
National Book Award for his 
1976 novel. The Spectator 
Bird. Stegner’s latest collection 
of essays. Where the Bluebird 
Sings to the Lemonade 
Springs: Living and Writing 
in the West, published in 
1992, was nominated for foe 
National Book Critics Circle 
Award. 

Wallace Stegner Is survived 
by his wife Mary and one son.

WOliam John Palmer, CBE. former 
judge in India. Nigeria and the Galt 
died on March 29 aged 83. He was 
born on April 25,1909. 

WILLIAM Palmer’s career spanned foe 
last decades of the British Raj in India, 
the twilight of Britain’s imperial role in 
Africa and foe final act in Britain’s 
withdrawal from “East of Suez" in the 
early 1970s. 

He was educated at Pate's Grammar 
School, Cheltenham, and Christ's Coll¬ 
ege. Cambridge, before being called to 
the Bar. In 1932 he joined the Indian 
Civil Service, becoming, in 1945. Chief 
Presidency Magistrate in Calcutta. 

Following Indian independence in 
1947 he joined the Colonial Legal Service 
in Nigeria in 1950. By the end of foe 
1950s foe tide of African independence 
was flowing strongly and the European 
empires were in full retreat. President de 
Gaulle had granted freedom to 14 
French African territories and it was 
inconceivable that Nigeria, the most

DISASTER 

SAN FRANCISCO. April 20. 10.30 AM. 

While the fire fighters were making an 
beroic stand in Van Nessavemie a panic 
reigned in other parts of the city. Since the 
early morning, when a great rush of flames 
threatened to overwhelm the apartment house 
district along Ellis. O'Farrefl and Sutter 
Streets, the people haw been staggering 
under their household goods towards the 
ferries. It is necessaiy to walk seven miles to 
the hills and then round to the water front in 
order to avoid the fue ante; and during this 
journey many refugees, weakened by ihira, 
hunger, and exposure, have fallen exhausted, 
their friends trying to lift them up and urge 
them forward.

Not only were there large 
resident communities of Europeans and 
non-Muslim Indians, but there were also 
substantial numbers of transients in the 
form of sailors and oiktrillere.

Halewood. Merseyside, the 
sole European source for the 
Escort van. added a car¬ 
exporting programme and 
was rewarded with sales of 
30,000 vehicles overseas, 
about 16 per cent of produc¬ 
tion. More than half the Fiesta 
cars and vans made at Dagen¬ 
ham were exported, thanks 
partly to good sales of the new 
Courier van. Transit van and 
bus exports meant that 37 per 
cent of Southampton’s output 
went abroad. 

Radiators from Basildon, 
axles from Swansea and trans¬ 
missions from Halewood were 
also in demand. 

Vanxhail has also concen¬ 
trated more efforts on the 
European market to take up 
slack from UK production. 
The company sold a record 
11,654 vehicles last year, an 
8.8 per cent increase on the 
previous year. Exports now 
account for 37 per cent of 
UK output Sales are going 
as far afield as Singapore 
and New Zealand, where 
there is a demand for right- 
hand drive vehides. 

Nissan in northeast Eng¬ 
land is also selling more to 
Asia, even to Japan. Hatch¬ 
back versions of some models 
are not as popular in Japan as 
they are in Europe, so produc¬ 
tion there is not warranted. In¬ 
stead, cars are shipped from 
Sunderland. A spokesman 
says: “The cars say on the wing 
that they are made in the UK 


and cany the Union Jack so 
that anyone buying them 
knows where they have come 
from. It is tremendous for our 
staff to know that we have 
reached the quality standards 
expected in Japan." 

Exporting to Eastern Eu¬ 
rope is a small but growing 
outlet for Nissan. The spokes¬ 
man adds: “We sell fewer than 
10.000 cars there but what is 
important is to have a wide 
spread of markets for stability 
when some markets turn 
down." With sales depressed 
in the UK. exports have hit 90 
per cent of production, al¬ 
though Nissan regards just 
over 80 per cent as more 
realistic in the longer term. 

In 1991. exports accounted 
for 112.700 of the 124.500 
cars produced. Total sales rose 
to 179,000 last year, with 
157.234 leaving tire country. 
Those figures put Nissan 14th 
among top UK export earners 
in 1991 with sales worth £695 
million and Nissan believes it 
was in the fop ten last year.

aterham Cars res¬ 
cued the Super Sev¬

The technology award has 
been won for a river radar 
system developed since 1988 
to comply with rigorous speci¬ 
fications for Rhine naviga-

tional aids: The radar system 
must be able to distinguish 
between small targets at spe¬ 
cific distances. 

The RSR1000 developed fay 
Hughes gives a greatly im¬ 
proved reading at the critical 
short ranges. Uniform bright¬ 
ness across the screen during 
daylight or at night was 
achieved by using special 


circuits. RSRJ000 has cap¬ 
tured a quarter of the market 
on the Rhine and Danube, 
providing Hughes with £1 
million a year in income, and 
is gaining favour in Eastern 
Europe. It is the fifth Queen’s 
Award for Hughes. 

The award to foe Smiths 
Industries’ aerospace unit at 
Cheltenham follows seven 


years work on a display that 
provides a full colour moving 
map visible in direct sunlight 
or total darkness. Cathode ray 
tube technology used earlier 
was not bright enough for use 
in sunlight, could not produce 
fine detail and interfered with 
pilots' night vision goggles. 

Since it went into produc¬ 
tion in 1989, more than 1,000 
have been fitted to aircraft 
such as the vertical takeoff 
British Aerospace Harrier 
and its US version. 

The improvement in opera¬ 
tional efficiency was demon¬ 
strated on the front line in the 
Gulf War. A display is being 
developed for the Eurofighter 
2000. 

The display can be used for 
1.600 operating hours be¬ 
tween servicing compared 
with 400 hoars for the old 
displays.

T wo of the winners of 
the new environmen¬ 
tal achievement sec¬ 
tion scored double 
awards: each also won awards 
for export achievement They 
are Johnson Matthev’s cata¬ 
lytic systems division, whose 
products are used to dean up 
vehicle exhausts and Pilking- 
ion Glass, which has produced 
a special glass that sharply 
reduces heat loss. 

Among the dozen com¬ 
panies that won green awards 
were two biotedinology organ¬ 
isations. a vehide engine mak¬ 
er and a manufacturer of 
photocopier drums. 

What has been dubbed a 
“biological Exocet” — a primi¬ 
tive worm which feeds on 
insect larvae — has earned a 
joint award for the govern¬ 
ment-backed Horticulture Re¬ 
search International (HRI) 
and. in the private sector, the 
Agricultural Genetics Com¬ 
pany (AGC). 

The worms supplant the use 
of synthetic pesticides in 
greenhouses, particularly 
against the larvae of the black 
vine weevil, sdarid Hies and 
mushroom flies. 

H RI. based at Wellesboume 
in Warwick, has won two 
previous Queen's Awards for 
technological achievement 
The problem faced with the 
worms was to produce them tn 
commercial quantities and 
this was achieved by HRI by 
developing a fluid diet regi¬ 
men to grow them. The worms

are sized at 20 microns, which 
means that a teaspoon could 
hold about half a million of 
them. 

The worms attack insect 
larvae in soil, burrowing into 
them, then "exploding" out of 
the remaining shell. 

AGCs MiaoBio subsidiary, 
based at Thriplow. Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, has pioneered the 
identification of useful, natu¬ 
rally occurring organisms and 
their development into envi¬ 
ronmentally acceptable prod¬ 
ucts. 

Dr Peter Irtnes, director, 
said that bropestiddes account 
for barely half of plant protec- 
don worldwide. 

However, dramatic growth 
in the use of the friendly 
biopestiddes is now expected, 
and MicroBio is wefl placed to 
take advantage of such a 
development 

Ricoh UK. at Telford. 
Shropshire, spent three years 
perfecting a key component 
for photocopiers which has 
brought benefits to the envi¬ 
ronment and achieved a 
cheaper process. The “green¬ 
ing" of the process was in 
supplanting the use of ozone- 
depleting CFC solvents, plus a 
recycling which saved both 
selenium and aluminium. 

The new component is a 
selenium-coated aluminium 
drum used in plain paper 
copiers produced by Ricoh, 
which is a subsidiary of Ja¬ 
pan's Ricoh group. The UK 
subsidiary largely designed

R icardo Consulting 
Engineeers, of 
S horeham-by-Sea. 

West Sussex, already 
a past winner of a technology 
award, won an environmental 
award for the effective com¬ 
mercial application of a tum¬ 
bling air motion system for 
use in mass produced vehide 
engines. 

Its green effect is consider¬ 
able. It cuts production of 
carbon dioxide and hydrocar¬ 
bons by IS per cent and 
carbon monoxide by 25 per 
cent in some engines. 

The system also improves 
efficiency, slashing fud con¬ 
sumption typically tty 5 per 
cent 

BEWT (Water Engineers), 
an effluent treatment special¬ 
ists, has developed an ap¬ 
proach to recovering metals 
from the waste from electron¬ 
ics manufacture. Hitherto, this 
was dealt with by total-loss 
methods now discredited as 
environmental concerns have 
risen. 

An electrolysis system is 
used to recover the metals but 
development has avoided dif¬ 
fusion problems with such a 
system. Metal concentrations 
in final residual solutions have 
been reduced to as little as 0.1 
pans per million. It means 
metal recovery rates are 99 per 
cent or more 

Kerry Ultrasonics, of 
Hitdiin. Hertfordshire, which 
is pan of the Halma group, 
gains an award for its system 
of ultrasonic cleaning for a 
wide variety of industries in¬ 
cluding electronics and the 
optical industry. The method 
supplants old ones using CFCs 
that affect the ozone layer.

THE government racked up 
a record £9.5 billion public 
sector borrowing require 
ment in March, pushing the 
PSBR for the fall fiscal year 
£1.5 billion above the fore¬ 
cast in the Budget only a 
month ago. 

The cumulative PSBR for 
the whole year totalled £36.5 
billioa compared with the 
forecast in the Budget of £35.1 
billioa This compares with a 
PSBR in 1991-2 of £13.8 
billion, providing a measure 
of the devastating effect that 
the recession, coupled with 
higher public spending and 
tax cuts in the 1980s, has had 
on public finances. 

Without the proceeds of 
privatisation, w hich totalled 
£8.1 billion in 1992-3. the 
PSBR would have been £44.6 
billioa In March alone, the 
PSBR was cut by £1.4 billion 
as the government received 
£1.4 billioa largely from the 
sale of shares in BT. 

The Treasury moved swiftly 
to dispel the thought that the 
worse-than-expeoed March 
figure justified an upward 
revision in the official forecast 
of a PSBR for this financial 
year of £50 billion, or 8 per 
cent of gross domestic product 
Stephen DorrelL financial sec¬ 
retary to the Treasury, said: 
‘There’s nothing in today's 
figures which would lead me 
to substantially revise the bor¬ 
rowing projections we’ve 
made for the year just 
starting." 

The PSBR for March last 
year was £6.4 billion. The 
markets had been forecasting 
£8 bDlion for last month. 

It is ironic that the PSBR 
total for the year was dose to 
the projection contained in the 
Autumn Statement last year of 
£37 billion, subsequently re¬ 
vised down by £2 billion in die 


■ The PSBR for the last financial year

Budget The Treasury app¬ 
ears to have been caught out 
by its own optimism that the 
PSBR was set to undershoot 
Simon Briscoe, senior UK 
economist at Midland Global 
Markets, guesses that depart¬ 
ments that may have found 
themselves spending below 
budget made up for h by. 
spending in other areas in die 
last month of the fiscal year. 

The Treasury said that pub¬ 
lic corporation spending had 
overshot forecasts by £200 
million. local authority spend¬ 
ing by £300 million and 
receipts had undershot by 
£200 million. Inter-depart¬ 
mental outlays in March were 
about £800 million higher 
than expected, half of that due 
to a transfer from the govem- 


Tempus. 
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ment to the EC that is difficult 
to predict 

Although the March figure 
was an initial shock for finan¬ 
cial markets, the news was 
absorbed wife little alarm. 
The government bond mar¬ 
ket. which is most sensitive to 
PSBR figures because it is 
substantially the sale of gilts 
that has to fund the deficit, 
ended only ’/« of a point 
down. The main culprit for the 
overshoot appeared to be cen¬ 
tral government spouting, 
which jumped an extraortti- 
naiy 30 per cent in March 
compared with the same 
month a year ago. Over the 
course of the year as a whole, 
net departmental outlays were 
13 percent higher than a year 
earlier. 


Michael Saunders, of Salo¬ 
mon Brothers, said: These 
figures do not suggest public 
spending is out of control, 
merely that departments are 
not prepared to underspend 
their budgets. Nevertheless, it 
remains right to emphasise a 
firm tine on public spending 
over the next year." 

On the revenue side, income 
tax and VAT payments held 
up relatively well, apparently 
underscoring evidence of a 
modest but steady improve¬ 
ment in consumer spending. 

Corporation tax receipts, 
however, were down 13.4 per 
cent from a year ago, high- j 
lighting “tiie enfeebled state of j 
corporate profitability," ac¬ 
cording to John. Mainland of 
UBS. 

□ Manufacturers are invest¬ 
ing in capital equipment to 
support innovation at the 
healthiest rate since 1989, 
according to a joint survey by 
the Confederation of British 
Industry and National West¬ 
minster Bank. -Die -results 
show that 40 per cent more 
manufacturers reported in¬ 
creases than foils in this cate¬ 
gory of investment in 1992. 

Looking ahead. 25 per cent 
more films said they expected 
to raise rather than cut capital 
spending on innovation in the 
year ahead and 37 per cent 
more expected to increase 
rather than reduce their 
spending on research and 
development 

However, despite these posi¬ 
tive signs, companies still said 
they expected capital spending 
would not rise significantly in 
1993 and most non-manufac¬ 
turers predicted a foil from 
1992 levels. 



Attali admonished: The European Bank chief bows to pressure on spending

THE European Bank Tor Re¬ 
construction and Develop¬ 
ment is ro mend ns ways. 

It has yielded ro pressure 
from donor governments an¬ 
gered by allegations of exces¬ 
sive spending on iLs head¬ 
quarters and staff. The bank 
has agreed to tighten financial 
controls and to provide better 
insight into how its money is 
used. 

Word of the board’s deci¬ 
sion came in a statement 
yesterday from Theo Waigel. 
the German finance minister 
and EBRD chairman, after he 
had personally admonished 
Jacques Attali, the bank's 
high-profile president, over 
the damage done to the 
London-based institution’s 
image and over its lack of cost- 
consciousness. 

Henning Christophersen. 
the EC finance commissioner, 
condemned EBRD spending 
in the European Parliament 
in Strasbourg. Officials said 
there was mounting pressure 
in Brussels for changes in 
senior personnel at the bank. 
John Tomlinson, the British 
Labour MEP. said he fully 
expected calls for the resigna¬ 
tion of M Attali at the EBRD's 
annual meeting, which begins 
on Friday. 

In a 90-minute meeting in 
Bonn. Herr Waigel told M 
Attali that it was necessary for 
the EBRD to pursue a “cost- 
conscious expenditure policy" 
with “greater transparency in 
the planning and implemen¬ 
tation of spending". 

Herr Waigel revealed that 
M Attali and his 23-strong 
board of directors had on 
Monday agreed to important 
steps to improve transparency, 
the control functions of the 
directors and to initiate a 
review of spending by the 
bank’s audit committee, 
“where necessary, bringing in 
external auditors”. 

Although Herr Waigel 
sought to dismiss some of die 
criticism of file EBRD as 
unwarranted, saying the two- 
year-old institution had 
achieved a great deal, he made 
dear that a final verdict oould 
only be reached after the 
reports from the audit com¬ 
mittee. Last week. Herr 
Waigel warned M Attali that 
heads would have to roll, if the 
allegations of unjustified ex¬ 
penditure were substantiated. 


Abbey home lending rises 60%

DEMAND for home loans 
increased dramatically in the 
first quarter of the year, ac¬ 
cording to the Abbey Nat¬ 
ional. the second largest 
mortgage lender. However, 
the former building society 
achieved this improvement at 
the expense of other lenders 
through an aggressive market¬ 
ing campaign. 

Sir Christopher Tugbend- 
hat. Abbey's chairman, an¬ 
nounced at the annual 
meeting yesterday that mort¬ 
gage approvals were up 60 per 


cent in the first three months 
of 1993, compared with the 
same period last year. "The 
signs, therefore, are that we 
are experiencing a return to 
higher levels of activity. Eco¬ 
nomic fundamentals, such as 
bouse prices relative to earn¬ 
ings, mean that home- owner¬ 
ship has rarely been more 
affordable." he said. 

The Abbey said it was 
“cautiously optimistic" that 
the recovery was gathering 
momentum. In March, mort¬ 
gage applications had dou¬ 


bled those for the same month 
last year. Abbey also reported 
that its short-term arrears were 
improving and that sales of 
repossessed properties had 
risen. 

Meanwhile the Alliance & 
Leicester Building Society yes¬ 
terday reported that it expects 
1.7 million homeowners will 
move during the next year. 
This compares with 1.1 mil¬ 
lion last year. The fourth 
largest society comes to this 
conclusion after carrying out 
research showing that nearly 


sewn million homeowners 
want to move on. The society 
believes about a quarter of 
these will now oy to do so. 
Peter White, chief executive, 
said: "It is like a dam waiting 
to burst" 

He added: “Our research 
shows that, in most regions of 
the country, for more people 
believe that house prices will 
go up than down, but the 
position is not quite so dear 
about the future direction of 
house prices in London and 
the Midlands."

Broadly, the funds needed to u- 
nance the project wfll have doubted to 
about E\0 billion since the seemmpfy 
conservative 1987 prospectus, which 
enticed more than 600.000 of us to

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IBM profits 
tumble as 
European 
sales fall

IN NEW YORK 

IBM sank further into the red 
this year as computer sales in 
Europe, until now one of its 
most resilient markets, 
dropped 13.8 per cent. 

Louis Gerstner, foe new 
chairman and former RJR 
Nabisco chief, said sales of 
mainframe computers had 
dropped significantly, and 
that foe group had been hit tty 
the price war in personal 
computers. He warned it 
would be some time before 
parts of TBM became 
profitable. 

Worldwide sales for the first 
three months of 1993 
dropped 7 per cent to $13.1 
billion. IBM. which earns 

two-thirds of its profits outside 
the US. lost $285 million 
compared with a profit of 
$642 for the same period a 
year ago. Results were worse 
than Wall Street had expected, 
and pessimists now forecast 
IBM job cuts will have to rise 
significantly above foe 25,000 
already announced for 1993. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
index weakened in early trad¬ 
ing in response to corporate 
misery and a profits warning 
from Philip Morris, the tobac¬ 
co and food giant Shares fell 
further yesterday as Michael 
Miles, chairman, warned the 
10 per cent rise in first quarter 
profits to $1 22 billion, should 
not be taken as an indication 
for the full year. He said US 
tobacco operating profits — 
which account for three-quar¬ 
ters of foe total — could be up 
to 40 per cent down this year. 

Citicorp, America's largest 
bank, doubled operating prof¬ 
its to $370 million in foe first 
quarter and tripled net income 
to $670 million after a tax 
credit. The bank almost tri¬ 
pled profits in securities trad¬ 
ing and made.$240 million in 
the currency markets, up 30 
per cent over the same period 
a year ago.

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Administrators work to raise 
a Canary from the ashes

B ritain’s most spectacular 
property collapse, Canary 
Wharf, is inching towards a 
resurrection. The tide of bad 
news that engulfed the Doddands 
office development when its parent. 
Olympia & York, became insolvent has 
begun to turn, with tenants moving in 
consultations with unsecured creditors 
and Monday’s announcement that the 
European Investment Bank has 
agreed to provide £98 million towards 
the construction of the Jubilee line 
underground extension to Docklands. 

Nigel Hamilton and Stephen 
Adamson. Canary Wharfs administra- 
tors. are not there yet and failure to 
agree longer-term funding with the 11 
banks who will inherit the project could 
still sapper efforts to put Canary 
Wharf on a financially viable footing. 
The proposed voluntary arrangement 
that would lift the company cart of 
administration also requires the 
approval of the 1,200 unsecured 
creditors in formal meetings. However, 
if the administrators maintain the 
momentum, by the summer. Barclays, 
Uoyds and nine other European and 
North American banks could become 
the shareholders of a new company 
controlling the 4.4 million sq ft 
Docklands office city. More important¬ 
ly, they win own a site with a further 9 
million sq ft of development potential, 
all with planning consent 
If the banks intend to run with the 
project rather than sefl it and cut their 
losses, h is because they perceive a 
longer term future in holding on to 
property assets that may appreciate 
quite quickly when demand for office 
space picks up. 

Comparisons are now being drawn 
between Canary Wharf and other 
fringe office developments that went 
wrong and subsequently came right 
The key to the equation for the 
Canary Wharf bankers is the tax breaks 
available to properly owners in the 
enterprise zone. The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment pumped money into Dock¬ 
lands in the form of grants to the 
London Doddands Development Cor¬ 
poration, which has received £1.4 
billion in grants smee it was set up in 
1981. But the major incentive far 
Olympia & Yorfc. Canary Wharfs 
developer, was the opportunity to claim 
the entire cost of budding the project in 
capital allowances. This compares with 
the 4 per cent rate permitted outside 
the zone—on industrial buildings only 
— and some 25 per cent allowed on 
specific plant and equipment Accord¬ 
ing to the administrators, these advan¬ 
tages are still available to the owner erf 
the Canary Wharf company and every 
effort has been made to secure the tax 
breaks, which it is believed-would be 
lost if die company was wound upL 
In 1987, when Olympia & York’s 
owners, the Canadian Rekbmann 
brothers, budgeted the project at about 
£1.6 billion, they loaded the cost into 
the first two 4.4 million sq ft phases, 
now built. At that time rents of £30 per 
sq ft seemed achievable when core City 
rents were heading towards £50. Fully

let the first two phases would have 
produced a rent roll of about £132 
mffifan and applying, at that time, an 
optimistic investment yield of 7.5 per 
cent gives a value approaching the 
original estimate of cost 
Since then, property yields have 
soared and rents have collapsed. City 
rents vary between, £i 5 and £25 persq 
ft and occupiers can count on two or 
more years rerrtfree. Rod Parker of 
Knight Frank & Rntley in Doddands 
says average rents in Doddands are 
£10 per sq ft plus incentives, such as 
rent-free periods and contributions to 
fitting out However, .he thinks it is 
unlikely that the owners of Canary 
Wharf would accept headline rents 
below £20. Mark McAlister, a partner 
in Richard Effis’s City office, agrees: “I 
don’t think they would do deals at £10 
per sq ft They would rather do a deal 
in 1995 at £20 than do one in 1993 or 
1994 at £10 and crystallise a loss: That 
is prohahly why we have not seen much 
marketing of the project’’ 

The admimstratOTs have not lifted 
die veil of secrecy imposed by die 
Reichmanns over rents at Canary 


Whait but if one assumes an average 
rent of £20 per sq ft over a fully let 
Canary Wharf and a yield of 10 per 
cent the development is worth almost 
£900 million, wefl in excess of the 
banks' £600 minion investment How¬ 
ever, letting the buildings wiD cost the 
banks many millions more in time and 
hard cash. “Its the rate of takc-up that 
really matters," Mr McAlister says. 

The Daily Telegraph s renting 
125.000 sq ft in the Canary tower at 
about £30 per sq ft but the newspaper 
was hired to the complex with a £20 
million capital contribution and die 
takeover of the Telegraph's lease at die 
South Quay office complex nearby. 

The success of Canary Wharf de¬ 
pends on demand for space in Dock¬ 
lands and die Tube link will make it 
more competitive. The collapse of the 
1980s fmanrial services boom and 
overdevelopment around the City 
fringe has left the development fight¬ 
ing for tenants with new office space * 
nearer the core of the City and with 
better access to transport However, 
City surveyors are already reporting the 
beginnings of a shortage of new office 


space at the heart of the financial 
district, with only two buddings on the 
market providing space wnwtino 
150.000 sq ft Although Docklands 
office developments cannot compete on 
the same terms with core City devel 
mens, they have the potential to offer 
dieaper space in my large sizes. 

Paul Rekhmarm's conception of 
Canary Wharf was akin to his World 
Financial Centre in New York, with 
blue-chip investment banks and multi¬ 
national companies as tenants. Thar 
dream was only partly realised. White 
the complex boasts occupiers such as 
Ogflvy & Mather. Morgan Stanley, 
and. more recently Texaco. Olympia & 
York has recently been marketing 
space to less prestigious but credit¬ 
worthy tenants such as the govern¬ 
ment. which last year was mooted to 
take space ax Canary Wharf to rehouse 
the Department of the Environment 
London Transport has agreed in 
principle to take 270.000 sq ft at the 
South Colonnade, on condition that 
the Tube extension reaches Doddands. 

The Reichmanns took over the 
project in 1987 from G Ware 
Travdstead. die American developer 
who. with Reg Ward, then chief 
executive of London Docklands Dew 
efopment Corporation believed that 
big was better and that the eastward 
expansion of the City could be acceler¬ 
ated with a Wall Street on the Water in 
Doddands. Not everyone was con¬ 
vinced. including some rivil servants at 
the environment department, who said 
the project was too big and too far from 
the City to attract tenants. 

T ravdstead had die vision bur 
not die finance and Olympia 
& York provided funds and 
knowhow. 0&Ys credibility 
was undisputed, based on successful 
developments in Canada and die 
United States. 

The Reichmanns did not reckon 
with the determination of the City of 
London to hang on to its position. City 
planning restrictions were lifted and a 
flood of office space came on the 
market, much of it as O&Y was trying 
to induce tenants. 

Bankers jockeyed for position in the 
queue to lend to the Reichmanns. The 
brothers were able to obtain funds 
while providing minimal financial 
information on Olympia & York 
which, until the company's collapse last 
you; had never provided its financiers 
with a consolidated balance sheet. 

That proved the undoing of both die 
Rei chmanns and their bankers. Ca¬ 
nary Wharf was a substantial drain cm 
funds for the Olympia & York empire 
but the cracks started to appear in New 
York, rather than London. Holders of 
O&Y's commercial paper, unnerved by 
reports of the declining value of 0&Y*s 
assets, failed to rafl over their invest¬ 
ment and the company had to find 
$400 mUlioa at short notice to redeem 
the notes. Unfortunately, O&Y’s assets 
were concentrated in recession-ravaged 
markets: real estate and shares in 
natural reso ur ces and forest products 
companies. Aset sates could not be 
made fast enough to stave off the 
liquidity crisis. 

Since the collapse in May the 
Reichmanns have tried to buy back 
into Canary Wharf and last summer, 
the brothers put together a syndicate 
with Lany Tisch, the American media 
mogul and Lews Ranieri. the finan¬ 
cier. with the aim of buying Canary 
Wharf from the administrators-A price 
was never agreed and it looks tike the 
banks will be keeping their grip on the 
Doddands city on the water. 



Unsettled forecast 


THE Treasury could not find a more effective 
means of discrediting official forecasts than 
yesterday's PSBR figures if it tried- The gilt- 
edged market was remarkably relaxed after 
learning that the PSBR for March was £1.4 
bflfion worse than the Chancellor forecast in 
his Budget, only two weeks before the end of 
the month in question, even though most of 
the City believed he had been conservative. 
Long-dated issues shaded only a few points, 
while short gOts improved after the Bank of 
England announced that next week’s £3 
btfikm auction would be part-paid. 

In the Treasury's defence, the March PSBR 
figure is often erratic, as the public sector 
ba l ance s its books at the end of die financial 
year. But the greatest source of error was in 
departmental spending, an area the Treasury 
should have ban able to forecast easily. The 


divergence raises renewed questions about 
government spending connote. 

Despite March’s record bomnving figure. 
City economise are reluctant to increase their 
forecasts for this year's PSBR. The figures 
show that receipts are holding up well. If the 
Chancellor has underestimated the strength 
of the recovery, he may wefl find that the 
taxpayer will come to his rescue, balling out 
any overspend and keeping the PSBR within 
his £50 billion target 

Nevertheless, the renewed doubt that the 
incident has cast over Treasury forecasting 
wiD do nothing for the market’s confidence in 
the coming months. Given the institutions’ 
continuing concerns about funding the 
deficit, the last thing they warn is additional 
uncertainty about the size of the hole they are 
bring asked to fill. 


Hammerson 

MANAGEMENT suctxs- 
sinn may have been resolved, 
but there were few other 
promtring features in Ham- 
merson's figures. The bias 
towards the West End and 
North America meant net 
assets feB 30 per cent to 445p 
a share. A £188 million 
disposal programme failed to 
prevent net debt rising £21 
million to £845 million. 

Hamramon’s structural 
problem is that its portfolio is 
dominated by a few major in¬ 
vestments. such as the Brent 
Cross shopping centre. It 
lacks the diversity of Land Se¬ 
curities or British Land. 
While this makes tile portfo¬ 
lio easier to manage, it gives 
little chance to reorganise 
when the market is poor. 

Ronald Spinney, the new 
chief executive, may deride 
that further disposals are 
counter-productive, since 


asset values have been falling 
faster than the group can 
arrange sales. That will force 
him to raise fresh equity. The 
market expects a convertible 
issue of at least £200 million 
soon, supported by Standard 
Life, which holds 29.9 per 
cent of the equity. This would 
cut gearing to less than 70 
per cenL Combined with 
more disposals it would give 


Mr Spinney the chance to 
spread the portfolio. 

Before then the group’s net 
asset value may shrink 
another 10 per cent this year, 
while the dividend is unlikely 
to recover quickly from its re¬ 
duced kwd of lOp. The 
shares are likely to continue 
drifting until Mr Spinney's 
plans, and the details of any 
equity issue, become dear.

Beecham 

DRUG companies have had 
a difficult start to 1993. not 
least because of worries over 
tiie adverse impact of Ameri¬ 
can healthcare reforms. Yet 
SnrithkKne Reerham contin¬ 
ues to deliver a solid 
performance. 

This is largely due to the 
strong growth of its new 
prodorts. which have already 
contributed £95 million of 
sates in the first quarter alone 
—almost half the total for the 
whole of last year. The 
owth of Seroxat in the $ 1.2 
Dion anti-depressant sector 
is particolariy encouraging. 

The importance of.new 
product growth for SB is 
dear from the marked de¬ 
cline in sates of Tagamet, its 
ulcer drug, which fell 23 per 
cent in America. Admittedly, 
the first quarter of 1992 was 
unusually strong, but it is a 
taste of what will happen 
when Tagamet comes off 
patent next year. SB's strong 
product pipeline should 
aainteract the worst effects. 

This is partly a result of the 
1989 merger, which enabled 
the combined group to equip 
itself for the tougher market 
of the nineties. Last year SB’s 
prices (after discounts} fid! 


nearly 2 per cent, which 
bodes well for prospects in a 
Ointonised healthcare sys¬ 
tem. On a prospective p/e of 
under 15, the shares still look 
good value. 

St Ives 

EVEN if the long-awaited re¬ 
covery in tiie p r intin g indus¬ 
try comes, St Ives still faces a 
difficult future. It has weath¬ 
ered recession well and has 
cash balances of £46 million. 
But with base rates at 6 per 
cent, this is hardly the bat 
time to be sitting on cash. 
There is little point in spend¬ 
ing any more on upgrading 
plant — the group has al¬ 
ready invested over £140 mil¬ 
lion and is not yet operating 
at full capacity. 

St Ives says the money wifl 
be spent on acquisitions. 
There is no point buying 
companies in Britain, as 
there is still overcapacity and 
margins are unlikely to re¬ 
turn to the levels enjoyed in 
the eighties. However, devel¬ 
oping overseas can be 
fraught with problems as the 
group knows from its experi¬ 
ence in America- Those oper¬ 
ations lost money last year 
and in tiie first half only man-' 
aged a £304,000 pre-tax 
profit on sales of more than 
£13 million. Given the uncer¬ 


tain future a prospective p/e 
ratio of more than 21 is 
generous. 

Lasmo 

AS predicted by Tempos last 
month, Lasmo has gone to 
Wall Street for an equity issue 
to ease its strained balance 
sheet. The $150 million per¬ 
petual preference issue wifl 
hardly erase the group’s £1 
billion debt, and many ana¬ 
lysts wifl consider the issue as 
debt rather than equity. But 
Lasmo wfll count the shares 
as equity which will help to 
cut gearing and reduce expo¬ 
sure to fluctuations in the 
steriing^dofiar exchange rate. 

The issue should be com¬ 
pleted by the end of May. 
along with a $250 million is¬ 
sue of long-term fixed rate 
dollar debt These wifl ease 
concerns over Lasmo’s bor¬ 
rowings, especially if they are 
accompanied by news of fur¬ 
ther disposals. American in¬ 
vestors have already seen the 
attractions of Lasmo’s cash 
flow and production profile 
and now hold 13 per cent of 
tiie equity, up from less than 
3 per cent a year ago. Their 
interest should continue to 
support the share price, 
which could then recover 
sharply if the City's concern 
over tiie group's debts eases.

TRADE unions are not the 
only Seventies institution to

Andrew Cook, who is quoted 
in the article, says “it’s too late. 
There’s been too much dam¬ 
age". It is NOT too fate. Such 
an attitude is neither construc¬ 
tive nor helpfuL The UKIG’s 
members are all progressive 


and successful manufacturing, 
engineering or processing 
companies — probably like 
Mr Cook's. The problem in 
this country is that there are 
simply not enough erf them. 

The UKIG believes that 
there are same items within 
tiie Labour Party's recent pro¬ 
posals that are good and some 
that are bad. Old intervention¬ 
ism had both failures and 
successes. What UK industry 
and the economy requires now 
is vision, commitment and 
resources. All of these should 
come from Government and 
preferably backed by Parlia¬ 
ment as a whole.

Mgrg courses are following the pioneering ventures and leading to the establishment of a genuinely national programme, Derek Harris 


says 


A broadly based facilities

More universities are now lining 
up to follow m the footsteps of UCL 
£” jS* Pioneering University of 
Strathclyde, where Professor Keith 
Anderson has been a high-profile 
proselytiser for farilities man¬ 
agement 

The University of Reading is 
planning to launch an MSc course 
in faculties management l i nk ed to 
its construction management de¬ 
partment. The College of Asset 
Management is looking to launch 
a course which would lead to a 
diploma — probably offered on a 
distance-learning basis. Expecta¬ 
tions are that these two initiatives 
could be running within two years. 

At Salford University some post¬ 
graduate research in facilities 
management could readily devet-

op into a more forma] course. Two 
other universities — Birmingham 
and York—are showing interest in 
launching courses while North 
East Surrey College of Technology 
is also active in the sector. 

Strathclyde's Centre for Facili¬ 
ties Management (CFM) has just 
launched a training initiative for 
those.who are already professional 
fatilitks managers. There is a 
range of one and two-day courses, 
to be available at CFM centres in 
Windsor, Bristol and Glasgow. 
CFM plans tolauncha Bachelor of 
Science (BSc) course in farilities 
management later this year in 
addition to its pioneering MSc 
course. 

Hitherto the component parts 
which now reoognisably make up 
facilities management — design¬ 
ing buildings, constructing, servio- 
,ing. heating and cooling them. 


guarding them and catering for 
the needs of the people at work — 
largely have been dealt with sepa¬ 
rately for education and Training. 
Professionals such as architects 
and surveyors have been con¬ 
cerned with some components, 
engineers at several professional 
levels with others, and so on. 

It seems piecemeal now because 
the need is growing to deal with 
facilities management holistically. 
This is the argument of Bev Nutt, 
dean of UCL's built environment 
faculty arid one of the two directors 
of the MSc course in facilities and 
environmental management. The 
other director is David Kincaid, 
formerly with the property division 
of IBM, the computer makers, and 
now senior lecturer in facilities 
management at UCL. 

Mr Nutt said: “It is time to go 
for the big picture and not the

constituent bits. But you cant find 
this sort of thing on library shelves: 
the real expertise lies with the 
significant practitioners in the 
practical world. 

“To tackle farilities manage¬ 
ment through just one of its parts 
— such as architectural design or 


engineering — is like expecting a 
dooor to qualify in medicine 
witbour ever seeing a patient or a 
body." Hence be expects facilities 
management study to be practice- 
led, with those taking courses often 
likely to have working experience. 
There are about a dozen people on 
the current course — it takes two 
years on a part-time basis — and 
plans are to double this number. 

The age range runs from 30 to 
60 years, a few bang research 
students but also including two 
highly experienced facilities man¬ 
agement practitioners and a con¬ 
sultant. Mr Nutt said: “We learn 
from them as well as they from us." 

This need far a broad approach 
also prevails at the Association of 
Facilities Managers, one of the 
sector's two professional bodies. 
The association's education and 
training committee is helping to 


establish criteria for courses and 
Jane Bril a committee member, 
believes there will be three main 
routes to better qualifications. One 
will be educational, leading to 
diplomas or an MSc. A second 
route will be through training for 
those already working in the 
sector. Additionally, high flyers 
wffl study and use advanced 
practice. 

The UCL sees the increasing 
moves to set up courses as likely to 
reach the point, in the next two to 
three years, where the UK wfll 
have a genuinely national pro¬ 
gramme for facilities management 
education. It estimates that at feast 
four postgraduate courses should 
be operating by then with as many 
as six a real possibility— mostly at 
Master's level at that 

Mr Nun believes the different 
root disciplines at die academic 


institutions mean most courses will 
have varying strengths and weak¬ 
nesses. so interchange among 
them would be a fruitful approach. 
This is already starting to happen, 
he says. 

The programmes could form the 
basis for recognised professional 
standards within the UK with 
eventual accreditation on a pan- 
European basis on the pattern of 
some other professions. Profes¬ 
sional engineers, for example, can 
qualify for Eurlng status that is 
acceptable throughout Europe. 

Research will be increasingly 
important. Mr Nutt believes. UCL 
is among those helping to evolve 
new guidelines for healthy office 
environments, backed by govern¬ 
ment funding. But many issues 
need to be faced, from locational 
obsolescence among existing 
buildings as corporate needs 
change, to perennials such as 
when the coy-based corporate of¬ 
fice will disappear as computer 
and telecommunications develop¬ 
ments bring the ultimate flexibility 
for siting workstations. 


Workforce conditions a tricky issue

T he Cleaning and Sup¬ 
port Services Associ¬ 
ation (CSSA), the trade

Outsourcing contracts have 
been coming especially from 
the National Health Service 
(NHS), local government and, 
most recently, Whitehall de¬ 
partments. Government de¬ 
partments are starting to 
market-test various puhtic ser¬ 
vices to see how far private- 
sector companies could offer a 
better service. 

The Tupe regulations in¬ 
creasingly nave raised difficul¬ 
ties for private-sector cora-

panics keen to compete for 
public-sector business. This is 
because when a bloc of public- 
sector activity is privatised the 
regulations fay down that the 
existing workforce must be 
taken on and its terms and 
conditions of work honoured. 

The latest development is a 
ruling by the attorney-general 
that this extends to offering 
broadly comparaNe pension 
rights. That removes an im¬ 
portant avenue for running an 
operation more cheaply 
because a private company 
would expect to pay out less for 
pensions. This is because in¬ 
dex-linked pensions are wide¬ 
spread in the public sector. It 
has left many private-sector 
companies concerned that 


their competitive edge in bid¬ 
ding for public-sector opera¬ 
tions has been badly eroded. 

What stiD has to be clarified 
is where the Tupe regulations 
apply. There is speculation 
that what might develop is a 
tendency to draw up contracts 
which faD short of a wholesale 
transfer of an entire operation¬ 
al undertaking, so staying 
outside the regulations. 

One private-sector operator 
has been looking hard at die 
index-linked pension prob¬ 
lem. Simon Cox. managing 
director of Denmark-based 
ISS Medidean, which has a 
multiplicity of NHS contracts, 
said: “There is index-finking 
and index-finking — because 
the basis of some schemes is 
not that good.

Quality control: new industry standards should ensure that security guards are up to their job

N owhere apart from 
medicine and hying are 
reliable professional 
standards more essen¬ 
tial than in the security industry. 
Demand for security guards' ser¬ 
vices is growing, but so too is 
customer unease that security firms 
are not always quite up to the job. 

Most British companies now 
demand proof that the firms guard¬ 
ing their property have readied an 
officially recognised standard of 
competence. To meet these con¬ 
cerns. the government last October 
set up an independent body, the 
Inspectorate of the Security Indus¬ 
try (ISn. to enforce new standards 
linked to strict EC codes of practice. 

Group 4 Total Security (a sepa¬ 
rate operation from the transport 
and remand of prisoners) runs the 
largest manned guarding opera¬ 
tion in Britain. In the words of its 
chairman, Jim Harrower “While a 
recognised standard of quality is 
important for industry as a whole, 
for our sector dealing with securiiy 
it is cruciaL" Group 4 is unique in 
having been awarded quality certi¬ 
fication by Lloyd's Register rather 
than the indusny-spedfic ISI. 

Quality assessment is still at an 
early stage in the industry. Lloyd's 
started only about eight months 
ago and Group 4 is its only client so 
far. Yet Uoyd’s has beaten the 1S1 
to the draw in getting accreditation 
as an inspector of the security 
industiy from the National Accred¬ 
itation Council and Certification 
Board (NACCB). The ISI. setting 
up in business from scratch, is 
taking longer to get its act together, 
but Robert Haymon-Collins. the 
marketing manager, says an appli¬ 
cation is already under way. 

The NACCB is an independent 
body that advises the Department 
of Trade and Industry whether 
those who judge the competence of 


security firms are themselves com¬ 
petent to receive official accredita¬ 
tion. “We vet the vetters," says a 
spokesman. “Ultimately the cus¬ 
tomers' crucial requirement is that 
those who look after their security 
are themselves secure." 

Lloyd's differs horn the ISI in 
inspecting not just a sample of a 
security firm's branches, but all the 
branch offices from where security 
personnel are sent out Mike 
James, the marketing development 
manager ar Lloyd’s, says: “In an 
industry as people-dependent as 
this, it is hard to envisage a 
situation where every branch is a 
mirror image of another." But 
inspection does not indude assess¬ 
ment of performance on actual 
sites. This would be impractical 
given the scale of the big com¬ 
panies’ operations. 

Since the ISI. unlike Uoyd’s 
Register, is concerned only with the 
securiiy industry, it is expected to 
emerge as the dominant inspector¬ 
ate in Britain once it has acquired 
the blessing of the NACCB. But 
Lloyd's is confident it will hold its 
own internationally, attracting 
companies with premises being 
guarded abroad. “We have offices 
all over the world to answer their 
needs." says Mr James. 

The belated establishment of the 
ISI has raised hopes of improving 
the industry’s image by setting a 
seal of approval only on firms 
deserving it But the ISI cannot 


compel security companies to sub¬ 
mit to inspection: only the govern¬ 
ment could impose that and it 
shows no sign of doing so. 

So far. the ISI has granted its 
certification to only two companies. 
Reliance Security Services and 
Centuiyan Security. Ian Fraser,

Reliance's managing director, re¬ 
gards the new quality standards as 
a milestone for the industry. He 
says: “Customers can be certain 
that the systems in use are appro¬ 
priate. effective and, above all. 
applied consistently." He estimates 
from dient research that almost 80 
per cent of those questioned attach 
"significant importance" to the new 
standards. 

Stephen Phillips, Centuryan's 
managing director, agrees: “Our 


certification adds to our credibility 
with customers. While few actually 
stipulate it as a condition of our 
employment clients, at presentar 
dons tend to ask whether we have 
been granted it” Centuryan's certi¬ 
fication covers only the south of 
England, but Mr Phillips hopes to 
see it extended nationwide by the 
end of the year. 

Both firms would like more 
controls on standards. Mr Phillips 
wants some regulation on entry to 
the industiy. “Self-regulation has 
done a lot for it but diems would 
fed more secure with more vetting 
of new entrants." Jim Harrower, at 
Group 4. adds: “You could start 
guarding property tomorrow and 
employ c riminals ." Indeed, a re¬ 
cent police survey of security com¬ 
panies revealed that more than 300 
staff, some of them managers, had 
a criminal record. 

Mr Fraser is disturbed by the low 
wages paid in the industiy. “Wages 
are the biggest cost of production, 
bur current rates are nowhere near 
enough to ensure an acceptable 
standard of service." he says. 

Mr Harrower wants a speedy 
end to self-regulation- “it is a 
second best, but the government 
favours it,” he says. Like many 
other practitioners, he is convinced 
the industry will win proper respect 
and recognition only when a mean¬ 
ingful number of its 400 or so 
companies have won certification 
from a recognised inspecting body. 


Rosemary Wood, the 
institute’s assistant direc¬ 
tor in charge of develop¬ 
ment, says: “A building should be 
regarded as an asset. To maintain it 
can cost more than to build it, but it 
contributes to the profit line just as 
machinery and the labour force da 

"Careful consideration should be 
given to who is going to use it

best and that perfor¬ 
mance will contribute to 
tire bottom line." 

The institute, founded 
in 1951 to foster and 
maintain standards of 
building maintenance in 
the public sector, has 
broadened to include the 
growing private sector, 
introducing a code of 
professional ethics and 
establishing diploma 
courses and seminars. It 
now has 2^500 members. 

Bernard Williams, 
whose firm of chartered 
surveyors, Bernard Wil¬ 
liams Associates, has a 
property consultancy 
aim, says: “We are advis¬ 
ing our dienes that .when 
the designers of a new 
building produce their 
plans and estimates, they 
should demand to see the 
life-cyde cost as well as 
the capital cost. 

“Architects and survey¬ 
ors should be able to explain what 
will be needed to run and maintain 
die building and be able to demon¬ 
strate that they have produced a 
reasonable estimate of mainte- 
nance costs. The experts will have to 
think these things through. All too 
often buildings are designed with¬ 
out proper thought being given to 
maintenance.'' 

Mr Williams says there have 
been changes in altitudes towards 
the design of new buildings, for 
instance to accommodate informa¬ 
tion technlogy or for environmental 
considerations, such as die provi¬ 
sion of heating and fresh air. 
However, he adds: “Although we 
are seeing such things as raised 
floors and access to ceiling spaces, 
progress has been too slow. Not a 


mortar 

tremendous amount of thought has 
gone into improvements in build¬ 
ing design." 

Yet tire importance of properly 
designed buildings is reflected in 
the greater ease with which tenants 
can be found for quality accommo¬ 
dation. Nowhere is that seen more 


vividly than in the over-supplied 
central London office market. 

Despite a foil in City office 
completions from 7.8 million sq ft 
in 1991 to 3.4 million last year, 
there was still 18 million sq ft 
available at die start of this year, 
according to the latest quarterly 
survey by Knight Frank & Rutiey. 
“A proportion of this accommoda¬ 
tion is unlikely to be let in its 
present condition owing to its

company directors have 
been concentrating on 
property values. The re- 
cession has caused many 
firms to cut the value erf .

Building like 
machinery, are there to 
help the business do its 
job. How effectively it 
does that is its worth." 

Maintenance experts 
argue that a flour mill, 
for example, would have 
little value on the open 
market unless h was sold 
to another flour maker, 
yet it could be a modem 
building enabling the 
owner to make profits. 
Assessing buildings on that basis 
would be more difficult but the

A mission to expand 




R unning RAFFyiing¬ 
dales. the ballistio 
missile warning 
radar station on the 
Yorkshire moors, was one of 
the first multi-service facilities 
management contracts in the 
UK. The organisation that 
took on what was then proba¬ 
bly the highest technology 
operation in the country was 
Serco, one of die longest- 
established facilities manage¬ 
ment companies. This was in 
1964 when Seroo was still part 
of America's RCA. the former 
Radio Corporation of Ameri¬ 
ca. 

The Fyiingdales contract 
goes out to competitive tender 
every five years but Serco has 
won it consistently. It operates 
and maintains the entire she 
including three large radars 
until now housed in the strik¬ 
ing giant “golf ball” housings 
which have long been a land¬ 
mark. These are now due to 
disappear, to be replaced by a 
more powerful system housed 
in triangulated structures. 

For Serco the £4 million a 
year contract has meant run¬ 
ning computers and peripher¬

al equipment on a 24-hour 
basis throughout the year. .The 
engineering support has in¬ 
cluded taking care of electron¬ 
ic. surveillance and heavy 
engineering equipment RAF 
personnel evaluate what is on 
the screens and security is the 
responsibility of the Ministry 
of Defence. 

The Fyiingdales contract 
proved a pathfinder operation 
because Serco subsequently 
picked up more Ministry of 
Defence contracts then 
worked more widely in the 
public sector, ft became in¬ 
volved with the European 
Space Agency in Germany. 
France. Italy and a key centre 
in Holland. 

Serco largely provides all 
services itself using its own 
personnel. It has about 8.000 
employees, three quarters of 
them in die UK and mainland 
Europe and the rest in Austra¬ 
lia, New Zealand and some 
other parts of the Pacific rim. 


About half the staff in 
Europe are in the engineering 
disciplines, from technicians 
to (bartered engineers. Les 
Aston, managing director of 
the facilities management di¬ 
vision. said: “We are the 
largest providers of technical 
services of any facflities- 
management company in 
Britain." 

S eroo took die road to 
independence in 
1987 through a man¬ 
agement buyout after 
RCA had been bought by 
General Electric of America. 
Serco was floated on the 
London stock market in 1988 
and has seen consistent 
growth since. In die year to 
end-December pre-tax profits 
rose 37 percent to £7.2 million 
on turnover which increased 
43 per cent to £149.6 million. 

The biggest single lift came 
from the acquisition of Inter¬ 
national Aeradio Limited 


(IAL) for more than £12 
million in April last year. This 
took Serco into yet another 
high-tech area: providing air- 
traffic-control operations in¬ 
cluding trained controllers on 
contracts in Britain and 
abroad. Serco has trained air- 
traffic controllers bound for 
Russia, eastern Germany and 
Sweden, and run control sys¬ 
tems in Middle East countries 
including Dubai, Bahrein 
Bahrain and Sharjah. 

A year after its flotation. 
Serco set up an industrial- 
services division to land more 
private-sector contracts. This 
has also proved a winner. For 
example, Serco now looks after 
110 Marks & Spencer stores— 
a third of its outlets — includ¬ 
ing its flagship shop at Marble 
Arch. British Rail’s Network 
SouthEast region awarded 
Seroo the contract to dean the 
refurbished Liverpool Street 
station; Victoria station has 
since been added to the com¬ 


pany’s list. A Whitehall mar¬ 
ket-testing venture secured by 
Serco is a four-year contract 
with the environment depart¬ 
ment to maintain Hyde Park 
— from cutting the grass and 
cleaning paths to landscaping. 
Despite the considerable di¬ 
versification. 37 per cent of 
Serco’s business is still de¬ 
fence-related. 

Mr Aston sees the trend for 
contracting out services con¬ 
tinuing. He looks to steady 
development in mainland 
European markets, building 
on a base there which indudes 
contracts with the British 
Army on the Rhine and one 
for building maintenance with 
Wang, the American company 
which supplies office-com¬ 
puter systems. 

Tim Hancock, marketing 
manager, believes the 20 per 
cent annual compound 
growth which Serco has been 
seeing is fast enough for a 
company which looks to long¬ 
term stable comrnerdal rela¬ 
tionships- He said: "We are 
not the cheapest and do not 
ever intend to be. We are 
offering quality." 
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The key question 
of representation 

Two organisations are vying for members in the 


fast-growing but fragamented facilities profession 


T he young, fast grow¬ 
ing and diversifying 
profession of facilities 
management faces a key 
question as it struggles to 
gain recognition among se¬ 
nior managers and other 
professions. Does it need a 
single, widely accepted pro¬ 
fessional body? 

Perhaps reflecting the 
fragmentation of the profes¬ 
sion itself, two bodies vie for 
members: the Association of 
Facilities Managers and the 
Institute of Facilities 
Management. 

The’ emergence of two 
separate bodies is virtually 
an accident of hisrory. The 
assodation was formed in 
1985 and formally estab¬ 
lished in 1986. It began 
because about ten people in 
the profession sat round a 
table and decided that Brit¬ 
ain needed a professional 
body just as one had been 
established in the United 
States in 1982. Based in 
Saffron Walden. Essex, it 
claims 1,700 members and 
is growing fasL 
The institute was bom nit 
of the Institute cxf Adminis¬ 
trative Managers in 1990 
and still shares the LAM's 
headquarters in Pens Wood. 
Kent. However, the accounts 
were separated in 1991 as 
part of a gradual move 
towards the IFM taking foil 
responsibility for its own 
activities, although it main¬ 
tains a dose working rela¬ 
tionship with the lAM. 
Membership now totals 
nearly 500. 

The two bodies have the 
same types of members, the 
same aims, the same concern 
for training and raising pro¬ 
fessional standards. They are 
on good terms and talk to 
each other about issues that 
affect their members. 

Both recognise the difficul¬ 
ty of raising the status of 
facilities managers. John 
Crawshaw. director at the 
Assodation of Facilities 
Managers, says: “A major 
problem is that certain man¬ 


agement tools are being 
hijacked by other people who 
use the term facilities man¬ 
agement as a con veniem way 
to describe what they do. For 
example, contracting our ser¬ 
vices is a management tool, 
bur it is not facilities manage¬ 
ment Members of our pro¬ 
fession provide an integrated 
service. Business administra¬ 
tion. building work, engi-

neering services and die 
behavioural sdences are all 
to do with facilities 
management" 

Peter Lebus, chairman of 
the Institute of Facilities 
Management. warns: 
"There are unskilled people 
who daim they can provide 
the same services at a much 
cheaper rate. That is why we 
are keen that the initials after 
a member’s name do mean 
something." 


The institute has three 
grades of membership. 
Members and assodates 
gain their status through 
vocational experience or ex¬ 
amination and are entitled 
to pur the letters MlnsrFM 
or AlnnFM after their 
names. So far most have 
qualified through work expe¬ 
rience. but there is a move 
towards qualifying through 
education. 

Those who haw made an 
exceptional contribution to 
the profession can become 
fellows of the institute and 
take the letters FlnstFM. 

The assodation does not 
have a formal qualification, 
although it stresses that its 
members are highly profes¬ 
sional in the way they' con¬ 
duct their business. U hopes 
to establish a professional 
qualification to generate 
awareness of facilities man¬ 
agement at senior manage¬ 
ment leveL Mr Crawshaw 
says that stage is being 
reached, but it has been “a 
Jong and laborious process”. 

Meanwhile, it has concen¬ 
trated its educational efforts 
on encouraging university 
courses — Straihdyde and 
University College. London, 
both award MScs in facilities 
management — as weQ as 
through colleges and corres¬ 
pondence courses. 

The two organisations are 
diplomatic over whether the 
time will soon be ripe for a 
joining of the ways. Mr 
Lebus says: “The aims are 
broadly the same, but the 
ways of approaching them 
are different It might be 
appropriate when the whole 
profession has developed fur¬ 
ther to consider the potential 
for one body."

F leet Street, dispersed to the 
four winds within the capital 
itself, has rarely been so 
London-centred Efforts con¬ 
tinue to be made to report fairly on 
what happens beyond Watford, but 
resources and time constraints inev¬ 
itably mean that balance is not always 
what it should be. 

Even so, and leaving aside the 
occasional excesses of the tabloids, 
few news editors welcome prejudice 
dressed up as facts. Faced with 
obviously slanted copy, they will caQ 
for a “re-write", or worse, quicker 
than you can say “spike". 

The problem is. not everyone 
believes this. In Liverpool, there is a 
pervasive belief that the national 
press has got it in for their fair city. 
Fleet Street, Lr&rpudlians insist, will 
spare no efforts to make them look 
like histrionic and sporadically 
murderous ne'er-do-wells who, in 
true mafia style, perform barbarous 
acts of cruelty on each other and then 
weep loudly and publicly at the 
resulting funerals. 

Last week. I was subpoenaed as it 
were, to appear on BBCZ’s regional 
affairs flagship. Close Up North, and 
defend my coverage in The Times of 
the Jamie Bulger tragedy, in which a 
two-year-old boy was snatched from a 
shopping centre and murdered, al¬ 
legedly by two older children. 

Two other journalists were on trial 
before a tribunal of the people: Mike 
Williams, a senior executive of The 
Sunday Times, which commissioned 
a feature headlined “Self-pity City”, 
and Martha Teichner. London bur-' 
eau chief of CBS News, whose televis¬ 
ion report of the Bulger case went out 
eoasr-to-coasf in America. They were 
on the panel, alongside Derek 
Hatton, the controversial former 
deputy leader of Liverpool city coun¬ 
cil. while in the audience, in which I 
had been planted, were invited 
representatives of regional opinion. 

Beneath the headline “The city 
with a murder on its conscience". I 
had written: “Liverpool lives on 
emotion: fears and hatreds bubble 
constantly below the surface. The 
mob, as self-pitying as it is self-

righteous, is a constant presence, 
whether it is on tour in the Heysel 
Stadium. Brussels, or at home 
among the soda! dereliction of Liver¬ 
pool 8. or. as this week, in the bade 
streets of Bootle/’ 

Untold numbers of Liverpudlians 
were outraged by such sentiments — 
though less so than by the subse¬ 
quent. uncompromising analysis of 
The Sunday Times. What right they 
wanted to know, did Fleet Street 
journalists have to get off a train from 
London and damn an entire com¬ 
munity? We should have been more 
aware of Liverpool's long and sad 
history, first as a centre for the slave 
trade, then as a re-settlement point 
for Irish immigrants. latterly as a dty 
broken by successive governments 
and “robbed” of its wealth. 

Jack Stopforth. a prominent public 
relations consultant and former eco¬ 
nomics adviser to the old county 
council, admitted that “we do have 
far' more than our own share of

people who behave anti-sodally, who 
misbehave and so on that's a fact of 
life, -we live with that”. But this did 
not make Liverpool any different 
from anywhere else. Nor was Liver¬ 
pool unduly “mawkish” or sentimen¬ 
tal. another audience member 
remarked. Rather, it was a commun¬ 
ity which dealt with grief in its own 
way and proclaimed its own values. 
Journalists, it was stressed, should 
either write from profound know¬ 
ledge or leave their comments to an 
appreciation of the daffodils in Sefton 
Park. 

What was dear was that the Close 
Up North audience — and doubtless 
many others beyond — felt that their 


town was being singled out for attack. 
And it was. said Jack Stopforth. a 
classic case of Catch-22. “We either sit 
back and take this nonsense or we 
complain and risk being condemned 
as whingeing Scousers. What on 
ear* are we supposed to do?” 

One obvious difficulty is the dearth 
of regional editorial offices outside 
Glasgow, Birmingham and Man¬ 
chester. This means that visiting 
firemen arrive after the event, work 
intensively over a period of several, 
hours or days and then catch a train 
back to the metropolis. They are not 
there, week-in. week-out providing 
coverage of the whole range of events 
in a city's life but reacting to what has 


already taken place, and that usually 
turns cart to be bad news. The 
converse truth is that spot coverage 
has a special responsibility to be feu. 

Liverpool, which has just appoint¬ 
ed its first public relations officer for a 
decade, argues that London reserves 
unusual, centralist venom for Mer¬ 
seyside (and, in my own case, that I 
talk “unmitigated tripe”). The press 
replies that Liverpool has a unique 
record of unpleasant happenings, 
often followed by public displays of 
grief which we find intriguing. 

Working the dilemma through will 
not be easy. But of one thing we can 
be sure. If journalists do ever stick the 
boot into Liverpool in the belief that 
they are telling the troth, they can 
expect a good kicking in return from 
Scousers who believe they are lying. 
Close Up North itself discovered this 
truth when it was given the Yosser 
Hughes treatment by viewers who 
complained that it was unsympathet¬ 
ic and selective. Catcb-23, perhaps.-

After three months, both 
have recorded year-on-year 
sales increases of more than o 
per cent with sales of the 
Daily Mail up by 105,000 on 
March 1092 in a popular 
market where overall sales are 
down by 273,000. Sales of 
The Sunday Times are up by 
81,000 and it claims 46 per 
cent of the Sunday quality 
market against 2 J per cent for 

The Sundqy Tetegmph. 

It is the serious Sundays and 
the middle-brow dailies and 
Sundays that are beating the 
trend. Among the heavy Sun¬ 
days. only die Observer, with 
sales down by 41,000 ( 7.6 per 
cent) and beset by persistent 
rumours that it is up for sale 
with The Guardian and The 
Independent as the two main 
bidders, failed to show an 
increase in sales. 

That success still eludes the 
serious dailies, among which 
only die Financial Times, now 
idlin g more than 300,000 
copies a day for the first time 
in its history, is showing an 
increase on last year. 

Month by month, despite 
the success of its bumper 
Saturday edition and its Mon-

day sport supplement The 
Daily Telegraph slips clorer to 
dropping below an average 
million sales a day. 

So what drives newspapers 
forward? A study of the Daily 
Mail and The Sunday Times 
would suggest that some of the 
answers are energy, flair, val- 
ue-for-money. innovation, a 
tabloid format, “good reads" 
with an emphasis on human 
interest and demonically ex¬ 
acting editors. Yet The Sun 
has most of those qualities in 
spades but still cannot break 
out of the cycle of decline. 
Sales have fallen by 600.000 
over the past five years. Year- 
on-year. the Daily Mirror is 
sinking faster but sales of both 
papers seem to have stabilised 
this year, with the Mirror 
doing marginally better. 

The most likely answer is 
that the mass-market tabloids 
have suffered most from the 
recession, and readers have 
opted for the sheer value-fbr- 
money and solid reading of¬ 
fered by the middlebrow 
tabloids and heavy Sundays.

Benedict Nightingale on how Shakespeare’s own Globe Theatre is being reinvented

I s tliat anxiety, hope or fanatic 
determination on Shake¬ 
speare's face as he pleads 
with passers-bv from the posf- 
em. "Help build the Globe, pleafe"? 
Any of those expressions would be 
justified. On the site behind him. 
work on creating a replica oF his 
most famous theatre is way past the 
point of no return; yet funds are still 
i?hort and opening-rime only a year 
away. Will the Globe really be 
ready to stage plays by next spring? 
And. if so, will it add enough to the 
nation's cultural life to justify its 
hand-won existence? 

Those were the questions on 
everybody's minds when the 
Globe's only begetter. Sam Wana- 
maker. faced the press yesterday. 
Partly, he was introducing a mini- 
festival on and around the new 
theme's site. There will be talks, 
recitals and. by way of demonstrat¬ 
ing the international interest the 
project has provoked, performances 
of The Merry Wives of Windsor by 
the well-regarded Bremer Shake¬ 
speare Company from Germany: 
an all-male company, in modem 
: dress. 

But. perhaps just as importantly, 
Wanamaker was out to banish the 
dangerous belief that the Globe is 
like the Loch Ness monster or the 
Holy Grail, that it is famous for 
almost but never quite 
materialising. 

U is 44 years since Wanamaker, 
then a bright-eyed young American 
actor, was amazed to discover that 
the world’s most famous playhouse 
had been reduced to a blackened 
plaque in a tacky comer of run¬ 
down Southwark. It is 22 since he 
founded his Globe Trust and 
started raising money for a theatre 
both physically and geographically 
as dose to the original as possible. 

In his time he has fought cogno¬ 
scenti who dismissed the project as 
a Shakespearean Disneyland and 
Southwark Council, who saw it as 
an elitist conspiracy; and he has 
emerged battle-scarred, white- 
haired, but victorious. 

The council that tried to dose 
down the project is renaming the 
street beside it New Globe Walk. 
The trust has a patron in die Duke 
of Edinburgh, a president in Sir 
John Gielgud, and. though the 
Royal Shakespeare Company and 
the National Theatre remain some¬ 
what snootily aloof, a 50-person 
“directorate" consisting of eminent- 
theatre people inducting Sir 
Antony Hopkins. Diana Rigg. 
fcame Judi Dench. Nicholas 
Hytner and Derek Jacobi. More¬ 
over, some £7 million has so far 
been spent on the Globe itself, 
much of it on perimeter walls and 
foundations which, since the 


Thames is lapping only yards away, 
must be as sturdy as Fort Knox. 

Yet above the contemporary con¬ 
crete. Efizabethan-Iooldng bricks 
and timber haw begun at last to 
sprout Nobody could doubt Wane- 
maker's determination to make his 
Globe as authentic as any copy 
could be. That means using only 
materials available in the late 16th 
century, down to the mortar and 
the thatching. It means refusing to 
protect modem groundlings from 
the rain by adding a roof. 

Finally, it has meant endless 
arguments within an academic 
committee entrusted with incorpo¬ 
rating every detail it could sleuth 
out, including those emerging from 
the discovery of the Rose in 1988. 
Exploration of the original Globe's 
foundations, found some 300 yards 
away from the replica site a year

later, has proved more difficult, 
since they lie beneath a listed 
Georgian building. 

By Shakespeare’s 430th birth¬ 
day. on April 23.1994. we should 
have a three-tiered theatre 100 feet 
in diameter, capable of seating 
1,000 and allowing another 500 to 
stand or promenade. It will consist 
of 20 sides or “bays", a “tiring 
house” or dressing room, and a 
platform stage that says the inde¬ 
fatigable Wanamaker, can be 
moved if excavation of the real 
Globe site, currently prohibited by 
Whitehall decree, eventually reveals 
that its placing is wrong- Right now 
the stage thrusts out from the south¬ 
west rat it fa possible that as with 
die Rose, the northwest is correct. 

This matters, because in the 
original Globe performances occ¬ 
urred when the sun was the main 
means of fighting. The new one. 
too, will mostly function during the 
day. The policy document, ham¬ 
mered out by the theatre’s artistic 
directorate, bans all modem aids, 
from spotlights to canned music to 
sets more elaborate than those used 
in Shakespeare’s time. 

“We want to throw the focus 
where Shakespeare had it. which is 
on the actors, the poetry, and the 
imagery as he expresses it in the 
Chorus that opens Henry V” says 


Wanamaker. “He says, we need 
you the participant, your involve¬ 
ment. your imagination." 

But would not Shakespeare him¬ 
self haw welcomed modem tech¬ 
nology? And might not Wanama- 
ker*s plans result in museum 
theatre, perhaps even a ghastly 
period pastiche? His answer is that 
the trust is not straining to replicate 
Elizabethan performance, “but im¬ 
posing the. conditions of Shake¬ 
speare’s theatre on contemporary 
production”. 

In that wooden O, he hopes we 
will leam much, not only about the 
ways the Bard was staged and tan 
be staged still, but more generally 
about styles of acting and the 
relationship of audience to per¬ 
former. “I believe the effect of 
seeing work in this space will 
influence modem production and 
modem playwritmg," explains 
Wanamaker. 

The honesty of his intentions and 
the integrity of his project are 
evident; fait questions remain to be 
answered. These days we have 
theatres of all shapes, sizes and 
degrees of simplicity, from the 
Cottesloe to the Open. Air in 
Regent’s Park to the Olivier to the 
somewhat Globe-like Swan in 
Stratford. Wfl] Wanamaker's play¬ 
house really make so very distinc¬ 
tive a contribution? Again, we have 
the RSC and plenty of other groups 
and troupes already presenting 
Shakespeare. 

Is it financially or artistically 
possible to mount regular summer 
seasons — with. Wanamaker 
hopes, the occasional winter pro¬ 
duction —of true excellence in what 
is still a cut-off part of London? 
There may now be a walkway 
beside the Thames; but the most 
dominant neighbouring buildings 
are a bank sorting office and a vast, 
disused power station which will 
surely take years to redevelop. 

Time wOl tell. Wanamaker takes 
the long view, and looks forward to 
a radically regenerated Bankside. 
with flats, restaurants, a stop on the 
Jubilee Line and, on die Globe site 
itself, a second theatre, a Shake¬ 
speare museum and (already in 
hand) a substantial audiovisual 
library. Eventually he wants a 
footbridge across the river, linking 
St Paul's Steps with his theatre. He 
even talks of one day constructing a 
small opera house to which 
Glyn den bourne could transfer pro¬ 
ductions. He fa nothing if not a 
dreamer of magnificent dreams. 

Yet his dream has already pro¬ 
gressed a long way, and in many 
ways he strikes one as being a 
realistic romantic. Surely every 
serious actor. British and non- 
British, wOI want to tread that 
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Is this a camcorder that I'see before me? Sam Wanamaker records progress at the Globe site 


stage. Surely dozens of foreign 
companies wDJ yearn to visit it 
Mudi depends on the “director¬ 
ate" to whidi Wanamaker pro ra¬ 
ises to hand over all artistic power. 
They have appointed some impres¬ 
sive names to organise next year's 
season: Judi Dench. Dedan 
Donnellan. David Jones, Bill 
Bryden. But if they, their succes¬ 
sors, or die directorate itself turn 
out to be decorative merely, the 


project will indeed dwindle into a 
blend of museum and theme park. 

Moreover, just as much depends 
on the active involvement of the 
theatre's eminent trustees and fi¬ 
nancial advisers. Probably they will 
succeed in raising the £2 million 
still wanted if the project fa not to 
ran into cash-flow problems and 
delays. But another E9 million is 
needed for the development as a 
whole, and. with the Arts Council 


and other public funding bodies 
still wary, sponsorship for individ¬ 
ual productions will presumably 
have to be found. 

Yes. there is worry as well as 
determination on Shakespeare's 
face; and there is reason for it

By now we are getting to know 
the streets of the play’s title, and 
they are made of crazy paving. A 
man forces his fianefie to agree that 


she provoked and enjoyed the rape 
she suffered some years before. A 
woman journalist listens to the 
sexual fantasies of a cerebral palsy 
victim and ends up hurting her 
from her wheelchair and betting 
her up. Meanwhile Shirley Hen¬ 
derson's grimy Isobel, the mur¬ 
dered child, prowls the stage shrilly 
warning an unheeding dty of the 
animal in its midst “I smell the 
breath, the breath of the Hon." 

Somewhere here is Thompson’s 
answer to the obvious objection: 
that her play is too scattered and 
confusing, its invention too arbi¬ 
trary. What should we expect of a 
jungle — sense, darity. and a race 
narrative path from beginning to 


end? Thompson’s Toronto fa not at 
all like that It is a place of menace, 
danger, and vivid colours. Some¬ 
times it fa alluring, sometimes 
alarming, but always it fa odd and 
unpredictable; and so, too, is a 
production that the programme 
informs us, owes much to the help 
of the Canadian High Commission 
and the Government of Ontario. 

At that, criticism can only boggle 
in admiration. Can one imagine 
the Foreign Office and Wands¬ 
worth Council staging Bond’s 
Saved, murdered baby and all, in 
the ex-colonies?

Sara 
Crowe squeaks in social horror all 
at the Albeiy Theatre (071-867 
1115} until Saturday. 


O n a landing snip some¬ 
where in Cambodia, a 
great heap of lirtle red signs 
is partially revealed from under its 
tarpaulin. “DANGER!! MINES!!" 
they say. below a graphic skull and 
crossbones and a bit of tiny 
indigenous writing. There are 
thousands of them. According to 
John Pilgeris "Viewpoint 93" last 
night. Return to 1 ear Zero (ITVy. 
the United Nations has pledged to 
dear the millions of mines laid 
during the dvil war. but has made a 
less than impressive start. "How 
much clearing have you done?" 
Pilger asks a handsome Dutch UN 
professional sapper. "None," he 
shrugs, as if the whole thing fa a 
mystery. “We have destroyed the 
mines in the store houses, but not 
the ones in the fields." 

Like most things in Pilgeris film, 
the job-lot of signs was heavy with 
significance. His point. I reckon, 
was that the Khmer Rouge, under 
Pol Pot, fa itself buried just below 
the surface of the L^N-occupied 
Cambodia, and that nobody fa 
bothering to defuse it. Couched in 
his usual emotive language ("The 
British are back in Cambodia. 
ensconced with the Khmer 
Rouge"). Pilger followed several 
lines of enquiry, but all fundamen¬ 
tally serving the same thesis: that 
the United Nations presence in 
Cambodia, a "facade" of peace¬ 
keeping. has provided "a Trojan 
Horse for the return of Asia's 
Hitler". 

With elections coming up in 
May, BBC 2'$ Assignment was due 
to cover the Cambodia story next 
week, but brought its programme 
forward (with the result that in the 
last-minute rush it was not avail¬ 
able for reviewers to see). William 
Shawcross's The Killing Fields 
Election was an equally passionate 
title, but the aims of the pro¬ 
gramme (as they were disdosed in a 
press release) were different from 
PAgeris: to examine the pragmatic 
reasons for the inclusion of the 
Khmer Rouge in the peace process. 
To Pilger. that pragmatism is 
obscene; the clear issue is one of 
Western complicity with a practitio¬ 
ner of genocide: “How has the 
unthinkable for Cambodia been 
made acceptable to the rest of the 
world?" 

T he emotional centrepiece of 
PQgeris programme was a 
UN parade in Phnom Penh, 
in which a marching band played a 
strangely inappropriate “Onward 
Christian Soldiers" for the guest of 
honour. Khieu Samphan. who was 
president of the Khmer Rouge state 
1976-79. Nobody objects to his 
presence; far from it instead, they 
object to the term “Khmer Rouge", 
which nowadays is considered im¬ 
polite. When Pilger interviews the 
UN force commander, the man 
smiles indulgently at “Khmer 
Rouge" as though Pilger is a naive 
chap who doesn't quite understand 
the politics. 

But when he tries also disallow¬ 
ing the word “genocide". Pilger is 
more than ready for him. The UN 
itself described Pol Pot's regime as 
committing genocide, “in the most 
restrictive meaning of the term”, 
quotes Pilger. The commander 
flashes him a warning look. "They 
may well have done." he says, “But 
I'm not going to.” 

Strange that the figures don't 
speak for themselves. Two million 
dead already, seven million target¬ 
ed by mines — which altogether 
leaves, oh, it leaves nobody. Pilger 
maintains Western collusion with 
Pol Pot at eveiy stage, from SAS 
training of the Khmer Rouge in 
bomb techniques, to the building of 
a paltry “infrastructure" which 
means a road for the Khmer Rouge 
to get in and out of Thailand. 

The reason for the chumminess? 
Pilger does not explain, but itseenis 
to boil down to that old appeasers' 
motto. “My enemy's enemy fa my 
friend". Arid what. Pilger seems to 
ask. is a million deaths between 
enemies' enemies?

slightly musty, yet cnusically dynamic 
old DG recording of Die Zaubetftote 
with its vintage cast conducted by

The presence of the tiny, distent 
velvet-curtained proscenium within a 
proscenium gives rise to some audi¬ 
ence confusion. Do you dap after the 
arias, or chat through them? Do you 
gobble all your popcorn during the 
overture, or leave a little to crunch 
through that long chorus to Isis and 
Osiris? 

And what on earth is it all about 
anyway? With the songs in German 
and the dialogue in English, there was 
not a little bewilderment as to the story¬ 
line. “You shall see how I shall avenge 
myself upon her!” cries Sarastro. and 
breaks into the most benevolent of 
songs he has ever sung.

13 rotherhood were somewhat less con¬ 
vincing creatures of flesh and blootP 
then the procession of tableaux-viva/its 
created by Geza Rech's production 
made its mark every time, from the 
slow raising of Sarasfro's trumpets to 
die final clearing from cave to 
sunscape.

Making the case for 
leading by example 


UNQUESTIONABLY, this pair of 
concerts had the right horses running 
the right courses. Mariss Jansons, 
spruce and youthful, took the 
PhBhannonia Orchestra through its 
paces in a Saturday night programme 
of popular showpieces, while die 
previous evening the venerable figure 
of Gunter Wand slowly made his way 
to die podium to conduct those two 
great unfinished symphonies. Schu¬ 
bert's Eighth and Bruckner’s Ninth, 
with the BBC Synvhony Orchestra. 
Both men. quite rightly, received 
rapturous applause from huge 
audiences. 

Wand was the less fortunate, for he 
found the BBCSO below its best form. 
Already, in a typically fulsome reading 
of the Schubert, one which accented in 
a maimer unfashionable among a 
younger generation of conductors the 
dark side of this music, he was 
hampered by a woodwind section 
whose intonation was suspect There 
was also a fragility about the higher 
strings which persisted throughout the 
concert Nevertheless Wand shaped his 
reading with the sureness we have 
come to expect and he encouraged 
some delicious woodwind colours, poor 
tuning or not 

But toe main focus of the concert was 
Bruckner's massive work Wand 
allowed the elemental vision of the first 
movement a glorious organism which 
powers towards that dosing raw fifth - 
like some huge, moving mountain, to 
unfold spaciously while never losing 
the strands of concentration necessary 
to bind the music together. If anyone 
were to think him a conductor unable 
to impart a fiercer kind of energy, the 
Scherzo here would have proved the 
doubter wrong. With toe first fortissi¬ 
mo Wand summoned angry heD-fire, 
the music's rhythms and dissonant 
harmonies seeming to hammer from 
the inside of the skull. 

Then came that long Adagio, the 
finale as toe work stands, with its 
tortured opening interval, its chromat-

ic harmony, its awesome brass climax¬ 
es. its paradoxical sensations of dark¬ 
ness and light, and that enormous, 
terrible dissonance: a vision of toe 
abyss. Wand looked this music un¬ 
flinchingly in toe eye. and if this 
realisation did not always meet the 
standards such a vision demanded (the 
brass section was excellent throughout) 
toe message nevertheless came across 
with deeply affecting power. 

JANSONS tackled visionary terrors 
too, in Strauss's Tod and Verkidrung. 
toe meatiest piece of the four in his 
concert He bad toe considerable 
advantage erf a Phflhaxraonia on its 
mettle, with a firm string sound and 
with woodwinds that blended to per¬ 
fection, so he was able to bring us 
vividly 10 toe side of the dying man. 
But how curious that even m this 
involving performance we still experi¬ 
ence this music from outside. Although 
we marvel at Strauss's musical transla¬ 
tion of this rite of passage, we are 
witnesses, not partakers; Bruckner's 
agonies, on the other hand, are ours 
too. 

Jansons rather oddly followed his 
Strauss with toe disturbing refractions 
of Ravel’s la - Valse, enjoying the 
swagger arid virtuosity to the full but 
never losing sight of its dark side 
either. Another quite magnificent per¬ 
formance, as was that of Smetana's 
overture to The Bartered Bride. 

But the star turn of his concert came 
with Itzhak Perl man 's reading of 
Tchaikovsky's Violin Concerto. No 
violinist plays with a lovelier sound, 
greater facility or more apparent 
pleasure.

IN THE post-Nigd Kennedy era. a 
performance of a work as familiar as 
Vivaldi’s Four Seasons has to be 
something special If it is to be 
deserving of attention. The account by 
Marieke Blankestqn with the Cham¬ 
ber O rch est ra of Europe on Thursday 
offered neither high jinks nor period 
instruments — just a small group of 
dedicated musicians drawn from this 
highly regarded itinerant European 
orchestra. But it was a performance as 
satisfying as any I can remember. 

Blankestijn stood facing the audi¬ 
ence like a soloist, and neither she nor 
anyone else appeared to be directing 
the ensemble. But this was a well 
disciplined, strongly characterised 
account 

In Blankestijris performance, as in 
that of the ensemble generally, virtuosi¬ 
ty Of the highest order could be taken 
for granted. But, more importantly, 
that technical mastery was used to 
point up the colours and programmat¬ 
ic content of the concertos. Thus the 
birdsongs of Summer were delightfully 
afry, revealing In the unhurried rustic 
spirit Yet within the same movement 
the approaching thunderstorm was 
depicted fay ominously tautened 
rhythms and more emphatic articula¬ 
tion. In toe finale of Autumn, toe thrill 
of the chase was evoked in toe sharply 
doited horn-call figures, while in toe 
last concerto, toe chiH blasts of Winter 
were vividly captured in an un¬ 
adorned. buf ray effective rendering of 
Vivaldi’s unusual scoring. 

For Tchaikovsky’s Serenade in C the 
ensemble was more obviously directed 
from the front desk by Gerard Korsten. 
Even so, what impressed was toe 
enthusiastic input of every player. 

BRAHMS’s Hungarian Dances, if 
they are heard in the concert hall at all, 
are usually relegated to toe encores. 
But they contain some excellent music 
and fully deserved the place alloted to 
them at toe head of the COE’s concert 
under Ivan Fischer on Sunday. Ft-

seber himself arranged the three 
dances played, and did it so skilfully 
that toe innocent ear would never have 
known It was not Brahms’s work. 

Hungarian by birth, Fischer also 
conducted with a perfect command of 
toe gipsy-influenced idiom: the 
dipped, expectant upbeats. the fitde 
rushes and hesitations, toe general 
rhythmic abandon- At the riotous end 
of the last dance, the mind's eye 
conjured a vision of these fiddlers dan¬ 
cing oh the tables as serving wenches 
oflaed flagons of ale. 

The national theme was continued 
in Bartok's Third Piano Concerto, in 
which the soloist was the Hungarian- 
born Andras Schifi. He is weD versed 
in toe baroque and classical repertory, 
and brings to Bartok a sharpness of 
definition infinitely more rewarding 
than heavyhanded virtuosity. There is 
an flluminating quality to his autooria 
that takes the breath away. r ' 1 

Mozart's sets of dances, like 
Brahms’s, deserve to be heard a good 
deal more often. Many date from the 
late years when he was at the peak of 
his powers, and are far more than mere 
ballroom fodder. Their colourful scor¬ 
ing alone — pizzicato strings, spicy 
piccolo, sleighbells and postooms are 
all to be heard — makes a strong case 
for them, especially when dispatched 
with a vigorous swing, as here. 

To end this splendidly chosen pro¬ 
gramme, we had one of the richest 
most consistently engaging of Haydn’s 
late symphonies: No 102. When 
rattled off with toe razor-sharp preci¬ 
sion, flawless blends and impeccable 
sense of style brought by the COE and 
Fischer, this music is sheer joy. ^

750 state secondary schools 
around the country will start receiv¬ 
ing large flat packages containing 
items for the enjoyment — empha¬ 
sis, you will note, on enjoyment, not 
education — of the pupils. Inside 
the parcels will be framed repro¬ 
ductions of famous paintings. 

. But what if. in their garish 
imaginations, the Molesworths 
choose to add naughty bits to the 
delectable forms of Bacchus and 
Ariadne: or see the odd eye of newt 
spicing up the eggs in an old 
woman’s mixing bowl; or fed 
Mondrian’s boxes could be more 
fun with a couple of noughts and 
crosses? Does that matter? 

“There are some who will only 
see the ridiculous, and some who 
will be switched on." Lord 
Sainsbuiy says. “That's life: But 
they have to have the opportunity 
because for many there is no art at 
home either.” There was not any, it 
aims out. in the Sainsbury boy¬ 
hood. until he started at a prep 
school, where a Constable, a Burne- 
Jones and a Van Gogh on the 
classroom wall switched him on. 

Yesterday he launched the 
Sainsbury “Pictures for Schools” 
scheme. Costing almost £250,000 a 
year, the scheme is to run for at least 
five years; next year it will be the 
turn of primary schools. “Under¬ 
standing paintings is low on 
schools’ lists of priorities. They have 
no money to consider this land erf 
thing,” Lord Sainsbury says. T was 
taught to draw at school, but not 
how to read a picture.” 

So there will be teaching packs 
and slides with each set of pictures. 
For the selection of the pictures 
Lord Sainsbuiy has teamed up 
again with Ndl MacGregor, direc¬ 
tor of the National Gallery. 

The choice of schools stemmed 
from the involvement that the

supermarket giant already has in 
the community. A polity, estab-- 
fished by Salisbury's more than ten 
years ago is that each store forges a 
liaison with three schools in its 
area, to tap not only the good will of 
shoppers present and future, but a 
fruitful source of employees. 

The Pictures for Schools scheme 
was devised by Salisbury's arts 
sponsorship committee, which also 
came up with Sainsbiny's two other 
major arts beneficiaries: the 
Salisbury's Choir of the Year and 
the Arts Education Award. The 
latter fonds what it considers to be 
the best education schemes devised 
by arts companies. This year 
Salisbury's total arts sponsorship is 
worth £800,000 — £50,000 more 
than last year. 

MacGregor has chosen the eight 
paintings for this year. The En¬ 


tombment (1460) by Dieric Bouts 
and Bacchus and Ariadne (c 1522- 
23) by Titian are both to be found 
in die National Gallery. Titian’s 
Three Ages of Man (c. 1510-1515) 
and An Old Woman Cooking Eggs 
(1618) Ity Velasquez both come 
from the "National Gallery of Scot¬ 
land. Landscape with the Ashes of 
Phodon (cl648) by Poussin is in 
the Walker Art Gallery in Liver¬ 
pool; A Bar at the Folies-Bergire 
(1822) by Manet comes from the 
Cburtauld Institute Galleries. And 
Composition with Grey, Bed, 
YeHow and Blue (1920-c. 1926) by 
Mondrian, along with Stanley 
Spencer’s gigantic The Resurrec¬ 
tion. Cooknam (1923-27), are both 
in the Tate Gallery. The latter had 
been in store after conservation and 
has now been specially iehung.

MacGregor explains his choice on 
television, in ten-minute slots 
broadcast on BBC 2 for five consec¬ 
utive nights, beginning next Mon¬ 
day at 7.20pm. And the choice does 
need some explaining, as Mac¬ 


Gregor admits. There is nothing 
from the 1 8th century, and nothing 
painted later than the 1920s. He 
says that the selection was purely 
personal: he made no attempt to 
avoid the obvious collections or pick 


pictures evenly from the regions. 
The paintings were the point, and 
here was a chance for perhaps half 
a million children to get to know 
them. 

The scheme is symptomatic of 
the extension of sponsorship into 
the community. The idea is to 
address the problem of inaccessibil¬ 
ity, and of the uneven dispersal of 
great paintings in public collec¬ 
tions. Many of those paintings may 
be in storage anyway. And even if 
they are not hard-ressed museums 
and galleries have enormous diffi¬ 
culty in providing an adequate 
education sendee, as well as getting 
painting into schools. 

“We have two principles." says 
Lord Sainsbuiy. “These schemes 
are sponsorship, not patronage, so 
there is an dement of publicity for 
us. And there must be something 


which the customers and staff can 
relate to." 

Tfs a brilliant way to make 
painting part of tiie visual furniture 
in schools,” MacGregor says. “I 
want schoolchildren to become as 
comfortable with paintings as they 
are with, say. poetry — which, after 
all, they can quote easily by the sixth 
form. 1 want to fix the idea of 
looking at paintings as if they are 
alive apd readable. 

"I haven’t chosen them to teach 
children about painting, but to 
show that paintings from any age 
are about feelings we all have, and 
about life now. The Titian is about 
sex, and about the hope, grief and 
fear that adolescents have always 
experienced about love. 

“I hope these paintings will help 
children to discover what it is to be 
alive." 


FESTIVAL: The Los Angeles Philharmonic in Lucerne 


Transatlantic passion 


COLDER, wetter and shorter 
than its more famous brother, 
the Lucerne Easter Festival is 
scarcely less valuable for that 
A programme of five concerts 
in four days — the three major 
ones given by the same orches¬ 
tra — adds up to a more 
concentrated experience. 

Much depends, of course, 
on the quality of the orchestra 
engaged. Last year, it was the 
London Symphony Orchestra; 
the year before, it would have 
been the New York Philhar¬ 
monic if the Gulf War had not 
grounded iL This year, it was 
the Los Angeles Philharmon¬ 
ic. the first in what the festival 
president predicts wifi be a 
tradition of American orches¬ 
tras in Easter residence. The 
summer festival will concen¬ 
trate on European orchestras. 

With Esa-Pekka Salonen 
having taken over as musical 
director, the LA Philharmonic 
was an inspired choice on the 
part of Matthias Bamert, who 
is director of both Lucerne 
festivals. There is dearly a 
honeymoon going on. It is 


true that they are not well 
equipped for Haydn, whose 
“Philosopher” Symphony (No 
22) emerged limp and point¬ 
less at the beginning of their 
first concert But as wdl as 
being an acknowledgement of 
the Easter occasion (with its 
church-sonata construction 
and its chorale-based first 
movement) that was part of a 
long-term strategy. 

Certainly, after a similarly 
restrained but much more 
purposeful performance of 
Beethoven's Piano Concerto 
No 2 in B Flat with Christian 
Zacharias the stylish soloist 
Nielsen’s Fifth Symphony was 
a considerable shock. Having 
disconcerted the audience at 
home with the same work 
earlier in the season, the 
orchestra created a sensation 
here too — but not (except in 
one possible instance of theat¬ 
rical stage management asso¬ 
ciated with a marching side 
drum) in any way which 
would damage the musical 
integrity. Balance was miracu¬ 
lously well sustained through¬ 


out the excesses of tiie military 
assault and the moment of 
melodic triumph over alien 
and inimical rhythms was 
uncommonly moving. What 
Salonen could do if his left 
hand was even only half as 
effective as his right it is 
difficult to imagine. 

Finally, Mahler's Third 
Symphony, in the last concert 
while revealing a tew cracks in 
the otherwise impressive brass 
facade, demonstrated how 
powerful and yet how flexible 
the strings are. and how 
responsive the woodwind. It 
was a revelation on a technical 
level — that it is not only 
possible to observe all of 
Mahler’s markings, but also 
positively advantageous to do 
so —and it was a revelation of 
how delightfully fresh the 
middle movements still are at 
the right tempo and. finally, of 
bow the dangerously con¬ 
structed finale can be made to 
hold and accumulate interest 
from the first bar to the last

RADIO: how do advertisers sell the unacceptable? 


HOW moral are advertising 
agencies? This is the question 
emerging from a Radio 4 
series on Saturday afternoons. 
Ice Cream to Eskimos. 

Three Birmingham ad 
agencies are each about to take 
on a pressure group as a client. 
One pressure group is trying 
to persuade employers to take 
on ex-convicts, one campaigns 
against feminism, one de- 
fSids fox-hunting. We hear 
each client describing what it 

wants to the agency, then vffi 

hear the agenty people talkin^ 
among themselves. 

The ad people all seem to be 

very politically correct - but 
does that necessarily mean 
moral? The pro-convict group 
gives least anxiety to ns agen¬ 
cy: this cause, they think, must 
be acceptable. Their moral 
problem is that the clients 
would like them to take an ex- 
orisoner on to their own staff 
Jo see what it is all about and 
they are not so sure. 

The °roup that believes a 
woman ? s place is in the home

is most alarming to the agency 
people. “What will my wife 
think if we take this lot on?" 
says one. They tty to persuade 
the diems to agree to a positive 
campaign, stressing the satis¬ 
faction many women find m 
staying at home — but the 
clients are tougher than that 
They want a real attack on 
what they regard as harmful 
feminist ideas. So far it is 
stalemate. 

The agency that has been 
asked to promote fox-hunting 
js also pretty uneasy. It search¬ 
es around for ways of looking 
at fox-hunting that will make 
it in their eyes, more acrept- 
able. They are delighted when 


they realise, for example, that 
onty 10,000 foxes a year are 
killed by the hounds, whereas 
150,000 die in pain when 
they are trapped or poisoned. 

The next two weeks will take 
us through to the agencies' 
final derisions.-So far, it must 
be said, the ad people have 
proved to be neither particu¬ 
larly professional nor particu¬ 
larly moral 

Only a couple of hours later, 
as it happened, Robert Robin¬ 
son was talking in Ad Lib on 
Radio 4 to some Scottish 
gamekeepers. They had no 
moral qualms about their jobs. 
“Man is a hunter," they said. 

They also revealed that what 
was required these days was 
the ability to talk on equal 
terms with tiie rich business¬ 
men who came to Scotland to 
shoot Keeping up with the 
Stock Exchange is priority 
number one in the glens 
today: the red deer comes 
second to the pink pages.

Everyman’s voice 


WELSH National Opera's 
new Tristan und Isolde 
readied Gwent Garden on 
the latest stage of its tour on 
Monday, duly packing the 
house out, and duly overpow¬ 
ering the senses with its inflat¬ 
ed infatuation, its intense 
monologues, its intoxicalin 
music which eases the wo 
into its final tragic blackness. 

Yannis Kokkos, who has 
taken the concept of Gesam- 
kunstwerk seriously and both 
produced and designed this 
version, has succeeded in his 
principal task, of turning a 
simple love stray into a vast 
representation of Everyman's 
psyche. Tristan is about emo¬ 
tions we all know, about our 
universal loneliness and its 
conquering. 

Kokkos's sets, based on a 
framed inner stage that looks 
at first like a giant television, 
are simple and geometrically 
strong, representational rather 
than abstract, yet symbols

rather than actualities. The 
precarious, askew slabs in the 
final act are particularly visual¬ 
ly dramatic, signifying simul¬ 
taneously the collapse of 
worldly order and the strength 
of the other-woridly union to 
come. Guido Levi's fighting 
poetically stresses the prevail¬ 
ing gloom throughout 

One of the problems of 
Tristan is how you make the 
participants in a ritual seem 
like individuals. Kokkos has 
succeeded by encouraging his 
singers to explore their roles 
through their own personal¬ 
ities. There is none of the stiff 
acting that can damage such 
an epic. 

There is also much fine 
singing. Anne Evans gives a 
ravishing performance as Isol¬ 
de. strong and firm, powerful 


yet subtly tender too. Jeffrey 
Lawton’s Tristan, though 
betraying moments of strain, 
nevertheless carries with it an 
immensely tragic, heroic con¬ 
viction. A Brangane of consid¬ 
erable influence and dramatic 
dimension. Della Jones shows 
all of that distinctive, piercing¬ 
ly rich higher register, that 
almost masculine lower range 
— while her opposite number, 
the loyal Kuiwenal, rings with 
confidence thanks to Richard 
Paul Fink's relatively young 
but wise and ripe voice. 

But the voice perhaps closest 
to its prime is that of Peter 
Rose, a statuesque, solemn, 
dignified, though ultimately 
broken, King Marke. 

Once into its stride, the 
WNO orchestra generally 
plays quite beautifully, with 
Sir Charles Mackerras shap¬ 
ing the music carefully and 
without undue huny.

IN SOVlET-occupied Czecho¬ 
slovakia. Franz Kafka's The 
Trial was a dangerous novel. 
The authorities feared the 
stray of Joseph K, arrested and 
tried for an offence that is 
never fully defined, could too 
easily be interpreted as an 
allegory on the ruthless and 
arbitrary workings of a totali¬ 
tarian regime. Along with 
Kafka's other works. 77ie Trial 
was banned in the Eastern 
bloc for 20 years. 

To portray Joseph K on 
stage in 1990s London is also 
a dangerous occupation, but 
for different reasons. To real¬ 
ise K's journey, the actor must 
chart the uncertain landscape 
that lies between sanity and 
madness. 

Lida Engel ova, director of 
the British-Czech production 
of The Trial which opens at 
the Young Vic next week, 
recalls the fate of the three 
actors who played K during 
1966 and 1967, when the 
adaptation she is using, tty 
Czech philosopher Jan 
Grossman, first toured 
Czechoslovakia and England: 
“The first left Czechoslovakia 
for good, the second became a 
communist and the third 
stopped acting ami became a 
priest" 

' It is no wonder the latest 
Joseph K, James Wfiby, has a 
preoccupied air at the end of 
the third week of rehearsal. A 
Kafkaesque metamorphosis is 
at work on the tall, pale 35- 
year-old. The actor who has 
cornered the market in depict¬ 
ing aristocratic Englishmen is 
painfully transforming him¬ 
self into the doomed Joseph K. 

"‘Joseph K is certainly the 
most challenging part I've 
ever played," says Wilby. “My 
id's been exploding. In feet 
the first week I felt so bom¬ 
barded by ideas I vowed I’d 
stick to film ever after." 

Past adapters of The Trial. 
from Orson Welles to Steven 
Berkoff, have tended to 
emphasise a particular social 
or political line. K has been 
depicted as a Jewish victim of 
the Nazis or at the meny of the 
communists. Engelova’s de-

ferminediy political produc¬ 
tion aims to find again the 
darity and simplicity of the 
original story. Her production 
is also distinctive because she 
has chosen to depict K noi as a 
victim but as inherently guilty. 

Guilty of what? The Czech 
composer of the show. Zdenek 
Sikda, is convinced that a 
modem audience is bound to 
think of K as a man with Aids: 
the production will focus on 
the question, is an Aids suffer¬ 
er a victim, or guilty? Wilby is 
impatient with this assump¬ 
tion: “I wouldn’t want to root 
H too specifically in the Aids 
metaphor — it's too glib." 

Wilby himself sees K’s guilt 
as that of human self¬ 
centredness and indifference:

Students who behave as though they are 
in the real world while still at college are 
those in line for jobs, says Beryl Dixon

A lmost a year ago Rachel 
Bowman was at a confer¬ 
ence for college leavers 
organised by the Angela 
Mortimer Recruitment Consultan¬ 
cy, during the course of which she 
received an award given by the 
consultancy to their “Best Student 
of the Year”. This year she will be 
attending a similar conference to 
present a prize to her successor. 

“We give this award to a student 
we see with potential to reach the 
top," explains Penny Humphries, 
college leaver executive at the 
agency. “Our choices to date look 
likely to bear this out Last year's 
winner has been promoted twice in 
her Gist two years at work." 

Ms Bowman was chosen from 
the 500 students for who Mrs 
Humphries and her team help to 
organise work experience while 
they are at college. “We start the 
judging from the minute they walk 
through our door,” she sal's, “when 
they're about two-thirds of the way 
through their course. They must 
conduct themselves as though they 
were attending an interview for a 


real job. Then naturally, they have 
to have a good work experience 
report and they should also be in 
the running for a typing speed of at 
feast 50 wpm and shorthand at 
100 by the time they leave college.” 

Angela Mortimer staff get to 
know die students well over the 
following months as they begin to 
job hunt in earnest, and so are able 
to draft out a shortlist — but the 
decision is not solely theirs. The 
colleges that the students come 
from are also consulted and their 
staff's recommendations taken into 
account 

Ms Bowman is secretary to Lord 
Blakenham, chairman and chief 
executive of Pearson pic and his 
assistant Ros Wild. She finds the' 
work interesting and the post 
perfect for someone in her first job. 

“Ros and I share an office. I see 
everything that comes in and out of 
a chairman's office and I am 
learning all the time. The work is 
varied because Pearson is so di¬ 
verse.

Knight Frank & Rutley did 40 
per cent of its country house 
business for the year in the last 
quarter of 1992 when it normally 
expects to do 20 per cent They have 
seen a continued increase in turn¬ 
over this year. 

But "the market is patchy", says 
Rupert Sweeting, an associate part¬ 
ner in KFR’s country house depart¬ 
ment. He can’t see huge increases 
in prices, but he can see an increase 
in volume. He reckons the relatively 
thin appearance of County Life is a 
good guide to a market which is "at 
or dose to the bottom in terms of 
price". 

Sensibly priced properties “with¬ 
out warts" are selling well and an 
element of competition has re¬ 
turned. with two or three bidders 
pushing realistic asking prices up. 
This competition is helped by the 
lade of this type of house on the 
market A good example of the 
effect is Cnooksbury. a Lutyens 
house in Tilford, Surrey, which had 
been on the market for about ayear 
with another agent KFR reduced 


its asking price ro £750.000 and 
sold it for a little over £1 million. 

Colin Mackenzie, director in 
charge of country houses for 
Hamptons, also cites the Country 
Life syndrome: he cannot remem¬ 
ber thinner March or April issues. 
But although houses which came 
onto the market hum 1991 on¬ 
wards are selling at 60-80 per cent 
of the vendors’ original expectation, 
they are at least selling. In an 
encouraging start to the year. Mr 
Mackenzie has even seen the 
spectre of gazumping return, as 
buyers realise that they must fight 
for the quality they wanL 
“The market is lean," Mr Mac¬ 
kenzie says, and the lack of prime 
property in prime areas looks likely 
__ to remain a prob¬

Justin Marking, of Savilis, reck¬ 
ons the market has bottomed out 
and has noticed one encouraging 
knock-on effect: “A shortage on the 
market has led to premiums which 
in itself has led to people deciding 
to sdL” Savilis is in a better position 
than last year and Mr Marking 
believes that houses will come onto 
the market later in the year than 
usual, strengthening this position. 

Historically the London market 
leads the way and Savilis’ London 
office has been busy. Mr Marking 
is expecting to see a ripple effect 
emanating from the capital soon, 
causing prices to harden, but he 
sounds a warning: “Vendors must 
keep their feet. firmly on die 
ground," to maintain a narrow gap 
between their expectations and the 
price which will be paid. “Sensible 
prices are the key." 



IN MAY 1990 agents Knight Franks Rutley announced the sale of a very unusual 
property. Three miles to the south of Portsmouth in the middle of the Solent is a doughnnt- 
shaped three-quarter acre fort completed in 1880 to defend the harbour. Bought in 1986, it 
was converted into living accommodation with five bedroom suites, an indoor swimming 
pool, gymnasium and outdoor tennis court. Next to its own lighthouse are three helicopter 
landing pads. The sale originally included a helicopter, boats and trained crew. The guide 
price? £5.75 million. Now the helicopter, crew and boats have been removed from the 
package and No Man’s Land has been reduced to £2.5 mill ion. 



MALTMAS GREEN, near Denham. Bu ckinghamshir e. is a grade two listed W illiam and 
Maiy house with parts dating from 1700-It 5 a sizable property, boasting six bedrooms 
and three bathrooms and standing in 17 acres of grounds. Within these are a large indoor 
heated swimming pool hard tennis court, water garden and a lodge at the gates. The bouse 
has been modernised and is in good condition. Maltmas Green was put on the market in 
J 990 by joint agents John D Wood and Hamptons acting for Hany Saltzznan. producer of 
the Bond films (Pinewood studios, where they were made, is nearby). The asking price was 
£3 million. Three years latex the price has dropped to £1J25 million. 



TWELVE MILES from Bedford in the village of Hinwick is Hinwick House, a grade one 
listed Queen Anne property standing in 35 acres. Hinwick House was built in 1713 for 
Richard Oriebar and remained in the Oriebar family's ownership until 1991. It boasts a 
"listed” four-seater lavatory, plus six bedrooms, seven bathrooms, three cottages and 
stabling on its grounds bur is in need of some modernisation. Savilis first marketed it in 
the summer of 1991 at an asking price of £1.95 million. It was readvertised last year 
without success. Acting for the mortgagees Savilis are now selling Hinwick House by 
tender on June I for £675,000. 
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FIFTY-FIVE miles south of Glasgow, Kfllochan Castle, near Girvan. Ayrshire, dates from 
the 14th century with additional 16th-century fortification. Late in the 18th cenlmy the 
Adam brothers added a classical wing and gatehouse. The castle has eight bedrooms and 
five bathrooms and has been refurbished. In its 55 acres of land there are a walled garden 
and stables. Also offered are another cottage with four bedrooms and 2.8 miles of salmon 
and sea trout fishing. Kfllochan Castle has survived many sieges but has not weathered the 
current recession so welL It was originaQy put on the market through Hamptons at £1-25 
million in October 1991. Now, with all its contents, offers in excess of £800,000 are invited. 
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The recycled cottage 


P ound Cottage blends so 
perfectly with its 18th- 
century village setting 
that it is hard to believe it was 
built just eight years ago. The 
reason the two-bedroomed 
cottage looks so at home 
among its 200 -year-old neigh¬ 
bours in Saltford. near Bristol, 
is that it was builr almost 
entirely from recycled 
materials. 

The cottage was built by 
Michael Decent an architect 
and his wife, Anne, re-using 
other people’s casr-offs. They 
made such a good job that it 
has just been sold, after three 
weeks on the market for a 
figure dose to the £89,500 
asking price. 

Pieced together were Somer¬ 
set day pantiles for the roof, 
which came from old farm 
buildings in north Avon, and 
maple flooring for the tiny 
living room and kitchen from 
the gymnasium at RAF 
Lyneham. Wiltshire. Both 
were spotted in the "For Sale 
columns of local newspapers. 

A big stroke of luck came 
when the couple were tipped 
off that an old stone ware¬ 
house was being demolished 
in Bath, six miles away. The 
stone would probably have 
been scrapped if it had not 
become Pound Cottage. The 
stone was dressed to a six-inch 
bed. which was just what we 
wanted," Mr Decent says.

“Even better, we think it came 
from the same stone quarry in 
Keynsham. near here, that the 
whole village was built from.” 

Unlike its elderly neigh¬ 
bours, the house has cavity 
walls, the inner skin being 
concrete blocks which have 
merely been painted white to 
form the interior finish down¬ 
stairs. except for one living 
room wall which has been 
faced with stone.

SINCE the London Mara¬ 
thon began in 1981. the 
hordes of writmeaiiing and. 
some say, insane, charity 
runners hove raised nearly 
£50 million for good causes. 
On Sunday that figure was 
increased by £200,000 as 
more than 500 members of 
the Sparks (Sports Aiding 
Medical Research for child¬ 
ren) team took to the streets 
to raise funds for medical 
research into childrens’ 
diseases. 

The 529 runners who 
made it to the starting line 
are also hoping to make it 
into the Guinness- Book of 
Records as the largest single 
team to compete in a mara¬ 
thon. Whether they ever run 
again is another matter. 

The actor. Ross Kemp, 
who plays Grant in Eost- 
Enders, has vowed that Sun¬ 
day was his first and last 
marathon. He finished in 
4hr 17min, “although 1 



wasn’t looking at the time 
when 1 crossed the line; I 
was just pleased to stop,” he 
said.Kemp’s character in the 
television soap opera is that 
of a former paratrooper who, 
in recent episodes, has been 
languishing in prison, which 
caused much merriment 
among other runners. ■ 

“I passed some policemen 
who reckoned Group 4 must 
have been looking after me,” 
be said. “And I had a good 
laugh with the marines 
when I passed them, too.” 

After “hitting the wall” at 
22 miles and being forced to 
walk part of the way. die 
crowd in The Mall lifted 
Kemp for the final challenge. 


“The response is fantastic 
The crowd usher you on your 
way,” be said. 

The Sparks team’s dedicar 
don took the cause to ex¬ 
tremes on Sunday. Wayne 
Coffins postponed his honey¬ 
moon to compete in the race 
before leaving Ids bride yet 
again to start training as a 
police officer at Hendon. 

Gary Rainbow opted to 
grab the attention and die 
generosity of die crowd fay 
dressing up as a woman for 
his attempt. 

A veteran of two London 
races; his times have all been 
around the threeTiour mark 
but on Sunday he took 5hr 
20mm to complete die 
course, stopping all along 
the route to collect £102 in a 
plastic bucket and more 
than a few ribald comments 
in the process. 

So impressed is he with 
the Sparks charity that he is 
determined to join the org¬ 
anisation and raise yet more 
money for them. 


You may not have to be 
rmttl to run the marathon, 
but it helps.

26. completing a three-mile 
fun ran.

Jansher’s 
British 
title earns 
respect

JANSHER Khan’s second 
successive British open squash 
title has finally elevated him 
towards the level of esteem 
enjoyed in Pakistan by his 
predecessor, Jahangir Khan. 

A national hero with a 
millionaire lifestyle and a face 
that adorns postage stamps in 
his country. Jahangir was this 
year back at the scene of his 
ten titles, as a guest 
His only active interest was 
to offer a few inspiring words 
to Zaxnk Jahan, which helped 
to lift him to a quarter-final 
victory over Simon Parke. 

Jansher, left to his own 
devices, beat Chris Dittmar, of 
Australia. 9-6.9-5.6-9.9-2, in 
. a 76=-minutefinaL 

This followed Michelle 
Martin's 39-minute 9-7. 9-0. 
94 win over Suzanne Horner, 
of Yorkshire, in the women’s 
finaL Martin. 25, from Syd¬ 
ney. made a glamorous study 
in form-fitting pink on die 
green and blue show court 
Jansher was an altogether 
more rakish figure, piratical in 
his long shorts and flapping 
headband, and prepared to 
suggest for the first time that 
this second British open win 
might secure him establish¬ 
ment credibility at home. 

"The British tide is the one 
that counts in Pakistan," he 
said. "I am world champion 
and world No. I, but I have to 
be British open champion to 
approach Jahangir's repu¬ 
tation." 

However, Jansher's early 
challenge to Jahangir's senior- 
ity.and esteem is unlikely to be 
completely forgiven. As a 17- 
year-old he took the world 
junior title from the Austra¬ 
lians in 1986 and announced 
his intention of unseating the 
undefeated and respected 
Jahangir. 

In Hong Kong, a year later, 
he did precisely that and from 
there he harried the greatest 
player in the game through 
five years to achieve a final 
reckoning of 18 wins each in 
tournament play. In one 
Pakistani Open, the crowd 
booed Jansher’s winning shot 
He admitted on Monday 
that 11 successive British 
Open wins would be a tali 
order but stiff fired one more 
taunt at his predecessor.

change in attitude towards the 
use of the whip. In the past the 
objective of rules and instruc¬ 
tions relating to this area 
concentrated on good riding 
and correct use, but in a 
dimate of increasing public 
concern about animal welfare, 
it was decided that this is 
simply not enough. 

“Raring must not be per¬ 
ceived os the only sport which 
condones thrashing its ath¬ 
letes it if wishes to retain the 
goodwill of its followers." 

The philosophy of the new 
rules is thai the whip is to be 
used by jockeys for safety, 
correcting a horse and encour¬ 
agement only. “Encourage- 
ment does not mean using the 
whip in anger or despera¬ 
tion." M iidmay-White said. 

Penalties for jockeys who 
breach the rules have been 
made more flexible but will 
ensure “persistent offenders 
will progress rapidly to 
Portman Square.’’ Stewards 
will be able to hold an enquiry 
if a jockey uses his whip six or 
more times on a horse. 

The Jockey Dub has also 
derided, on a trial basis, to 
adopt the Irish system of re¬ 
quiring trainers to report rear 
sons for a horse’s disappoint¬ 
ing racecourse performance.

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Dangerous Davis rediscovers the wonder of winning

And rew Longmore finds Steve Davis, the 
six-ti me world snooker champion, relaxed 
and ready to recapture his former glories 


A n unmistakable air of 
optimism pervaded 
the gloom of the 
Matthroom Club in bleakest 
Romford. A snooker player, 
barely visible in the twilight of 
mid-aftemoon. happy in his 
lair. So happy he even put 
away his cue for two days last 
week which, for Steve Davis, 
preparing for his first-round 
match against Peter Ebdon in 
the Embassy wodd champ¬ 
ionship today, is tantamount 
to heresy. The patron saint of 
workaholics putting his feet 

up? 

“Very unusual" Davis 
admitted, his face more re¬ 
laxed than in his robotic days, 
“last year, my cue was 
supergiued to me. My wife, 
Judy, was totally elbowed out 
But I was a different person 
then, very introverted. This 
year. I'm quite outward-going 
because I'm playing better." 

Three tournament wins in 
the past three months give 
ample evidence of that im¬ 
provement but as Davis has 
always viewed success and 
failure in terms of the world 
championship, the real test of 
whether he win be a force in 
the Nineties, or remain a one- 
decade wonder, will come 
during the next fortnight 
Having travelled to hell and 
back over the past three years. 
Davis is confident he can 
compete on level terms with 
the best for the first time since 
he overwhelmed John Parrott 
18-3 in the 1989 final to 
record his sixth title. 

To win a world title in the 
Nineties would be my greatest 
achievement," he said. "It 
would mean 1 had sustained a 
higher level of snooker than 
ever before and it's a chance to 
stuff it up everyone who said f 
couldn't do iL 

“I'm a different player from 
six or seven years ago. I've had 
a bad time. 1 know what fear 
is like and maybe 1*11 never be 
the same again. On the other 
hand. 1 may now be more 
relaxed and even stronger. 
I'm venturing into the 
unknown." 

The idea of Davis, at 35. 
beginning a new adventure at 
the Crucible Theatre in Shef¬ 
field. which he once knew so 
intimately he even had a 


special lucky spot on the 
pavement outside, is as un¬ 
likely as his well-publicised 
descent. 

At times in his heyday, be 
seemed to be the only true 
professional in a world of 
amateurs; a mechanical su¬ 
perman committed to a goal 
for beyond mere winning. 
Davis, perhaps, came closer 
than anyone to achieving 
perfection, to distilling the 
impracticability our of sport 
arid reducing it to inevitable 
anti-dimax 

Yet as if fate had chosen her 
own form of retaliation for 
such presumption, the man 
who once could not hit a ball 
off line if his life was at sake 
had to suffer the humiliation 
of being disqualified from a 
tournament in Ireland for 
missing the same ball three 
times in a row. 

Worse than that the crowds 
who had condemned Mr 
Interesting as the all-time 
sourpuss of snooker began to 
cheer him. a sure sign that his 
very un-British habit of win¬ 
ning too often had finally 
beenbroken- 

For just over two years, 
from the end of I9S9 to early 
1992. he did not win a 
ranking tournament In bis 
own words, he became a 
winner who wasn’t winning 
any more. “I was walking oat 
as the six-time world champi¬ 
on, knowing 1 couldn't hit a 
ball straight." Davis recalled. 
“1 would be hoping I wouldn't 
get certain shots because I 
knew I wasn’t strong enough 
to make them. In the end, 1 
began to expect less of myself 
and I couldn’t see any end to 
the trouble." 

It did not help that, in every 
other respect, the aD-seeing 
eyes, the slim frame, the 
immaculate hair, was still the 
same unbeatable Davis. Only 
a protective two-year ranking 
system, with which he dis¬ 
agrees, and an instinct for self- 
preservation stopped him 
bom plummeting out of the 
top five. 

But just as Davis was com¬ 
ing to the conclusion that his 
nerve had shattered — others 
blamed changing priorities 
after his marriage, in July 
1990. and the birth of his son.

Greg — he found a funda¬ 
mental technical fault, three 
weeks before the start of the 
world championship last year. 

He will not say mat h was 
— “I see the same fault in 
others" — but he lost in die 
first round, ironically to 
Ebdon, and with Faldo-like 
obstinacy began the long and 
painful process of adjusting 
his cue action. 

At the same time, he was 
straggling to come to terms 
not just with his own fallibility 
but with a style of snookerand 
a breed of player unfamiliar to 
the refugees of the Eighties 
booxn. 


“I had to wake up and slap 
myself in the face because I 
was getting overtaken," he 
said. “Not just in matches but 
in the way I approached the 
competitive side of snooker. 

“In practice. 1 saw top 
players competing against top 
players — ten pence a point. 
£5 on a game — generating 
competition, toughening 
themselves up. 

“In the Eighties, if you were 
good, you locked yourself 
away so that no one got used 
to you.” 

Nor was it any consolation 
that his own excellence, 
beamed into the front rooms 


of a million households, had 
become the yardstick. 

“It was like Olga Korbut 
She was the first to do a 
double back-flip or whatever. 
Then everyone was doing 
them. On the table, there is 
nothing I can do now (hat 
others can’t, so I have had to 
become more aggressive, not 
just wait for others to make 
mistakes. 

“The percentages have 
changed. 1 used to turn down 
a lot of 50-50 balls. These 
days players go for almost 
every 50-50 ball. That’s why 
many of the more tactical 
players have failed to last.

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elgians can decide Rangers’ fate

BETWEEN now and night¬ 
fall. Rangers will have the 
dream, the passion and the 
dread of playing for higher 
stakes than even Liverpool 
reaped in their European hey¬ 
day. No matter how they run. 
or by how much they might 
beat CSKA Moscow at Ibrox. 
the nagging reality is that they 
must rely on strangers in 
another land to do half their 
job for them. 

Tonight is the last leg of the 
protracted Champions 
League. Rangers need to gain 
one point more than Mar¬ 
seilles achieve at FC Bruges if 
they are to meet AC Milan in 
the European Cup final in 
Munich on May 26. 

Were it simply a matter of 
sporting contests, the odds 
would favour Rangers. They 
haw to repeat a victory over 
CSKA. while Marseilles 
would then have to beat a 
Bruges team that has not lost a 
European match at home for 
four years. If the results are the 
same — two wins, two draws 
or even two defeats — Mar¬ 


seilles would become finalists 
by virtue of having drawn 2-2 
in Glasgow compared to 
Rangers' 1-1 draw in France. 

Rangers must first prevail 
tonight. Their efforts have 
already helped to whittle the 
dub's debts from £13 million 
to £9 million, but their heart 
has been all about human 
performance, about the spirit 
no amount of money could 
lubricate. You either have it in 
your soul or not and Mar¬ 
seilles. though unquestionably 
capable of finer technique, 
have twice succumbed to Scot¬ 
tish determination. 

The Marseilles president, 
Bernard Tapie. manages to 
shrug off police investigations 
into nis club, into his politics 
and his myriad business deals. 
He lasted a mere 51 days as 
Minister for Cities last year 
before a formal charge of 
concealing from his business 
partner a £1.3 million deal 
was placed and Tapie had to 
give up office. 

Accusations are everywhere: 
CSKA have been accused by 
Provda of selling a home 
match in the Russian league 
last autumn. Despised at

insists his players will need all 
their concentration and not let 
minds wander to affairs near 
Flanders field even if the buzz 
from the crowd at Ibrox will 
intermittently suggest what is 
going on with Marseilles. 

Indeed, the players must 
give everything.

“There is no way they will get a 
painkiller, we have a much 
more important game on Sat¬ 
urday against Waiegem.” At 
least Broos did reiterate: 
“Whatever happens, we are 
not going to gift the match to 
Marseilles.” 

Another reason, fee Bel¬ 
gians say, is that they have no 
love for Raymond GoethaK 
1 fee former trainer of the 
Belgian national team now in 
charge of Marseilles.

James ready to make mark again

STEVE James, who with one 
notable exception has reserved 
his best for fee Crucible The¬ 
atre, impressively reached the 
last 16 of fee Embassy world 
snooker championship with a 
10-2 victory over John Giles in 
Sheffield yesterday. 

James, fee world No. 10. 
has been plagued by fee 
concentration-draining effects 
of diabetes this season but 
dearly benefiting from a re¬ 
cent visit to his doctor which 
resulted in a doubling of his 
medication, he remained fo¬ 
cused throughout against 
Giles. 

The foundation of such an 
untroubled passage was laid 


in the first session. James 
exploited fee early hesitancy of 
Giles, a first-season profes¬ 
sional, and established an 8-1 
lead with runs of 46, 106. 66 
and a 138 total dearance — 
fee highest break of fee 
championship so far. 

When play resumed, James 
moved 9-1 ahead with a 55 
break. Giles delayed fee inev¬ 
itable by winning fee next, but 
James advanced after laying a 
snooker on the yellow in the 
twelfth frame and dealing the 
colours to fee black. 

Without doubt, James is 
able to respond to the de¬ 
mands of the Crucible. His 
10-9 first-round defeat by 
Dene O'Kane 12 months ago. 
after he had led 5-0 and 9-5, 


was the only time James had 
failed to put a positive mark on 
the championship. 

On his first appearance at 
fee Crucible in 1988. he 
compiled a tournament high 
break of 140 before he was 
beaten in fee quarter-finals. 
The following year he was 
edged out 10-9 by John Par¬ 
rott in a first-round contest 
chosen for the snooker writers’ 
m aTch-of-th e-seaso n award. 

However, he made his big¬ 
gest impact in 1991 when 
beating Stephen Hendry, fee 
holder, 13-11 in a quarter¬ 
final upset It is this pedigree, 
and the significant improve¬ 
ment in recent form shown 
against Giles, which obviously 
accounted for his buoyant

Brighton have debts of £2.6 
million, but Barry Lloyd, the 
managing director, sard yes¬ 
terday that the immediate 
threat to the existence of 
Sussex’s only league dub had 
now gone. 

The profit Uoyd made 
through the sale of Beatey, . 
whom he bought from Maid- r ' 
stone United for £20.000. is 
typical of fee shrewd dealing 
feat has enabled the dub to
